et’s face it, planning the annual 
L year-end office get-together is not 
for the thin skinned or faint of 
heart. The time and devotion required is 
rarely acknowledged. When they are, it’s 
usually by way of some comment about 
how the eggnog needed nutmeg or the 
rum had no punch. The party planner 
ends up feeling like the dunce camped 
under the mistletoe while an orgy’s on 
next door. But the ritual — for such it is — 
will be re-enacted. Each year, the unsung 
heroes of a thousand organizations will 
do their best to stimulate good cheer. The 
miracle is that they remain cheery enough 
themselves to be interviewed on the 
subject. 
+ * + 
On December 22, 1980, within a 
festive incarnation of its main dining 
room, Boston University will have its 
fifth annual gala Christmas celebration. 
If this year is anything like last, 5000 
members of the faculty and staff (sans 
spouses and spouse equivalents) will be 
invited. Around 1500 will show up. In 
the course of two hours, the university's 
buildings-and-grounds crew will stand 
-ueek by jowl with philosophers, 
clinicians, and applied scientists as 
together they devour 4500 egg rolls, 6000 
chicken wings, 132 pounds of meatballs, 
110 pounds of cocktail franks, 60 pounds 
of vegetables, 200 dozen tea sandwiches, 
and 235 dozen pastries. The entire spread 
will be laid out on buffet tables that have 
been arranged into a Christmas tree con- 
figuration — a method of organization 
that captures the festivity’s theme and 
eases the flow of hungry traffic. The BU 
merrymakers will swill 180 gallons of hot 
and cold beverages — although no one 
will say how much of this is alcohol. The 
hoopla will cost in the vicinity of $7000. 
“A few will dance. A few will sing. But 
believe you me, all will eat,’” says Milan 
Bedrosian, resident district manager of 
the food concession that is run for the 
university by ARA Services. To plan the 
only university-wide function of the 
year, Bedrosian is assisted by Edward 
Gutauskas and Robert McCormack. Of 
course, on the day of the affair, 50 
uniformed managers, waiters, and

waitresses will be on hand to ladle out the 
goodies. For now, Bedrosian, Gutauskas, 
and McCormack — a partnership that 
sounds like an international law firm — 
are in charge of the whole show. 

And they will have a lot to do. 
Together, these jacks of all trades will 
even carve the ice sculptures, creating 
glistening wreaths, trees and candles 
from 350-pound blocks. “We sculpt them 
with a five-pronged pick,” says the 
affable Bedrosian. ‘Say that fast and 
you're in trouble.’ Gutauskas is equally 
loose. “If you're doing a Christmas tree, 
you just take away all the ice that doesn’t 
look like a tree,’ he says. This year, fora 
change, Gutauskas will attempt to carve 
‘Season's Greetings’ into a 200-pound 
wheel of cheese. 

The room where the party is to be held 





was at one point in the George Sherman 
University Union’s history known as the 
Waterfall Room, named for an indoor 
cascade that decorated one wall. Later, 
when students sabotaged it with all 
manner of trash, the waterfall had to be 
taken out of service. Today, the room 
serves as the school’s tacky central 
cafeteria. But come party time, we're 
assured, the place won't be recognizable 
— even remotely. (Indeed, the room is 
noted for the radical facelifts it has 
undergone. For the wedding reception of 
BU president John Silber’s daughter, 
Persian rugs graced the floor where, only 
hours before, sandwich wrappers drifted 
across the linoleum like tumbleweeds.) 
For Christmas, red-white-and-green 
wall panels will be installed to subdivide 
the room. A wall that folds in and out, 











accordion fashion, will be unfurled to 
hide the unsightly steam tables of the 
cafeteria kitchen. A piano will be set up 
in one corner and a platform for a four- 
piece combo from the school of music in 
another. Wine fountains will gurgle 
sangria and poinsettias will be festooned 
throughout. 

Santa Claus and President Silber will 
both be present, the former to conduct 
what Bedrosian describes as ‘the ha, ha, 
ha sort) of business,’’ and the latter to 
deliver a discourse on anything from “the 
occasion to the economy.” Both will 
address the group before door prizes are 
drawn. In the past, door prizes have 
included a dozen or so hair dryers or 
toaster ovens, tickets to university 
athletic events, yift certificates to the 
school book store. and sundries donated 




















by local merchants. Anyone who has 
pledged $52 or more to the United Fund 
is eligible for the grand prize, a trip for 
two to a tropical island. Before the day is 
through, even the poinsettias will be raf- 
fled off. Nothing will go to waste. 

* * * 

In his saddle shoes, navy-blue sweater, 
tie, and blue blazer, Tony Caraldo, a 
former three-letter man from Revere 
High, looks the part of the all-American 
boy grown up. He works in the Projects 
Administration Division of the 
Prudential Insurance Company, in a lofty 
22nd-story perch from which he caters to 
the needs of the Prudential tower’s 
physical plant. (When a bulb needs 
changing over a muckety-muck’s desk in 
the 18th-floor executive suite, Tony is the 
man who calls the man who changes it.) 

For three of the 13 years he has been at 
Prudential, Cataldo has been an officer of 
the Prudential Recreation Athletic 
Corporation (PRAC). In that capacity, he 
is responsible for planning two annual 
Christmas parties — one for the children 
of Prudential employees, the other for 
375 or so of PRAC’s 1400 dues-paying 
members. 

PRAC, which is funded by a nominal 
annual membership fee and a percentage 
of the profits from the vending machines, 
is an organization dedicated to recreation 
in its broadest sense. It fields teams for 
citywide competition in softball, 
basketball, and tennis, among other 
sports, and offers discount tickets to 
Bruins, Celtics, and Patriots games, not to 
mention occasional concerts. But the 
adult Christmas party, which will be held 
from 7:30 p.m. to midnight on December 
22, in the tower’s third-floor cafeteria, is 
one of the organization's social events of 
the year. 

“It’s for the morale of the people. To 
get to know and communicate with 
fellow employees. To keep them in happy 
harmony,” explains Cataldo. ‘‘Most of 
these people deliver an insurance claim 
from one desk to another with nothing 
but the nod of the head. The party is a big 
‘How do you do?’ ” 

At this writing, Cataldo and his 13- 
member PRAC board haven't decided 
whether to feed their guests “‘your basic 
pickies’’ (peanuts, popcorn, and Tootsie 
Rolls) or a more elaborate spread. Either 
way, they will try to break even on an 
admission ticket that will cost $2.50 per 
person. Still, the choice of menu is 
vexing. ‘‘We always want to do some- 
thing different,’’ Cataldo says. ‘‘We done 
cold cuts. We done peanuts and popcorn. 
What can we do that’s different? Give 
everybody an apple? Is that different?’ 

Less up in the air are the arrangements 
for the alcohol. Beer (12-ounce cupfuls)

and wine will be offered for 50 cents a 
serving, and an assistant has already been 
dispatched to District 4 police 
headquarters to initiate the process that 
will yield a temporary liquor permit from 
the Boston Licensing Board. 

A parquet dance floor will be laid, and 
a live band or DJ will be hired to provide 
the tunes. At parties past, such local 
celebrities as Jordan Rich, Arnie ‘“Woo 
Woo” Ginsberg, and Jim Sands have 
spun records, officiated at Hula Hoop 
contests, and drawn winners for the door 
prizes (which have included a portable 
AM/FM radio and a 10-inch portable 
TV). For reasons that are practical and 
cost conscious, Cataldo is leaning in the 
direction of a DJ. ‘“No matter which band 
we pick, you can bet they'll take 20- 
minute breaks every hour. And you can 
bet that most of our members will say, 
‘Who the hell are they?’ ”’ he says. 

In the cafeteria, streamers will be 
strung, a plastic covering will be hung to 
protect an expensive tapestry from being 
doused with Christmas cheer, and red, 
blue, and yellow light bulbs will be 
substituted for the day-to-day variety. 
Not exactly a facelift — but it’s the festive 














thought that counts. The same setting 
will be used for the children’s party, 
which, in years gone by, has featured the 
home-grown talents of a magician and 
guitar player, the antics of costumed 
cartoon characters, and a ‘‘couple of jolly 
members who need no pillows’’ as gift- 
dispensing Santas. 

For Cataldo, who will set up, work, 
and clean up at both parties, the effort, as 
in sports, is its own reward. “After 
midnight, while the partygoers are 
closing out the Ground Round, the group 
that works the party is cleaning up and 
will be until 3:30 in the morning,” he 
says. ‘But when it’s over you know that 
you made it go. You worked hard at it. 
You made it successful.” 

~ + * 

At Dorchester’s Kit Clark Senior 
House, a seven-year-old private agency 
for the elderly that is funded by Federated 
Dorchester Neighborhood Houses Inc., 
staffers Karen Miller and Janet Marston 
face a special Christmas-time problem — 
planning a party for the old and often 
infirm without treating them like 
children. 

Named for Catherine Forbes Clark, a 














Dorchester community activist who died 
of cancer at 58 and was known to her 
friends as ‘‘the only Republican on Savin 
Hill,” the Kit Clark House is a multi- 
service center that mixes the ill 
(individuals who require nursing-home- 
style attention in a day-care setting) with 
the well (drop-ins over 60, who 
congregate each morning at the Fields 
Corner storefront to play pool, whist, or 
cribbage or attend classes in cooking, 
sewing, rug-hooking, or macrame, and 
generally pass the day). The well-used 
center attracts the silver-haired set from 
Dorchester, South Boston, East Boston, 
the North End, the West End, and 
Charlestown. It is a link in a chain of 
community centers that serve hot lunches 
at a nominal charge. 

For the widowed, the holidays can be a 
particularly depressing time. ‘‘It’s a 
family time of year,” says Karen Miller. 
‘And for many of these people, most of 
their family is gone.” 

The Kit Clark House will be closed on 
Christmas Day. However, on the 
Monday or Tuesday before Christmas, 
there will be a party for the 130 or so

_ ome years ago, in an attempt to add 


a touch of realism to the annual 

Yuletide display on Boston 
Common, the city recruited live reindeer 
from the Franklin Park Zoo and penned 
them in on the Common grounds. 

That idea seemed apropos, but in prac- 
tice it was one for the ASPCA case files. 
The animals were poked and prodded by 
stick-wielding brats and, when they 
weren't being taunted, they were literally 
being killed with kindness. ‘People fed 
them so much junk that they died,”’ says 
Boston Parks ‘and Recreation director 
Dorothy Curran, recalling that ill-fated 
experiment. 

Well, there wasn’t a reindeer in sight 
this year as Boston inaugurated its 
Christmas season in the pouring rain 
around 5 p.m. on November 28. The 
city’s Parks and Recreation com- 
missioner, John Vitagliano, threw the 
master switch at the Colonel Robert Shaw 
Memorial opposite the State House and 
triggered a chain reaction that sent e- 
lectricity traveling counter-clockwise 
around America’s oldest public park, 
until 25,000 bulbs on 39 carefully 
selected trees were all aglow. These lights 
will shine every evening until January 6 
between the hours of four and 10. In 
addition, the Shaw Memorial will be 
awash each night in specially developed 
‘monument lighting,’’ and the Parkman 
Bandstand will be encircled by orange 
ceramic lights. The Christmas tree lo- 
cated near the Tremont Street informa- 
tion booth is the only tree in the Common 
to feature multi-colored bulbs; behind the 
Shaw Memorial is the creche, complete 
with the Child, the Virgin Mary, Joseph, 
wise men, shepherds, and sheep, all 
basking in soft flood light.

problem for 11 months of the year, what 
with rampaging roller skaters, ag- 
gressive dope peddlers, and religious cult 
shills, but it becomes a special place at 
Christmas time. Last year, Time maga- 
zine included the illumination of the 
Common in a feature on the country’s 
most beautiful Yuletide displays. 
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For a city steeped in venerable tradi- 
tion, Christmas on the Common is in 
relative infancy. According to Ruth 
McKay, who acts as Common chair- 
person for the Friends of the Public 
Garden and the Common, the down- 
town tradition began in the 1950s. The 
founding father was Colonel Paul Hines, 
at that time the city’s industrial adviser to 
Mayor Hynes. Bringing his brainchild to 
life, the colonel devoted much of his time 
to fund-raising for the festival, soliciting 
the prosperous Tremont Street mer- 
chants whose businesses abutted the 
park. 
days, the festival commenced with a 
parade of industrial and business leaders 
from City Hall to the Common, where 
they gathered around a handful of deco- 
rated trees to listen to organ music. 

Subsequent Christmas celebrations on 
the Common were marked by a kind of 
trial-and-error approach. “Every year 
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The Nova Scotia spruce drops into place overlooking Boylston Street. 








they looked for something else,’’ says 
Frank Clark, chief engineer for the Parks 
and Recreation Department. One year 
there was a Santa Claus theme, another 
featured a madonna theme, another the 
reindeer, and one season was marked by a 
Maypole as part of the festivities. The 
trees were often garishly garnished with a 
wide variety of flashy colored lights that 
“were pretty, but not handsome,” in 
McKay’s words. 

When Hines passed from the scene, the 
job of orchestrating the affair fell to the 
Department of Parks and Recreation, and 
the character of the ceremonies was 
gradually reshaped during the past 
decade. 

The festival received a major boost 
about five years ago when the 1800- 
member Friends of the Public Garden and 
Common began to play an active role. A 
nonprofit fund-raising organization, the

Bringing nostalgia 
to our generation

s it a commercial for Cold 
[&: or Coca-Cola? Never 

mind, it is the generic Christ- 
mas TV commercial. Through a 
frosted window, a happy collec- 
tion of kids and grown-ups has 
gathered before a crackling fire. 
They are laughing, toasting one 
another, their heads are tipped at 
charming angles. The fire burns 
merrily, of course, a bright 
counterpoint to the more subtle 
light of the Christmas tree seen 
out of the corner of the camera’s 
eye. Even the snow piled up on 
the window sill is benign, merely 
decorative — garlands of frost, 
draperies of snow. By commer- 
cial’s end, we too have entered the 
warm circle, and we have entered 
not just a place, but a time, for 
there is a strong suggestion of the 
past here, in the way the people 
are dressed, in the wing-backed 
chairs, the fire, the fresh-cut tree. 

In this spot’s scenario lies a vi- 
sion, what the late French semiol- 
ogist Roland Barthes might call 
une mythologie. It is a modern 
myth based on a nostalgic mem- 
ory of Christmas past. In the 
good old (holi)days, it tells us, 
children were well-behaved, 


homes spacious and gracious, 
women flatteringly lit by fire- 
light, Christmas trees full- 
branched, the snow an insulating 
presence. Related video pitches 
tell us that the true Christmas ex- 
perience is made up of sleigh 
rides, cutting down a tree with 
Grampa in the snowy woods, 
colorful evergreen wreaths on the 
front doors of Colonial homes, 
mounds of beautiful presents 
(hand-wrapped at Bonwit’s) un- 
der a beautiful tree decorated with 
popcorn garlands, candy canes, 
and real candles. 

Humbug, right? Yet the popu- 
lar conception of Christmas has 
less to do with our own experi- 
ence than with that of a certain 
class, a. certain region, at a cer- 
tain time in the 19th ‘century. If 
then, and there. It has to do with a 
vision of Christmas that Louisa 
May Alcott helped to create (and 
God knows, with loony Bronson, 
her dad, always trying to found 
communal utopias while his 
family struggled stoically to make 
skimpy ends meet, Louisa needed 
a powerful capacity for escap- 
ism). Dickens’s A Christmas 
Carol and Pickwick Papers 
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helped, too. Seldom remembered 
is the Christmas Day celebration 
in Great Expectations, a less 
merry but probably more real- 
istic depiction, in which Mr. 
Wopsle pronounces on the morn- 
ing’s sermon and Mr. Hubble 
pronounces on children: ‘’nater- 
ally wicious.’’ Currier and Ives’s 
scenes of snowy New England 
and Norman Rockwell's illustra- 
tions of snowy Stockbridge also 
perpetrated the myth. Said myth 
now makes its home on Madison 
Avenue. It’s ironic that the suc- 
cess of Mad. Ave.’s ads relies at 


least in part on the successful rep- 
resentation of a time when 
Christmas wasn’t quite so ‘‘com- 
mercial.”’ 

While it has become fashion- 
able recently to declare that the 
Yuletide season makes one de- 
pressed (not to deny that it can, or 
that it’s a step forward for people 
to feel free to say so), and while 
it’s been fashionable for years to 
decry the commercialism of 
Christmas, it still seems danger- 
ous to attack the cliche vision of 
Christmas idealized. Once that vi- 
sion is destroyed, what remains to 


take its place? Nostalgia, after all, 
means “‘homesickness,” in the 
Thomas Wolfe sense of never be- 
ing able to go there again. It is 
sentiment built on lost experi- 
ence, usually lost to time. Hence 
the appeal of representations of 
life 100 years ago. 

Yet nostalgia may claim as its 
property things that have passed 
into history only recently — wit- 
ness the mythologized ‘50s or 
‘60s. And it is also acceptable to 
be nostalgic about one’s. child- 
hood, for that time in our lives

when we didn’t even have to pre- 
tend to be grown-up, even if ele- 
ments of our childhood experi- 
ence still exist. So perhaps we can 
find Christmas mythologies to re- 
place Currier and Ives’s. 

An added bonus for those who, 
like this writer, belong to the 18- 
to-34 set is that the period of their 
childhood was the now-chic, oh- 
so-punk ‘50s. Within that dec- 
ade, loosely defined, lie the in- 
gredients of a new mythology, 
one which we will attempt to 
create forthwith. And indeed, the 
‘50s were not so different in spirit 
from the turn of the century, if 
we remember only certain parts of 
it and ignore such disturbing 
events as the Korean War, Joe 
McCarthy, and Doris Day. The 
decade was deadly dull, but it was 
also a time when children were 
well-enough behaved (they were 
storing up their nateral wicious- 
ness for the 60s), women were 
perfectly coiffed (if not lit by fire- 
light), and snow could still be 
turned into mere decoration 
(thanks to cheap, readily avail- 
able fuel oil). 

Ascertaining what the Christ- 
mas of the ‘50s and early ‘60s was 
like calls for gathering what are 
loftily known these days as “‘oral 
histories,” as well as searching 
through old copies of Life and the 
women’s magazines, and some 
probing of one’s own memories. 
To begin my research, then, I 
turned first to trusted friends. 

The first thing I learned, or re- 
learned, was that one man’s 
Christmas is not another man’s 
Hanukkah. Simply by mention- 
ing to Jewish friends the subject 
of this article, I called up long- 


smouldering resentments either 
about having to play Mary or Jo- 
seph in the school pageant or 
about never being chosen to play 
Mary or Joseph in the school pa- 
geant. A couple of Christian 
friends seemed never to have 
gotten over learning that there is 
no Santa Claus. Finally, I turned 
to my Southern friend, whose 
tales of his formative years have 
always been exotic to me. He 
turned out to be positively un- 
helpful. He murmured that, well, 
actually, he and Grampa had cut 
down the Christmas tree to- 
gether. Before he could finish his 
story about collecting native ber- 
ries to spray silver and hang on 
the tree — paving the way, I sus- 
pected, for stories about pecan- 
gathering, and other Capote- 
esque pastimes — I changed the 
subject. 

Women’s magazines were more 
helpful. In them, I found the stuff 
that new mythologies are made 
of; at times, I was almost over- 
powered by my 6wn memories of 
Christmas past, the magazines 
more effective in stimulating my 
memory than any Proustian 
madeleine. Between them and me, 
I was able to come up with a list 
of events, objects, and phenom- 
ena that represent notes toward a 
nostalgia update. 

Long-distance phone calls: a 
December, 1956, issue of Good 
Housekeeping had a lengthy ar- 
ticle about how best to place your 
call to the folks on Christmas 
Day. Direct dialing was available 
in a limited way — two-and-a-half 
million homes had it — but for 
most people calling Gram and 
Gramps or Uncle Hank still 
meant going through the long- 
distance operator. It also re- 
quired planning the best time to 
call, which got complicated if the 
relatives lived in another time 
zone, and getting everyone 
gathered by the phone so that 
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precious minutes wouldn’t be 
wasted during the call. The con- 
versations were mostly recita- 
tions of lists (I got a Mickey 
Mouse watch, a _ Betsy-Wetsy, 

.’). In this era of telecom- 
munications, when our phone 
calls are bounced off satellites, 
this whole lost ritual, with its air 
of preciousness, seems as quaint 
as getting a piece of coal in one’s 
Christmas stocking. 

Amahl and the Night Vis- 
itors: the TV columns of various 
magazines started out the ‘50s 
promoting NBC’s presentation of 
this dreary opera, and ended the 
decade with pleas for the opera’s 
removal from the air. NBC began 
running Amahl in 1949, and 
though the magazines com- 
mended the network for attempt- 

ing to develop a tradition, they 
also pointed out what the tele- 
vision audience by and large had 


already tumbled to, that Amahl. 


was a bummer. 

Besides Amahl, television 
offered ‘specials’ with popular 
entertainers as hosts. During the 
‘50s, television was the new 
hearth, the cool, blue fire, the 
heart of the home. And the net- 
works went all out to entertain. 
There was the Perry Como 
Christmas show (Como made the 
cardigan his trademark when 
Jimmy Carter was still into pea- 
nuts), the Bob Hope special, the 
Bing Crosby special, the Law- 
rence Welk extravaganza. Even 
in pre-Portopak 1960, Ed Sulli- 
van managed to broadcast from 
locales all over New York — back- 
stage at a Broadway theater, at 
Rockefeller Center, etc. Later, 
Andy Williams and his later-to- 
be-notorious wife, Claudine 
Longet, his kids, and the later-to- 
be-revolting Osmonds had 
Christmas specials, as did the 
various Kings with their mega- 
extended family. And the Christ- 
mas hoopla was neatly bracketed 
by the Macy’s Thanksgiving Day 
parade coverage and the Tourna- 
ment of Roses parade coverage. 
Now that Super Sunday is closer 
to Groundhog Day than New 
Year's Day, and television is no 
longer trusted, those shows 
become ripe for nostalgia. 

Decorated mantels: frankly, I 
don’t remember much of a fuss 
being made in my home about the 


mantel; ours was simply the 
display area for Christmas cards, 
and by the week before Christ- 
mas, trying to add one more to the 
collection was as difficult as add- 
ing a fourth-floor balcony to a 
house of cards. But during a time 
when Levittowns were going up 
across the nation, their tract 
houses noted for their lack of 
cellars, attics, and fireplaces, 
women’s magazines ran articles 
every Christmas about ‘‘decorat- 
ing the mantel.’” Most decorating 
motifs relied heavily on do-it- 
yourself, and on swags of laurels, 
clusters of candles. One year; the 
mantels of celebrities were fea- 
tured — Helen Hayes’s had as its 
centerpiece an antique carved 
angel. My next-door neighbor 
preferred wreaths, candlesticks, 
and foot-high Christmas trees 
made from pasta. Starting in July, 
the lady of this house would take 
shells, bowties, rigatoni, elbows, 
and other macaroni products with 
interesting shapes, paste them 
onto cardboard and Styrofoam 
bases, and spray the whole thing 
with gold paint. The ‘50s were the 
golden-painted age of household 
creativity. Today, who takes the 
time to make semolina center- 
pieces? Another lost art. 

For girls only: every maga- 
zine, every December, ran a 
photo spread on little girls’ party 
dresses, The classic, Kate Green- 
away-style model had a skirt of 
white fabric embroidered or 
appliqued with dainty designs, 
topped with a red or black velvet 
vest or jacket. No doubt they 
were made wholly from  syn- 
thetic fabrics, but the most 
significant, dramatic character- 
istic of these dresses was that the 
skirts stood at right angles to the 
legs, rather in the style of a tutu. 
They were held at that gravity- 
defying angle by stiff petticoats, 
often made of net, that scratched 
one’s tender legs. And they were 
drafty (a male friend of mine 
theorizes that young women 
today have fatty upper legs 
because for years they were 
unduly exposed to the elements). 
These dresses were worn with 
black patent Mary Janes, white 
socks, white gloves, a Toni or a 
‘pixie’ do, and extreme caution 
— one spill could destroy them 
forever. Given their essential 


unwearableness, why do the 
liberated women I know go all 
soft-faced when reminded of 
them? 

And while we’re on the sub- 
ject of female attire, what hap- 
pened to the custom of wearing a 
little corsage at Christmas time? 
Remember Mrs. Mulcahy, your 
third-grade teacher, who wore 
white blouses through which you 
could see her slip, and who on 
December 1 replaced her brooch 
with a sprig of artificial holly? 
Some corsages had shiny balls, 
others had frosted bells, ceramic- 
looking holly berries, artificial 
pine cones, and sprays. 

Christmas toys: girls got baby 
dolls, miniature household appli- 
ances (including miniature work- 
ing stoves), maybe a nurse’s kit. 
There were Madame Alexander 
dolls (historically costumed, or 
brides) and “Ginny” dolls and 
Shirley Temple dolls, but the big 
sellers were baby dolls — Betsy- 
Wetsies, Tiny Tears. Barbie cele- 
brated her 21st birthday this year, 
meaning she actually came in as 
the ‘50s went out, bringing with 
her the era of the 3-D stewardess 
doll. And let’s not even talk about 
“action dolls.’’ Back when girls 
were girls, boys got their own 
role-model toys — weapons. 
Whether they were cowboy 
pistols or machine guns was just a 
matter of the individual's fan- 
tasy preference. Boys also got 
Davy Crockett raccoon hats, 
Mickey Mouse watches, chem- 
istry sets, dinosaur models. 

Both sexes were subjected to 
another ‘50s ritual: making home 
movies on Christmas morning. 
The kids would be forced to wait 
for a half-hour at the top of the 
stairs while Dad set up the lights, 
the movie camera, and the rest of 
the paraphernalia, as Mom used 
the opportunity to locate those 
presents that had been over- 
looked the night before and sneak 
them under the tree. One man I 
know believes his younger sister 
associates Christmas with tem- 
porary blindness to this day. 

Artificial trees: first, let’s get 
the terminology right — it’s 
artificial, not fake. In the mid- 
‘50s, in some circles, it became de 
rigueur to buy an artificial Christ- 
mas tree. The most chic was a 
white or silver tree with blue

balls. Not red or green; that was 
too obvious — blue was sophisti- 
cated: Artificial trees: cameinvall 
colors and sizes. Most depart- 
ment stores had elaborate dis- 
plays to help one have not just a 
tree, but a theme. An advantage 
to artificial trees was that they 
could be color-coordinated to 
your living-room decor — in- 
cluding, of course, your decorat- 
ed mantel. Besides the synthetic 
trees, there were shiny aluminum 
contraptions that made ordinary 
lights too dangerous to use. As 
compensation, one bought a spot- 
light with a color wheel, to make 
the tree red, blue, yellow, and 
green in turn. 

Not only were these trees more 
efficient than real spruces (they 
could be used over and over, 
could be keyed to the color 
scheme of one’s home, etc.), they 


were also more hygienic — no 


dirty pine needles, no sap, no 
spilled sappy water. And think of 
the fantasy of it — a pink tree! 
Say what you will about the 
Eisenhower-grayness of the 
times, there was a lot of un- 
leashed imagination about; prod- 
ucts were designed with a sense of 
freedom (from limits, from conse- 
quences) that is lost to us. 
Finally, for the unrecon- 
structed traditionalist, there were 
non-artificial trees sprayed with 
“Snow-flok,’’ which coated the 
branches with semi-snowy (and 
probably carcinogenic) gook. One 
applied it using a regular ‘‘ex- 
haust-type vacuum cleaner,” and 
if white seemed too bland, one 
could add color to the stuff and 
have a powder-blue tree after all. 
Outdoor displays of Christ- 
mas lights: there were, of course, 
the downtown displays, the 
creches in front of churches, the 
communal tree on the green, in 
the local park, at the bigger ceme- 
teries. And, of course, the big dis- 
plays in the cities — on Boston 
Common, at Rockefeller Center, 
wherever. All of these were 
visited and admired during the 
season. But the best displays, 
because they were at houses like 
your very own, were single- 
family affairs. In the suburbs, the 
challenge was to make your 
house, which after all was identi- 
cal to the houses all around it, 
look different and spectacular. 
Conservative families stuck to 
“candles” with white or orange 
flame-shaped bulbs. Others 
draped some lights on the shrub- 
bery. Those who had whole- 
heartedly embraced the suburban 
life might go so far as to puta real 
sleigh with fake packages on the 
front lawn, and illuminate it with 
spotlights. But none of these had 
the appeal of the all-out fantasia 
of lights that some families creat- 
ed by outlining the entire house 
with lights, trimming every 
shrub, putting four-foot-high 
candles with glowing ‘’flames”’ on 
either side of the front door, 
mounting a sled with reindeer on 
the roof, and posing Santa about 
to step into the chimney. For 
extra effect there was always the 
sign with festive sprigs of holly 
painted on it around the mes- 
sage, ‘‘Season’s Greetings from 
the Blasdows.”’ Some of these dis- 
plays were done year after year, 
added to each time, until families 
from other towns would make 
special trips to see them. One 
home, it seems to me, even had an 
auxiliary cop on the sidewalk to 
direct traffic. We would bundle 
up, get into the Buick Super and 
drive slowly through our town’s 
neighborhoods seeking out the 
displays. . 
In the past 10 years, the 
steadily increasing cost of elec- 
tricity and everything else, and 
what seems an increased 
sophistication have combined to 
deter people from decorating their 
houses so extravagantly and elab- 
orately. But while the decade of 
our youth was a more wasteful 
time — because so many people 
grew up during it, or raised their 
children in it — it remains a time 
that many should be convinced 
easily enough to remember with 
the true affection of nostalgia. @

SEKOOR 
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The romance 
of the little 
steel rails

nce, we took it for granted that 

every Christmas at least one 

downtown department store 
would set up an elaborate model-train 
display. Such a display was a drawing 
card. It got parents and kids together to 
visit the toy department. And it pro- 
moted the idea of a toy train under every 
Christmas tree. Now, with the onslaught 
of what some call ‘‘more sophisticated” 
toys — electronic games, dolls that talk 
back, and battalions of tiny Star Wars 
figures — model trains have slipped from 
the marketing forefront. 

Which is not to say they have fallen 
out of favor altogether. The hobby has 
simply moved out of the playroom. The 
wonder in the eyes of small children at a 
locomotive making its way around the 
base of the tree has not disappeared en- 
tirely, but it is less widespread than it was 
25 or 30 years ago, when practically 
everybody bought train sets. Toy trains 
today remain a big business, but the mar- 
ket is more concentrated. 

Adolf Arnold, of Sharon, Massachu- 
setts, has captured and preserved some of 
that precious mid-’50s magic for the sake 
of others, young and old. Arnold main- 
tains his model-train collection in a barn 
behind his home. This year, for the first 
(and, one hopes, the last) time at 
Christmas, Arnold will not open his 
A&D Train Museum to the public — he’s 
busy reorganizing and expanding his dis- 
play. Work should be complete by the 
summer of 1981. 

Arnold has been collecting toy trains 
and related items for the past 20 years, 
and his little barn is crammed with both 
the beautiful and the odd. The twinkle in 
his eye artd his way with children make 
him a bit of a Kris Kringle, and his de- 
light in the tin engines and cars, tracks 
and stations, is conveyed with great 
warmth. People send trains to Arnold 
from all over the country — his museum 
is a nonprofit venture and he doesn’t col- 
lect trains to sell. ‘‘When the toy trains 
come here,” he says, “‘it is the end of the 
line for them.” 

The demographics of model railroad- 
ing has shifted markedly in recent years. 
In answer to the question ‘Who collects 
trains?’’, Jack Zeletsky, a veteran sales- 
man at Eric Fuchs Hobbies on Tremont 
Street in Boston, responds, ‘Everyone 
and anyone.” Zeletsky goes on to 
enumerate men, women, retired railroad 
employees, stockbrokers, teenagers, and 
antiques dealers. According to figures 
from the National Model Railroad Asso- 
ciation (headquartered in Canton, Ohio), 


there are some 14,000 collectors in the: 


United States. The title of collector is a 
broad one, including both those who 


build and operate model-railroad sys-~ 


tems and those who for various reasons 
collect, buy, trade, and display model and 
toy trains. 

Fourteen thousand people is a lot, and 
the number may be even higher, since 
many collectors prefer to go about their 
affairs very quietly. Anonymity is a real 
consideration, particularly for those who 
collect for investment purposes — the 
value of antique toy trains has appre- 
ciated to the extent that an engine may be 
worth hundreds of dollars. As with many 
antiques or collectible investment. items, 
values are determined by the market 
value rather than by a book, so toy- and 
model-train collections are virtually 
uninsurable. Even if replacement costs 
could be accurately estimated, the process 
of replacement itself would probably be 
impossible. Most collections represent 
years of searching, acquiring, and 
repairing. 

Value, then, is one factor that has 
contributed to the lower visibility of 
model trains. Other factors reflect 
changing trends and lifestyles. Once, toy 
trains meant Dad scurrying around on 
Christmas Eve with screwdriver and steel 
wool, setting up the track for Junior; 
now, Dad no longer needs Junior as an 
excuse to play with trains. Model rail-

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roading today is a hobby for grownups 
rather than children, and a serious invest- 
ment of time and money is being made by 
those in their late teens and older. In- 
stead of the blast of print, radio, and tele- 
vision advertising for train sets around 
Christmas, there are slick model-railroad 
publications and the word-of-mouth 
advertising that thrives in the close-knit 
association of local clubs. 

Even Jordan Marsh and F.A.O. 
Schwarz no longer include toy-train sets 
in their prime marketing strategy. In 
1979, model trains for the first time in 
some 40 years did not appear on the 
marketing researchers’ list of the top 10 
toys that kids wanted for Christmas — 
they had given way to computer-age 
playthings. According to Zeletsky at Eric 
Fuchs, what kids wanted were ‘‘toys that 
would beep, flash, and talk back to 
them.” 

Actually, though, changes in model 
railroading can be tracked over the last 50 
years, as evidenced by the changes in 
scale, gauge, and materials. There are 


today three popular gauges of trains pro- 
duced in the United States. The 0-gauge 
(the 0 is for ‘’zero’’) train is the largest, 
being made at a scale of one-quarter inch 
to one foot. The Lionel trains that those 
of us who grew up in the late ‘40s and the 
‘50s found chugging around the tree on 
Christmas morning were of this size, 
large enough that the average child of 
seven would have no trouble attaching 
one car to another and placing them on 
the tracks. 

Until the '30s, 0-gauge models were the 
smallest operating trains made. Prior to 
that time model-train sizes increased 
through a series of whole numbers; 1, 2, 
3, and 4. These old, large-size models are 
now highly sought after, and as operating 
sets are extremely rare. 

At the 1933-34 World’s Fair, the Ho- 
gauge model train was introduced. HO 
stands for half-zero, this gauge being 
roughly half the scale of the 0, or one- 
eighth inch to one foot. The change in scale 
was brought about by the development of 
technology to create finer detail in smaller 


sizes, and by the need for smaller and less 
expensive toys resulting from the 
Depression. Although HO models are 
now not always less expensive, the HO 
gauge has remained the most popular size 
for model railroading since the late ‘50s, 
when it overtook the 0 gauge, and it now 
commands around 70 percent of the mar- 
ket, according to NMRA statistics. 
Serious model railroaders usually work in 
HO gauge — these aficionados spend a 
great deal of time and effort on creating 
operational models and layouts, and the 
greatest variety of accessories, trains, 
components, and track plans are designed 
in Ho. 

The third gauge, labeled N, was 
introduced in the early ‘60s, again in 
response to the market's need for smaller 
models. Where the 0-gauge Lionel set-up 
requires a room, an N-gauge layout of 
similar complextiy can be arranged on a 
coffee table in the owner’s apartment. 
With technological advances in plastics, 
the N-gauge trains, at roughly three to 
three-and-a-half inches long, are 


extremely well articulated, but their tiny 
connecting parts and mechanisms are 
pretty much out of the question for 
children, and the cost is comparable to 
that of HO trains. It seems that what is 
saved in raw material costs is expended in 
the need for complex manufacturing 
techniques. N-gauge trains are often 
made from a combination of metal and 
plastic, as are the new O and HO trains. 

The world of serious model railroad- 
ing is much like any pocket of avid 
enthusiasts. The further you get into it 
the more complex it becomes, and a whole 
vocabulary develops. A_ telephone 
conversation between collectors sounds 
vaguely like a dialogue between foreign 
agents. “I’ve got a 2035 with a 262 drive- 
shaft coming in this afternoon, wait. No 
sorry, it’s a 2025, with magnatracks. Can 
you get here by the morning?” 

Prices, too, indicate the avidness of the 
hobbyist. At Eric Fuchs in Boston, hand- 
made Japanese HO engines are displayed 
in glass cases with price tags of $400.

Pick a card, any card 


All the best from all of us to all of you...

he average Christmas-card buyer 
i considers selecting a card an 
insignificant matter. Little does 
she suspect (yes, she — the vast majority 
of Christmas cards are bought by women) 
that her decision to send a ‘‘peace”’ mes- 
sage or unicorn design will be inter- 
preted as a sign of national malaise. Or 
that by buying a major publisher’s card, 
she will be helping to determine how 
many wreaths and how many poinsettias 
will bedeck Christmas cards two years 
hence. 

Greeting-card companies are practic- 
ing what you might call sociology for 
profit. Assiduously, they monitor the 
American public for the slightest shift in 
taste. They scrutinize sales patterns, 
examine fashions, interrogate consumer 
panels. And they reach one conclusion — 
when it comes to Christmas, nothing 
works quite like tradition. 

Year after year, consumers are stead- 
fast in their demand for cards depicting 
candles, Christmas trees, elves, reindeer, 
nostalgic family scenes, Santa Claus, and 
quaint snow-shrouded villages. Red and 
green remain, as if by mandate from 
Heaven above, the de rigueur Christmas 
colors. But within these parameters of 
traditional holiday symbolism, there seem 
to be discernible trends. And though no 
one is sure what these mean, there’s no 
shortage of theories. 

“Christmas hasn’t changed, and I 


doubt it will,’ says Alan Tichnor, presi- 
dent of Colourpictures Inc. in Jamaica 
Plain. ‘Just the wrappings and trappings 
are a little different.” 

Card manufacturers describe their cur- 
rent designs as ‘‘cleaner,’’ ‘‘more 
modern,’’ and ‘more sophisticated.’ 
Hallmark, the world’s largest greeting- 
card publisher, this year introduced its 
“Holiday Heirloom Classics,’’ a line of 
19th-century historical designs. Simi- 
larly, American Greetings, the nation’s 
second largest card company, has noticed 
a renewed interest in Currier and Ives 
prints. And photography, at one time rare 
in greeting cards, has come into vogue. 

But there are more subtle fluctuations 
in the market, and some say these reveal 
social changes or prevailing anxieties. In 
the ‘50s, for example, Hallmark’s Christ- 
mas cards reflected the excitement over 
space exploration by depicting Santa 
piloting a rocket, and cold-war jitters by 
placing him in the path of an oncoming 
missile above the urgent plea “Peace!” 

The ‘60s, says John Dinardo, Hall- 
mark’s manager of public information, 
favored ‘‘peace’’ cards, flower-child 
angels, and unusual color schemes. And 
the ‘70s introduced the ‘‘sports Santa” 
still seen jogging or skiing across many a 
Christmas card. 

“This year,’ Dinardo says, “’ ‘peace’ 
cards are very popular, (because of) all 
the turmoil going on. The dove is popu- 


lar when we're in wars. Now, Biblical, 
pastoral scenes, such as a carnivore and 
its prey reclining together, are popular in 
these murky times.” 

“There is a growing number of urban 
Christmas scenes,”’ he adds, “‘because of 
lifestyle changes. City dwelling is becom- 
ing respectable.” 

Religious Christmas cards have shown 
a recent resurgence; some attribute this to 
the born-again movement. The 15 
respondents to a retail survey by the 
National Association of Greeting Card 
Publishers reported an upswing in relig- 
ious card sales. The top three card com- 
panies told the Phoenix that they treat 
religious themes on about 20 percent of 
their Christmas cards, an increase of 
about five percent over the past few 
years. But Tichnor, president of Colour- 
picture, is skeptical. “I don’t believe 
they're right. There was a wave of relig- 
ious cards after World War II. Now we're 
back to more of a normal balance,” he 
insists, saying that his company has 
reduced its proportion of religious 
Christmas cards from over 30 percent to 
about 20. He also says that religious cards 
nowadays are not as “intensely relig- 
ious’ as in the past. 

There also seems to be a predilection 
for the sweet, cute, and fanciful in Christ- 
mas-card images. American Greetings’ 
series featuring the lovable cartoon 
character Ziggy is by far its best-selling 


design this year. And the Gibson Greet- 
ing Card Co., the nation’s third largest, 
claims great success with its new 
“Gnome” series. 

Sunrise Publications Inc. in 
Bloomington, Indiana, which considers 
its cards an alternative to the mass- 
market selection, focuses on fantasy. 
Especially popular among young people 
and college students, its cards tend 
toward soft, romantic, detailed drawings 
of real-life and mythical beasts, accord- 
ing to Jill Baker, administrative assistant. 
Many are designed by prominent 
children’s-book illustrators, including 
Nancy Ekholm Burkert and Michael 
Hague. “They're pretty enough to hang 
on the wall,’’ Baker claims. 

Both Sunrise and Recycled Paper 
Products in Chicago find the unicorn to 
be among their most popular Christmas 
themes. Although hardly a traditional 
seasonal symbol, the unicorn has wide 
appeal at Christmas. “In these troubled 
times, you kind of hide from reality,” 
suggests Baker. ‘‘The unicorn represents 
that kind of escapism. People want to see 
things pretty and beautiful.’’ Indeed, the 
Recycled Paper Products’ unicorn card 
reads: ‘Wishing you all things rare and 
beautiful.”’ 

Mac McGuire, Gibson’s editorial direc- 
tor, believes the most significant change 
in Christmas cards has been not visual

International holiday customs 


by Charlotte Renner 


ne night last year, as I was 
reading ‘“The Night Before 
Christmas’ to my nephews, one 


of them sighed with exasperation. “‘In- 
stead of reading about Christmas every 
night,” he suggested, “couldn’t we just 
have it?’ I have to admit that he had a 
point. After all, it was only Thanksgiv- 
ing weekend. And I do tend to spend 
more time reading about things than do- 
ing them. I promised him then and there 
that this year I’d spend the weeks before 


Christmas thinking of new ways to 
celebrate the holidays — ways that would 
be much more exciting and exotic than 
reading the same old story every night. I 
confess, though, that the best part of this 
grandiose plan was that it gave me an ex- 
cuse to read to myself in the quiet recesses 
of the public library. 

If you look in your favorite card cata- 
logue, you will find a huge assortment of 
books about Christmas celebrations. 
There are volumes of Christmas stories 


and poems, reminiscences by Edwardian 
ladies, manuals that tell you how to de- 
corate your dining room with bells made 
from crumpled Campbell's soup cans, 
and books that instruct you in how to 
rewire your home to accommodate lavish 
outdoor lighting. There are even books 
that explain how to have a good time at 
your own Christmas party. But the books 
I ended up liking the most (mostly be- 
cause they were on the shelf, the others 
having been checked out in October) 
were the dusty dark green tomes written 
by curious travelers about Christmas cus- 
toms around the world. I’m not at all sure 
that these studies have received the at- 
tention that they deserve. If, for example, 
my elementary-school teachers had read 
these works carefully, I wouldn’t have 
been cast as Saint Lucy-with-the-candle- 
stick-crown in our Christmas-in-many- 


lands pageant four years in a row. As it 
turns out, there are more ways to 
celebrate Christmas than most Americans 
have bothered to learn about. 

Admittedly, some faraway festivals 
would be difficult if not impossible to 
introduce into our modern culture. 
Armenian children, for example, used to 
scale their one-story cottages to wave 
their handkerchiefs over the roofs and 
cry out, “Fill our handkerchiefs, Halle- 
lujah!’’ (This translation may be a bit 
rough.) After attaching their little 
hankies to the roof tops, the children 
would clamber back down and go to 
sleep, only to scramble back up again the 
next morning to find that the handker- 
chiefs had been generously filled with 
wheat or raisins. Anyone who thinks I’m 
making this up may consult 1001 Christ- 
mas Facts and Fancies, by Alfred Carl 
Hottes, my major source of information 
about such things. This is not a fancy, 
but a fact. ; 

Now, it is certain that most of our 
American homes are not well designed for 
this kind of thing. Nor are our over- 
privileged children likely to risk their 
lives for a handful of grain. But there are 
some other less dangerous rituals that 
might be just the thing for incorrigible 
kids. For example, in some parts of Bel- 
gium, Saint Nicholas (whose official visit 
is on December 6) pops into people’s 
houses a day or two in advance to survey 
the behavior of his would-be beneficiar- 
ies. Only those children who can dem- 
onstrate goodness will be visited again on 
December 6. If, like most kids, yours 
aren't sure whether they have merited his 
attention, they can look around the house 
on the sixth of December. If all the chairs 
have been overturned, Saint-Nicholas has 
come. 

Some legalistically minded American 
children might note the clear contradic- 
tion between the good behavior expected 
of their Belgian counterparts and the de- 
cidedly unruly conduct of Saint Nick. 
The explanation is that most European 
Christmas celebrations have remained 
much closer to pre-Christian pagan rites 
than our newer, post-Puritan Christmas 
tradition allows. If, as it is reasonable to 
suppose, Saint Nicholas and his other 
European avatars are latter-day Lords of 
Misrule (in contrast to our Santa, whose 
jolliness seems to have very little to do 
with mischief), it should not be sur- 
prising that they demand order in a dis- 
orderly way. The English Lord of Mis- 
rule was, in the 16th century, a revel mas-

ter appointed by municipal and 
church authorities to preside over 
superficially Christian but funda- 
mentally bacchanalian feasts and 
parades. He seems to be present in 
some form or another around 
Christmas time in every country 
Hottes surveys — except for the 
United States. 

The Lord of Misrule is not the 
only Christmas character reborn 
from pagan origins. After all, 
Christ's birth is never associated 
by the Gospel writers with a par- 
ticular time of year. Its celebra- 
tion in December was decided, ac- 
cording to Ethel L. Urlin’s Fes- 
tivals, Holy Days and Saint's 
Days, “by the general consensus 
of Popular feeling.’’ Because the 
winter solstice was traditionally 
(even prehistorically) the date of 
birth of such important deities as 


Saturn, Roman god of seeds and 
produce, and Attis, Roman god of 
the sun, church authorities seized 
the opportunity to replace 
heathen idols and shrines with the 
image of the baby Jesus without 
having to ban the winter fes- 
tivals their congregations had al- 
ways enjoyed. When Pope 
Gregory, in 601, ordered that 
heathen shrines were not to be 
destroyed, but rather re-used for 
Christmas rites, he guaranteed 
that the adoration of Jesus would 
always be closely tied to pre- 
Christian ceremonies marking the 
onset of winter itself. 

The memory of Saturn may 
explain, in part, the widespread 
use of wheat and corn in Eastern 
European Christmas festivals. 
According to Hottes, some Bul- 
garian children receive gifts from 
one Grandpa Koleda, an ancient 
winter god. Their stockings are 
filled with corn, which is after- 


ward sprinkled on the doorstep of 
each house, presumably to guar- 
antee a good harvest the follow- 
ing year. In Serbia, all visitors 
were expected to throw wheat 
through the door before they en- 
tered. And in some Russian vil- 
lages, wheat is still used as a tool 
for divination. On Christmas 
Day, five piles of grain are placed 
on the kitchen floor, each bear- 
ing a different name: Hope, Ring, 
Money, Thread, and Charcoal. A 
hen is then brought in and en- 
couraged to choose a pile. If she 
pecks at Hope, Money, or Ring, 
good fortune will follow in the 
forms of hope, wealth, or mar- 
riage. If she chooses Thread or 
Charcoal, the householder is 
doomed to a year of work or to 
death. 

If you are reluctant to invite a 
hen into your kitchen, yet you 
still wish to bring a little Old 
World quaintness into your 


holiday, you might try this 
Yugoslavian custom. Strip some 
branches from your yule log, 
hand them to the mother in your 
house, and ask her to strut 
around the dining room. Have the 
children follow her, making peep- 
ing noises as if they were 
chickens. Or, if you think such 2 
parade might be on the ostenta- 
tious side, follow the old Russian 
custom of inviting your priest to 
sit quietly on your bed on Christ- 
mas Day, so as to prevent your 
hen from neglecting her eggs that 
year. Housewives place grain 
under the bed for the same reason 
(or was this, perhaps, to escape 
from the priest?). 

Grain is not the only prop 
necessary for the authentic 
celebration of an ethnic Christ- 
mas, for Saturn is not the only 
god of winter. In pagan times, 
Scandinavians worshipped Frey- 
er, the god of winter sunshine, 
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and Freyja, his consort. Like 
Jesus, Freyer represents light, 
love, peace, and good will. But 
unlike Jesus, he also personifies 
fertility. His sacred animal is the 
boar (itself a symbol of sun and 
grain). Hence the customary 
Christmas feast of roast pig in 
many Northern European coun- 
tries. In Czechoslovakia, children 
still delight in making shadow 
pictures of the “great pig’ on the 
walls and ceilings of their houses. 

Not being an ethnologist, I 
cannot say for certain that Freyer 
and Freyja found their way into 
the Central European Christmas 
season. But I can at least point out 
a few customs that seem to have 
more to do with sexuality than 
with the virginity of Christ's 
mother. In some towns in 
Finland, Christmas begins with a 
sauna and a roll in the snow. 
Then at least in the old days, men 
used to wrestle on the floor while 
women blackened their faces, put 
on men’s work clothes, and 
visited the neighbors. In 
Germany, the role-reversal was 
reversed: young men blackened 
their faces and dressed in 
women’s clothes (‘‘as_ fairies,”’ 
Hottes innocently explains) and 
went from house to house, jump- 
ing over chairs in each living 
room. Certainly the. exchange of 
gender is hard to explain, but at 
least the confusion can be traced 
back to the original myth. As 
some legends have it, Freyja was 
not only Freyer’s consort, but his 
sister as well. Was it to avoid 
imaginary incest that Finnish and 
German revelers played unisex 
games? Or is the reason even less 
logical than this? 

It may be that our modern cul- 
ture is sufficiently androgynous 
throughout the year to make the 
Finnish and German rituals 
redundant. But there is an English 
celebration that does seem to have 
taken hold in some parts of. our 
country, particularly in the 
entertainment New Englanders 
know as the Christmas Revels. In 
the British Isles, Christmas has 
for centuries been celebrated by 
dance, music, and pantomimes 
deriving originally from the 
miracle plays. In Wales, the 
mummery of symbolic animals 
and characters is often.meant to 
frighten friends and neighbors, or 
to engage them in peculiar 
competitions. The ‘‘hodening 
horse,” for example, is a carved 
wooden horse head with a wicked 
grin, worn by mischievous boys 
who love to -peer menacingly 
through other people’s windows. 
In some towns, the horse recites 
original poems, and then the 
person on the other side of the 
window responds in kind. If the 
horse manages to outwit, in verse, 
the host, the former is invited in 
to be fed. 

In Czechoslovakia, Christmas 
pantomime can be even more 
elaborate. As legend has it, Svaty 
Mikulas, the patron saint of 
children, descends from heaven 
on a golden cord. He is con- 
ducted to earth by a white-clad 
angel, and he leads an enchanted 
evil spirit named Cerf. To re- 
enact this marveldus journey, 
Czechoslovakians used to dress 
up as this magical trio and visit 
the houses where children lived. 
When the children heard these 
spirits approaching, they were to 
run to the nearest table and say 
their prayers. Those who knew 
their prayers got a gift from Svaty 
Mikulas; those who did not got a 
whipping from Cerf. 

Even if you don’t want to 
invite spiritual beings into your 
house, Christmas is a suf- 
ficiently spooky time of year for 
predicting the future. In some 
Greek homes two olive leaves 
representing a pair of betrothed 
lovers in the neighborhood were 
(and perhaps still are) placed on 
the hot cinders of the yule log. If 
the leaves turn toward one 
another, the couple in question 
will enjoy true love. If they turn 
away from one another, the 
relationship could fail to last. If

Summoning the ghosts 


by Scott Campbell 


da f ve never really liked 


Christmas — not since | 

was old enough to realize 

that it really isn’t any fun.

“T can’t think of one Christmas 

that has ever disappointed me. It 

has always been utterly, 

completely perfect for me.

Everyone has some story to tell 
about Christmas in his life — 
whether he knows it or not — and 
I asked a number of people for 
theirs. Some people resorted to 
platitudes and could not get 
beyond them, but others plunged 
instantly into the fray, dredging 
up their most personal feelings 
and talking with such awe that I 
felt I could listen forever. Some 
people talked only about the past, 
as if Christmas doesn’t exist 
anymore now that they are adults. 
A lot of people talked about 
presents. Some of the stories were 
very funny, and some were sort 
of sad. They ran the gamut from 
fantasy to reality, from 
fulfillment to disillusionment, 
from anticipation to regret. 

What follows here does not 
begin to cover all the territory, 
but it does, at least, stake out the 
turf and begin to give a sense of 
how huge it is.

“It’s my favorite time of the 
year. It really is. I wait for it. It’s 
the one time of year when I know 
my whole family will be together, 
and my mother will wear her 
earrings from Las Vegas. She 
wears them every year. They're 
these long, dangly earrings the 
barmaids wear out there, and they 
light up. You wear the battery 
pack in your hairdo. My dad got 
some for my mom, and she wears 
them every Christmas. You can 
change the color of the light in 
them. This year, it might be kind 
of sad because my grandmother 
died, and my brother will be in 
the Philippines. But it'll be fun. 
I'll make it fun. I’m always the 
life of the party, you know. And 
Christmas is what you make it.” 

* * * 

‘‘How do I feel about 
Christmas? I guess I’d have to say 
I’m sort of scared of it. The 
possibilities for joy are so great, 
and the possibilities for despair. I 
guess I’m always afraid the 
despair will win out.” 

*+ * * 

“IT don’t know, Christmas 
never really meant very much to 
me. Where I grew up, on Long 
Island, we were the only Jewish 
family in the Christian half of 
town, so our house was the only 
house on the block without 
Christmas lights and a Christmas 
tree and all that. I suppose I felt a 
little left out, but it wasn’t any big 
deal. It was just another way of 
feeling different. I don’t know 
what I did. Watched TV, I 
suppose.” 

* * * 

‘‘T always wanted to be 
Christian. I used to hang around 
outside Christian churches, 
trying to get a peek inside. I never 
dared go in, but sometimes I'd get 
a glimpse of candlelight and gold, 
and hear the most beautiful music 

. Especially at Christmas time, 
it seemed like Christians had 
more color and ritual in their lives 
than Jews did. We had more 
personal warmth and better food, 
but they had the color and ritual.”

Christmas was always a 

happy time for us, a really happy 
time. My father was home on that 


day, and on that day my mother 
could really let go for once — she 
was very giving on Christmas, 
always. And it was always a really 
good take. We always got a lot of 
loot, lots of presents. Even when 
we were grown, we were still 
getting $100 worth of presents 
every year, which by now would 
represent probably $700 or $1000 
worth of stuff. It was always a 
really good take. And for that one 
day, everybody was happy.”

“I remember it as this spot of 
brilliant color in a long, drab, gray 
year. I can remember waking up 
at 4:30 on Christmas morning 
and sneaking downstairs .... In 
the living room you could just 
make out the shape of the tree 
and the boxes around it, but you 
couldn't really see anything. And 
we used to wander around in this 
gray half-light, waiting, watching 
out the window to see if there 
were lights yet in the neighbor's 
house, up the street. We figured if 
they had gotten their parents up, 
we could dare to wake ours up, 
but we never did. They always 
heard us first. And then we'd hear 
this voice at the top of the stairs: 
“Do you kids know what time it 
is?’’ And we'd giggle. Then Mom 
and Dad would come downstairs 
and turn on the Christmas tree 
lights, and we'd stand there in the 
dark, looking up at this beautiful, 
beautiful tree. You know, in the 
cartoons, how when they want to 
make something look magical 
they fill the air with little 
explosions of light, like flash 
bulbs going off? That was what 
Christmas morning was like. It 
was just magical.”

“T always wanted a Christmas 
tree. As a kid, I used to take the 
tinsel off other people’s trees after 
they threw them out and string it 
around on the bushes in front of 
our house, but my parents made 
me stop it. Then one year they 
went away over Christmas week, 
and they said I could have a 


Christmas tree if I really wanted 


one, just so long as I promised to 
put it up after they left and take it 
down before they came back. I 
got real excited. I got a friend to 
go with me, and we went out and 
bought the best tree we could 
find. Then as soon as my parents 
left, we hauled it into the house 
and put it up. It was ridiculous. I 
didn’t know how to put up a 
Christmas tree, and neither did 
my friend. But we worked 
something out and then had a 
bunch of friends over to trim it. 
None of us knew what we were 
doing. We made a lot of stars of 
David and covered the thing with 
Lux soapflakes.

But after it sat there a few 
days, it started looking really 
dumb. I mean, it had no function 
or anything. No gifts were being 
exchanged under it. It was just 
this tree, standing in our living 
room, shedding needles on our 
dog. So I threw it out. I’ve never 
had one since.”

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Beyond ‘Down the hatch’ 


Toasting through the ages

oast? By all means. 

l Brought in piping hot (no 
racks, please) and golden 
brown, slathered in butter, with 
Robertson’s marmalade and — oh, 
that kind of toast? By all means. 

You might think that dry bread 
and liquid refreshment are poles 
apart. But the “toast’’ you eat in 
the morning and the ‘toast’ you 
raise at Christmas and on other 
festive occasions were originally 
one and the same, the word going 
back to the Latin torrere, ‘‘to 
parch” (which also gives us 
torrid’). Bread browned at the 
fire was called toast at least as 
early as the 15th century. The 
result was introduced to butter — 
Fynes Morrison wrote in 1617 
that “All within the sound of 
Bow-Bell, are in reproch called 
Cocknies, and eaters of buttered 
tostes” — and to nutmeg and 
sugar, the latter confection 
reportedly given to rural judges 
on nippy mornings. It was also 
floated in drink: in The Merry 
Wives of Windsor Falstaff orders 
Bardolph to “Go, fetch me a quart 
of Sacke, put a tost in ‘t.”” (This 
practice looks like a desperate 
attempt at nutrition. The Celts do 
speak, after all, of ‘drinking’ 
their feasts.) 

By the beginning of the 18th 
century, however, a “toast’” had 
come to mean a lady, the one to 
whom a company of men would 
be requested to drink. Just how 
this transformation was effected 
remains unclear — even Voltaire, 
in his Dictionnaire Philoso- 
phique, raised but did not answer 
the question. Richard Steele’s 
Tatler (June, 1709) alludes mys- 
teriously to a seminal event 
alleged to have occurred at Bath 
in the reign of Charles II. A later 
issue is silent as to the incident 
and states simply that a toast is “a 
new Name found out by the Wits 
to make a Lady have the same 
Effect as Burridge (a cordial) in 
the Glass when a Man is 
drinking.’’ Women so distin- 
guished must have been attrac- 
tive, charming, and popular — the 
Bath Guide of 1766 describes one 
such beauty as the toast of the 
town. Some may even have been 
too popular, like the wife to 
whom Colley Cibber’s Careless 
Husband exclaims, “Ay, Madam 
...‘t has been your Life’s whole 
Pride of late to be the Common 
Toast of every Publick Table.” 

In any case, the application of 
the word soon broadened, and by 
the end of the century, toasts 
were running the gamut from the 
sublime (‘Success to Scotland, 
and to its worthy inhabitants’’) to 
the ridiculous (William Cowper’s 


_ ‘When. lawless. mobs insult the 


Court/That man shall be my 
toast/If breaking windows be the 
sport/Who bravely breaks the 
most’). 

Of course, the concept of 
toasting is much older than the 
word — the idea probably goes 
back to the practice of pouring 
out libations to divinities in order 
to ensure the health of one’s 
people. At a feast in Homer's 
Iliad, Odysseus raises his cup and 
drinks to the health of Achilles; 
and at a farewell banquet in the 
Odyssey, he offers the wife of 
Alkinous a cup while saying, “I 
greet you....Be happy.” And in 
the Aeneid, Dido raises her cup 
and calls upon the gods to pre- 
serve the health and happiness of 
her guests. 

Nonetheless, it was in England 
that the first pat drinking for- 
mula seems to have arisen. The 
Old English phrase Wes hal! (‘Be 
in good health!’’), which turns up 
frequently in Beowulf, was orig- 
inally an all-purpose greeting and 
salutation. Its use as a toast is 
apparently a contribution of the 
country’s Danish contingent. The 
natives caught on fast, though, 
and by the.year 1200, English 
students at the University of 
Paris, while praised for their gen- 
erosity and other virtues, were 
said to be overly addicted to wes- 
sail and dringail (the latter 
meaning ‘‘Drink in good 
health!’’). Later on in the 13th 
century, these words were incor- 
porated into a verse of one of the 
earliest vernacular Christmas 
carols (which is translated here 
from French): 


Gentlemen, I say this to you, 
by Christmas 

And by the men of this 
house: 

You must all drink well. 

First I will drink mine, 

Then each will drink his; 

That is my advice. 

And if I say to you 
“Wassail!”’ 

Cursed be he who will not 
answer, “’Drinkail!’’ 


Subsequently, the word 
“wassail’’ took on numerous 
other meanings. It designated the 
spiced wine and ale drunk at 
Christmas and New Year's during 
the reign of the Tudors, and the 
honeyed wine or sweet mead with 
herbs served at great feasts in 
16th-century Spain. It could also 
identify the traditional serving 
bowl, which was brown and was 
festooned with ribbons and sprigs 
of rosemary (when entering with 
this bowl, the steward of Henry 
VII had to cry “Wassail!”’ three 
times). And in Ben Jonson's 
Masque of Christmas, Wassail is 


actually the name of a character, 
the slender young woman who 
carries the wassail bowl. 

The contents of an English 
wassail bowl, as described by 
Washington Irving, have long 
been “ale or wine’ with ‘‘nut- 
meg, sugar, toast (!), ginger, and 
roasted crab(apple)s,”” but an 
infusion of strong spirits, usually 
brandy, is also common. Tradi- 
tionally, this fortifying concoc- 
tion was carried through the 
streets by young women singing 
Christmas and New Year carols. 
As early as 1654, though, it seems 
that the custom had begun to 
deteriorate, for in that year a 
writer complained, ‘The Pope in 
sending Rellicks to Princes, does 
as Wenches do by their Wassels at 
New-years-tide, they present you 
with a cup, and you must drink of 
a slabby (slushy) stuff; but the 
meaning is, you must give them 
Moneys.” 

In Jater times, circuiting was- 
sailers would ask simply to have 
their common cup filled with 
good cheer so that they could 
drink to their host. Wassail toasts 
could also be directed at cattle, or 
at fruit trees: on Twelfth Night in 
Somerset, libations of cider were 
poured over the trunks of apple 
trees, cider-soaked toast (again!) 
was placed in the branches, and 
rounds were fired through the 
leaves, (Such ceremonies survive 
today in Somerset and at 
Berchtesgaden; there’s even an 
apple-tree carol.) 

Toasting thfough the late 19th 
century was by no means con- 
fined to the British Isles, even if 
one itinerant Englishman did 
boast that the Dutch ‘Bumper it 
(toast) but seldom.” Indeed, 
toasting was so prevalent in the 
time of Charlemagne that the 
emperor was compelled to pro- 
hibit his soldiers from drinking to 
each other. A holiday toast of a 
different sort was heard in one 
French church where, at the 
words ‘Of the fruits of thy womb 
will we set upon thine altar,”’ the 
congregation would bolt for the 
best wine and other goodies. In 
Germany, a common proverb ran, 
“Raise your glass at Martinmas 
(November 11), and you'll drink 
wine throughout the year’; in 
Styria, wine blessed on St. John’s 
Day (December 27) was given 
even to babies. In fact, St. John’s 
Day was the occasion of so much 
drinking in Germany that some 
scholars of the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies actually thought Weih- 
nacht (‘‘Christmas’’) to be a cor- 
ruption of Weinnacht (‘‘Wine 
Night’’). 

If not for the quantity of their

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Fruitcakes 
reconsidered 


Learning to love . 
the very best of it

ew of us escape the holi- 
Fe: without having fruit- 

cake foisted upon us. Rel- 
atives particularly seem to delight 
in pushing platefuls of the sticky 
little slices (always arranged as if 
photographers from Family 
Circle were expected any minute). 
And if you're Jewish, look out; in 
the cause of acculturation, you 
get a double dose. 

Faced with Aunt Tillie, who 
could refuse? And that, my 
friends, is the premise that has 
kept fruitcake companies in 
business for generations. You see, 
nobody really likes fruitcake — at 
least, not many people like what 
is usually passed off as fruit- 
cake: overbaked flour and mo- 
lasses flecked with the parts of 
fruit we usually throw away. But 
who tells Aunt Tillie this? 
(‘When I found out my mother 
doesn’t like fruitcake, I was 


shocked!’’ a friend confided. 
“She always ate it at my grand- 
mother’s.) Who enlightens the 
boss? (Business gifts account for. a 
substantial percentage of fruit- 
cake sales each Christmas.) 
“Mmm, delicious,’’ we dis- 
semble, our secret’ safe for 
another year. Opening the door, 
of course, for more of the same 
next time. 

Who started this torture 
inflicted in the name of tradi- 
tion? More important, how can 
we dodge it? Fruit cake actually 
began as bread, flour having been 
invented before the discovery of 
leavening agents. The Egyptians 
left the earliest record of fruit- 
cake’s ancestor — triangle-shaped 
bread that was sweetened with 
date flour and honey (they 
kneaded the bread with their 
feet). Next, dried figs, nuts, and 
honey found their way into Greek 
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bread-baking. And while the 
ancients didn’t have Christmas on 
their calendars, by the time Aunt 
Tillie’s foremother approached 
the oven, the marriage of fruit 
and flour had long been consum- 
mated. 


In theory, fruitcake was a good 
idea. Most people like fruit, and 
most people like cake. In the 
winters before Florida oranges 
lined non-Florida grocery shelves, 
fruitcake was a festive way to use 
the dried fruit that helped ward

off scurvy and, presumably, to 
enjoy whatevery summery tastes, 
and vitamins adhere to the peels 
of oranges and lemons. 

To us moderns, however, the 
appeal of citrus rind is minimal, 
candied or not. Ask a fruitcake- 
hater what he dislikes -about it, 
and invariably the answer is “‘all 
that peel.” Raisins, nuts, cherries, 
currants, even candied pineapple 
— nobody objects to these, and 
even the poorest of fruitcakes will 
boast some of them. But peel, you 
see, is cheap, and if you buy your 
fruitcake in the dime store, you're 
asking for a lot of it. Likewise 
dryness, lament number two of 
the fruitcake-hater’s litany. The 
long, gentle baking needed to 
keep a fruitcake moist isn’t eco- 
nomical. 

All of which boils down to a 
tenet: good fruitcake is ex- 
pensive. Read that again: ‘‘good 
fruitcake... .” It exists. Why not 
give some to your Aunt Tillie? 
Jump the gun, so to speak. Knock 
her socks off. 


Stalking the edible fruitcake 

No need for binoculars. Just 
arm yourself with money and 
head for a gourmet emporium. 
(Mail-order fruitcakes are 
another issue entirely. My limited 
experience with them consists of 
one wonderful surprise — a 
Deluxe Corsicana fruitcake from 
the Collin Street Bakery, 
Corsicana, Texas — and one bust, 
from Macy’s.) In the store, stay 
clear of decoys, ie., anything 
under $5 a pound. Also, on 
principle, avoid anything with a 
hidden ingredients list — you may 
be passing up nirvana, but not 
likely. Anyway, your aim is to e- 
liminate possibilities: perfect 
fruitcakes are about as numerous 
as great blue herons. 

What can you learn from 
reading the ingredients? This 
depends on your point of view. 
With the pressures of managing a 
consumer’s Christmas mounting 
daily, Bloomingdale’s delicacy 
department head, Trudy Tocci, 
muttered, ‘‘Fruitcake is fruit- 
cake. I don’t like fruitcake.” 
Nevertheless, Tocci touted 
Butterfield fruitcakes, one of a 
few brands Bloomie’s carries, as 
well as the store’s own brand, 
whose ingredients, to my mind, 
held the most promise. Both, she 
pointed out, contain butter — not 
many fruitcakes do, lard or 
hydrogenated oil being cheaper. 

Untouched as she is by the 
intricacies of peel-to-raisins 
ratios, Tocci buys fruitcakes 
partly with an eye to appearance, 
a major concern to Bloom- 
ingdale’s customers. Also, she 
said, people seem to prefer fruit- 
cakes packed in tins rather than 
boxes. Not surprising. That way 
even those who detest fruitcake 
get something to play with.

Or, you 
can pick up a real Perrier-Jouet 
champagne bottle filled with 
individual chocolates for $20 at 
Saks Fifth Avenue. 

If you’re in the market for gold, 
you may want to invest in choc- 
olate bricks packaged like Swiss 
gold. Sold at Saks Fifth Avenue 
for $25 a 20-ounce bar, this gold 
is $12,625 below current market 
price for the genuine article in 
Zurich. 

Looking for something a little 
more seasonal? Filene’s has Santa 
in his sleigh surrounded by eight 


little gnomes, all made of solid 
Godiva chocolate, for $20. 
Godiva gourmets may also find a 
solid, two-pound Christmas 
wreath a festive idea, at Filene’s 
for a hearty $35. Bloomingdale's 
has a chocolate moose, antlers and 
all for $12; Hebert’s Candies of 
Quincy Market carries wicker 
sleighs stuffed with chocolates 
and assorted Christmas candies 
for $7.50. 

For celebrating the entire 
month, there’s a December 
calendar made of a solid pound of 
semi-sweet chocolate, for $12 at 
Saks Fifth Avenue. Various stores 
around town are carrying a 
colorful Advent calendar 
imported from Germany. Behind 
each window, numbered for the 
days of the month, lies a bite- 
sized piece of chocolate molded to 
a different shape. Late-night 
shoppers can pick one up at Store 
24 for $2.29. 

Everywhere you go there are 
foil-wrapped Santas, wreaths, 
Christmas trees, snowmen, 
reindeer, angels, and tree 
ornaments. If you want to save 
time when you're ready to

Godiva has 
Davis Cup chocolates, indi- 
vidual pieces sporting a de- 
sign of crossed rackets, that 
come four to a box for $3.50 at 
Filene’s. 

For animal lovers, Bloom- 
ingdale’s offers an entire pig 
family for $20, and Sweet Stuff is 
selling chocolate teddy bears and 
alligators for around $2. Hebert’s 
has an entire line of puppets and 
stuffed animals, including 
raccoons, teddy bears, and mice, 
that come bearing chocolate pops 
decorated in Christmas foil.

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less than $7 at Sweet Stuff. Saks 
Fifth Avenue is selling Chocolate 
by the Yard, a three-foot box of 
assorted goodies for $27.50. So 
you'll be sure, there’s a wooden 
yardstick included in the package. 
For those with shorter appetites, 
Saks has the more moderate Foot 
of Fudge for $16 (without the 
ruler). As a romantic gesture for 
chocolate lovers, there’s the Big 
Kiss at Bloomingdale’s for $4.50. 

For true aficionados, biting into 
a fine piece of chocolate is an 
ecstasy verging on a religious 
experience. If you feel this way 
you may be: pleased to know 
you're not alone. The Aztecs, 
who introduced the rest of the 
world to chocolatl via Hernando 
Cortes in the early 16th century, 
considered it a divine gift 
bestowed on them by the god 
Quetzalcoatl. In those days, it was 
available only as a beverage, and 
Montezuma would drink nothing 
else, consuming 50 pitchers a day 
from golden goblets. 

When Cortes brought it back to 
Spain, the clergy (always a 
broadminded bunch) decided it 
was-’‘the beverage of Satan” and 
‘provocative of immorality.’” As 
soon as word got around that it 
was supposed to be an aphro- 
disiac, it became immensely 
popular with the nobility of 
Europe. Exclusive clubs sprang 
up dedicated to drinking the 
wicked beverage. 

Actually, the idea that choc- 
olate is an aphrodisiac may not be 
a total misconception. A recent 
issue of Washingtonian magazine 
stated: ‘‘ According to a researcher 
at the New York State Psychiatric 
Institute, chocolate is packed with 
phenylethylamine — the same 
chemical that the brain churns 
out to bring abcut that giddy 
feeling we call falling in love.’’ No 
wonder it’s so popular. It also 
contains caffeine and lots of sugar 
to give you a burst of extra energy 
when you need it. 

The invigorating properties of 
chocolate caused 17th-century 
doctors to use it as a medicine; 
they claimed that an ounce of 
chocolate contained the nutritive 
value of a pound of meat. 
Unfortunately, this theory did 
not stand the test of time, and 
everyone's mother now knows 
that a Hershey bar is no substitute 
for meat loaf. Chocolate is, 
however, still valued as a good 
source of energy by the Army, 
and its use as a side dish with C- 
rations is considered by many to 
be the highlight of military 
cuisine. 


Bay Staters may be proud of 
their chocolate heritage. The first 
chocolate factory in the United 
States was the Walter Baker 
Chocolate Company, built in 
Dorchester in 1765. We also gave 
the nation — and the world — Toll 
House cookies, named for the 
Toll House Inn that started serv- 
ing them to delighted customers 
in the 1940s. Not long after that, 
the Hebert family of 
Massachusetts invented white 
chocolate, which is still being 
manufactured from the original 
recipe at their Shrewsbury plant 
and sold in 10 shops manned 
exclusively by members of the 
prolific Hebert family. 


Today, chocolate is no longer 
denounced from the pulpit, but it 
is aS controversial now as it was 
500 years ago. Dentists, 
dietitians, and dermatologists 
preafth against its evils, and 
health-food stores promulgate the 
intake of cloyingly sweet carob as 
a more wholesome alternative. 

Whatever stance you take, 
there’s no denying that chocolate 
is one of the most delectable taste 
treats known to man. And with 
chocolate makers around the 
world devising clever new ways 
to lure you and your friends into 
indulging yourselves, it is hard to 
resist. After all, the average 
American eats two-and-a-half 
pounds of chocolate a_ year. 
There’s not much time left to 
fulfill your quota. You can 
always go to Confession 
afterward. >

Christmas canceled 


Holiday stamps sacred and profane

verybody puts in extra 
hours this time of year: 


E salespeople stick around 


for late-evening customers, 
advertising types are busy until 
the last minute, buying TV time 
and newspaper space to plug 
those last few items in their 
clients’ warehouses. But the guys 
who really have it tough are our 
snow-proof public servants at the 
United State Postal Service. On a 
typical business day, the Boston 


sectional center of the USPS will 
handle 6.5 million pieces of mail; 
during the month between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, 
that figure goes up to 10 million a 
day. 


To commemorate this annual 
influx of overtime, post offices 
here and in many other countries 
have been issuing special Christ- 
mas stamps for the past few 
years. From its humble begin- 
ning in Australia, in the 50s, the 
Christmas-stamp industry has 
spread around the world. The 
various postal agencies have hired 
multitudes of artists, art repro- 
duction specialists, photog- 
raphers, color consultants, and 
printers in an ongoing effort to 
outdo each other and the spare 
change lining the pockets of 
millions of stamp collectors. Some 


of these stamps are even used as 
postage. 

The very first Christmas stamp 
was issued on December 7, 1898, 
by the Dominion of Canada. It

* design featured a map of the 


was black and scarlet, and had a 
face value of two cents. The 


world, and the words ‘’Xmas 
1898” were inscribed on the bot- 
tom. This stamp, like all philatel- 
ic items of the 19th century, has 
become a collectors’ item, but it is 
available from some dealers at the 
not-unreasonable price of $10 for 
a mint, unused copy, or $3 for a 
used one. 


Canada did not continue its line 
of Christmas issues, and the next 
Canadian holiday stamp did not 
appear until 1964. The first 
nation to issue a Christmas 
stamp and to continue issuing 
them was Australia. 


On November 6, 1957, the 
Australian post office released 
two violet-colored stamps — one 
with a drawing of a praying child, 
the other with a view of the Star 
of Bethlehem — inscribed 
“Christmas 1957.’ The stamps 
were sold for 3% and 4 pence. A 
year later, two more similarly 
valued stamps were issued, each 
portraying a nativity scene. In 
1959, Australia issued only one 
Christmas stamp and continued 
in that fashion for the next ten 
years. In 1964, the country is- 
sued the first full-color Christ- 
mas stamp. 


In 1967, in a move toward 
ecumenism, Australia put out a 
stamp featuring a cross, a star of 
David, and a yin-and-yang sym- 
bol, all arranged in the form of a 
mandala. The next year, we were 
back to looking through the win- 
dow of a church in Bethlehem. 

In 1971, a set of seven 


Australian stamps was issued, 
each one using the same three- 
kings-and-the-star design in one 
of seven color schemes. The 
stamps were arranged on sheets 
of 50 so that the color patterns 
formed two crucifixes. If nothing 
else, it made a fine color-blind- 
ness test. 


Australia is still issuing Christ- 
mas stamps, and in recent years 
has featured prints from that 
country’s own National Gallery 
of Art, by such masters as Jan van 
Eyck and Albrecht Durer. This 
year the country has issued three 
stamps and an aerogramme, so if 
you have a friend Down Under, 
ask him or her to write you. 


Christmas stamps have be- 
come popular philatelic items, 
and more countries have jumped 
on the bandwagon, particularly 
those in the British Common- 
wealth. The African nation of 
Botswana gained its indepen- 
dence in 1966, and was issuing 
holiday stamps two years later. 
The Bahamas started its holiday 
line in 1969, and this year is issu- 
ing four stamps portraying such 
relevant Yuletide objects as straw 
dolls. Nearby Jamaica issued a 
stamp for the holidays in 1969, 
and then scared everybody by 
trying to start a new trend, Easter 
stamps, in 1970. Luckily, the 
country hasn’t issued anything 
like it since, and, except for a lone 
Easter issue from Barbados in 
1971, and a couple from St. Vin- 
cent and the Turks and Caicos 
Islands, neither has anyone else. 

The Cook Islands, off New

Zealand, started off with a bang 
in 1966 by releasing a very flashy 
sheet of six stamps, all sur- 
rounded by a gold ornamental 
border. They’ve put out equally 
ornate items every year since. 
Considering that a lot of people 
have never heard of the Cook 
Islands and certainly don’t ex- 
pect any mail from them, it’s safe 
to say that not too many of the 
thousands of stamps were used 
on mail. The vast majority of 
them found their way into the 
hands of collectors. They’re not 
worth very much. 

New Zealand, on the other 
hand, has issued very tasteful 
single stamps for Christmas, since 
1962. Its stamps have been repro- 
ductions of paintings on religious 
themes by Rembrandt, Durer, 
Titian, Raphael, El Greco, and 
other artists. New Zealand did not 
succumb to the multiple-issues 
syndrome until 1970. The Solo- 
mon Islands, off New Guinea, 
started a Christmas line in 1969, 
but missed a few years here and 
there — not acommon policy for a 
collector-oriented postal service. 

Great Britain — which, by the 
way, never puts the name of the 
country on its stamps, possibly 
because it’s still proud of having 
had the first postal service to is- 
sue stamps at all — issued its first 
Christmas stamps on December 
1, 1966. The three-penny value, 
for local mail, featured a child’s 
drawing of one of the Magi, while 
the one-shilling and sixpence, for 
overseas use, featured a snow-

like Canada, is 
known for its conservative 
stamp-issuing policies, and 
managed to keep things down to 
three or four stamps per year, 
each one with a different value, 
for seven years. In 1973, 
however, the British post office 
released a set of five three-penny 
stamps, all printed on the same 
sheet (what collectors call se-ten- 
nant) and one three-and-a-half- 
penny stamp, illustrating scenes 
from the carol Good King Wen- 
ceslas. In 1977, five seven-penny 
stamps, also se-tenant, were is- 
sued, portraying, with two or 
three verses per stamp, The 
Twelve Days of Christmas, with 
the partridge in the pear tree 
showing up on the nine-penny 
denomination. Things have 
calmed down a bit since, and this 
year Britain is selling only five 
stamps (five values), showing 
Christmas decorations. 

The Bailiwick of Guernsey, 
which consists of a handful of 
tiny islands in the English Chan- 
nel, has been issuing its own

stamps since 1969 (its 1972 and 
‘73 issues featured local stained- 
glass windows). The Isle of Man 
has been putting out its own 
Christmas stamps since 1975. 
Canada resumed its holiday is- 





sues in 1964 and released mod- 
est single issues for the first few 
years. In 1970, it came up with 12 
stamps, all designed by Cana- 
dian schoolchildren, and has 
never released fewer than three 
per season since. 

Many nations have never is- 
sued Christmas stamps at all; 
among them, for obvious rea- 
sons, are North African, Eastern 
European, and Middle Eastern 
countries. Even among Christian 
nations, however, there are some 
non-celebrants. Denmark did is- 
sue five stamps, se-tenant, in 
1973, but never repeated the 
experiment. The Netherlands 
does not issue Christmas stamps 
as such, though it does release, 
each November 15, a children’s- 
welfare semi-postal that seems 
appropriate to the season (a semi- 
postal is a stamp whose sale pro- 
ceeds go in part to charity, though 
it is valid as postage). Ireland be- 
gan issuing the things only in 
1971, Italy in 1970. However, 
1980 promises to be a banner 
year, with several countries join- 
ing the fun for the first time. 
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For the last couple of years, the cost of good

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Stamps have been coming in to 
dealers’ shops from Tristan da 
Cunha, Cyprus, Paraguay, and 
Togo. Sweden has issued two sets 
of Christmas stamps, one of 
which features local comic-strip 
characters. Grenada is selling nine 
stamps, all of which use stills 
from Walt Disney's Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs. Turks and 
Caicos Islands (which issued their 
1977 Christmas stamp on 
December 23 — that’s how 
serious they were about getting all 
that Christmas mail delivered on 
time) are telling the gospel of 
Pinocchio according to Walt Dis- 
ney on their current issues. 

The United States Postal Serv- 


“ice, ne the United States Post Of- 


fice, has not been exactly watch- 
ing from the sidelines. Its first 
Christmas issue appeared on 
November 1, 1962. A small, four- 
cent red-and-green stamp, it was 
a drawing of a Christmas wreath 
and a pair of candles. The ap- 
pearance of such a stamp in a 
country that observes freedom of 
religion was not an event of small 
import, and the Post Office never 
was the gravest of government 
departments. Ergo, the 1962 
Christmas stamp was issued with 
a minimum of fanfare, which 
didn’t prevent the controversy 
entirely. 

The usual printing’ for a com- 
memorative stamp from the US is 
in the neighborhood of 120 to 170 
million. Special issues, such as the 
first Project Mercury stamps or 
the John F. Kennedy memorial 
commemorative, are sometimes 
printed in quantities of up to 500 
million (‘‘regular”’ issues, the ones 
that find themselves on the 
majority of cards and letters, are 
issued by the billion). The Post 
Office issued only 862 million 
1962 Christmas stamps — a small 
number, considering the amount 
of Christmas mail that was han- 
dled. 

The great anti-Christian back- 
lash the Post Office feared never 
did occur, and the next year’s is- 
sue, which pictured a Christmas 
tree in front of the White House, 
was released in a quantity of 
nearly 1.3 billion. And 1963 was 
also the year that the Post Office 
discovered small towns with 
strange names in which to issue 
holiday stamps. One of the 
specialties of philately is a group 
of items called ‘‘first-day covers,” 
which are envelopes to which 
new stamps have been attached 
and then canceled with a special 
“First Day of Issue’’ mark from 
the town where the stamp is first 
placed on sale. Some countries, 
like Fiji or Easter Island, don’t 
have the luxury of more than one 
post office, so all of their first-day 
covers bear the same cancelation. 
The US, on the other hand, has 
tens of thousands of post offices 
to choose from, any number of 
which have ‘‘appropriate’’ names. 
The 1962 issue was first-day 
postmarked in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. The 1963 issues, 
however, came out of Santa 
Claus, Indiana. 

The next year, there were four 
Christmas stamps, se-tenant, 
featuring holly, mistletoe, 
poinsettia, and a pine cone, is- 
sued in Bethlehem, Pennsyl- 
vania. Subsequent issues came 
from Silver Bell, Arizona; Christ- 
mas, Michigan; Bethlehem, 
Georgia; and Christmas, Florida. 
By 1970, those tiny post offices 
started to groan under the weight

of all the first-day-cover requests, 
and holiday stamps were sub- 
sequently issued, for the most 
part, in Washington, D.C. 

The rest of the US issues of the 
‘60s were single stamps, featur- 
ing paintings by European and 
American artists, and American 
handicrafts. 

In 1970, the Post Office tried 
something new. First, another se- 
tenant block of four was issued 
(this time portraying antique 
toys). At the same time, a stamp 
of the same value, six cents, was 
released that bore a nativity scene 
painted by Lorenzo Lotto. This 
concept of two simultaneous 
releases — one with a ‘sacred 
theme, the other with a secular 
one — may have been a reaction to 


concern from non-Christian 
religious groups, or it may well 
have been a belated acknowl- 
edgement of the increasing 
significance of the less-than-holy 
aspects of Christmas in American 
life. 

The ‘‘toys” issue had a rela- 
tively small press run — 122 
million each, or a total of not 
quite 489 million; 684 million 
copies of the nativity scene were 
printed. 

The next year, the new United 
States Postal Service, now a semi- 
autonomous corporation that 
charged eight cents for the priv- 
ilege of having your first-class 
letters delivered late, released just 
two Christmas stamps, again with 
the same face value but with dif- 
ferent orientations. One was a 
16th-century painting of the 
adoration of the shepherds, while 
the other was a partridge in a pear 
tree by Jamie Wyeth. 
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This year’s model 


The religious issue still won out 
over its secular rival in terms of 
numbers, but the margin was 


growing slimmer — 1.074 billion 
of the adoration, as opposed .to 
980 million of the partridge. Two 
stamps were issued again in 1972, 
but the proportions were re- 
versed — 1.003 billion copies of 
an anonymous 15th-century por- 
trait of the Virgin Mary were 
turned out, while Santa Claus 
(with bag of toys) had 1.017 
billion reproductions of himself 
made available to adorn the na- 
tion’s mail. 

This particular ratio seemed to 
suit everybody, and that’s how 
things have been done since. The 
1980 issues feature a stained-glass 
Madonna and child, issued in 
Washington, and a view of a toy 
drum on a windowsill, issued, 
once again, in Christmas, 
Michigan. This ‘year’s secular 
model, for the first time since 
1964, is not inscribed with the 
word ‘’Christmas.’’ Indeed, it 
bears no religious symbols at all,

and merely says, ‘‘Season’s 
Greetings.”’ 

Before we leave our nation’s 
philatelo-Yuletide saga, it should 
be noted that an interesting aber- 
ration occurred in 1974. On Octo- 
ber 23 of that year, two stamps 
were issued, reproducing a 15th- 
century angel and a Currier and 
Ives print, while on November 
15, a third stamp appeared, show- 
ing a weathervane over George 
Washington’s Mount Vernon es- 
tate. The third stamp, however, 
was self-adhesive, like a peelable 
address label, and letters bearing 
it did not have to be canceled. To 
prevent reuse of the stamp, the 
Postal Service designed the paper 
it was printed on in such a way 
that it would separate into layers 
if anyone attempted to soak it off 
the envelope. A similar idea was 
tried early in postal history, when 
some stamps were printed with 
inks that would wash out. These 
were not popular items, and 
neither was the weathervane 
stamp — only 213 million were 
printed. 

Our discussion of Christmas 
philatelic history would be in- 
complete without a mention of 
the stamps from the Christmas 
Islands, a small British protector- 
ate off of the coast of Java. True 
to its name, this country has been 
putting out Christmas issues 
since 1969. As a matter of fact, it 
printed nothing but Christmas is- 
sues between the years of 1969 
and 1976. One wonders what else 
the islanders have to write home 
about. 


Fruitcake

Over at Cardullo’s, where 
you'll find about a dozen vari- 
ations of the classic fruitcake, 
Mary J. Cardullo talks about 
them like a serious eater. ‘’Fruits, 
nuts, brandy is a good fruit- 
cake,’ she says firmly, putting a 
cheaper model next to the store’s 
premier offering, the Charlotte 
Charles brand. Two differences 
were immediately obvious. The 
more expensive cake was primari- 
ly fruit held together by cake, 
while its poor relation was a cake 
with some fruit in it; and the fruit 
in the cheaper brand looked dry. 
Charlotte Charles fruitcakes run a 
hefty $5.99 for a one-pound cake, 
$14.75 for a two-pound cake. But 
it was the even pricier selections 
that caught my eye: Miss King’s 
Grand Marnier Fruitcake ($9.75 
for a small cake) not only 
promised the smoothness of a 
quality liqueur, but also had 
candied citrus peel farther down 
on the ingredients list than any 
traditional fruitcake I’ve seen. 
And the same lady’s Super 
Macadamia Hawaiian Fruitcake 
($15.95 for two pounds), looked 
like a highly intriguing way to 
avoid ‘the whole issue of peel — 
though it.might not spell f-r-u-i- 
t-c-a-k-e to Aunt Tillie. 
Cardullo’s and, to a lesser extent, 
Bloomingdale’s also carry a selec- 
tion of not-quite-fruitcakes, 
national Christmas breads, and 
cakes from Europe, some of 
which you can easily make at 
home. 


Fruitcakes with a 
foreign accent 

Stollen is the Christmas bread 
of Germany. Like fruitcake, it 
contains candied fruit, raisins, 
and nuts, but it is flavored with 
cardamom, a fragrant spice. Since 
Stollen is made from a yeast 
dough, it’s not as sweet as fruit- 
cake. Stollen’s shape is a free- 
form oblong loaf. It is either 
frosted with a white glaze and 
decorated with nuts, or heavily 
dusted with confectioner’s sugar. 
You may want to serve it with 
butter. 

Panettone, the Italian Christ- 
mas favorite, is also a fruited 
bread. The Joy of Cooking 
describes it as ““No-Knead Yeast 
Coffee Cake.’’ Panettone is tra- 
ditionally baked in a tube pan, so 
it comes out high and round. In 
addition to the usual fruits, it 





contains anise seed, which gives it 
a distinctive hint of licorice, and 
pine nuts, which give it (in this 
country, at least) a distinctive 
note of costliness. 

Vanocka, from Scandinavia, is 
simply a Christmas variation on 
yeast bread. An oblong, three- 
tiered: tower of braids of decreas- 
ing size, it is supposed to re- 
semble the Christ Child in swad- 
dling clothes. 

Plum pudding, as everyone 
knows, is England’s traditional 
Christmas dessert. Until the end 
of the 17th century it was a sort 
of porridge, and the Puritans, 
who hadn't left yet, condemned it 
as ‘‘wicked luxury.”’ Today plum 
pudding is simply the most 
famous of an array of English 
steamed puddings that use 
ground suet (unrefined animal 
fat) instead of lard or butter. (If 
you don’t think about this too 
hard, you can enjoy the result.) 
On the plus side, plum pudding 
contains a good deal of spirits — 
maybe brandy, maybe rum, 
maybe stout, perhaps all three. It 
is also incredibly moist, thanks to 
its long, slow steam cooking, and 
the fact that it is served hot. From 
experience, I advise you not to 
make this at home if you're a 
novice baker. Instead, whip up a 
sweetened butter with brandy or 
rum, or a lemony sauce, to ac- 
company the pudding. Don’t ask 
how, but these two types of rich- 
ness complement each other. 

From the other regions of the 
British Isles comes Dundee cake, 
which contains mainly raisins and 
currants in a traditional fruitcake 
batter, and Guinness cake, a fruit- 
cake laced with the stout of the 
same name. 


Domestic varieties 

The premise that good fruit- 
cake is expensive also holds true 
when you make it yourself. Fruit- 
cake is tricky. It dries out easily 
unless baked and. stored proper- 
ly. But declares The Joy of 
Cooking, ‘‘When (fruitcakes) are 
well saturated with alcoholic 
liquors, which raise the spirits 
and keep down mold, and are 
buried in powdered sugar in 
tightly closed tins, they have been 
enjoyed as long as 25 years after 
baking.” If you're looking for 
something with a shorter life- 
span, try my mother’s easy and 
perfectly enjoyable recipe, a cake 
made with one cup of Bisquick, 
three eggs, one-half cup sugar, 
and one-and-a-half teaspoons or 
more of vanilla. Stir in about a 
half-pound of whole dates, a box- 
ful of dried apricots, a cup or 
more of pecans and/or walnuts, 
and as much chunked candied 
pineapple (or dried, honey- 
dipped fruit from the health-food 
store) and drained whole red and 
green maraschino cherries as you 
want. Bake in a loaf pan at 300 
degrees for an hour and 45 
minutes. Decorate the top with 
designs made from cherries and 
pecans or blanched almonds. No 
tedious cutting required (except 
for the pineapple), no peel, and 
the whole fruit makes it look 
pretty when-you slice it. 

You'll shell out about $8 at cur- 
rent prices for the above recipe, 
not counting any brandy you may 
want to baste it with. With a 
financial commitment like that, 
you don’t want to mess up. Here 
are some fruitcake-baking hints, 
compiled from various sources. 

*— It's too late now, but in the 
future bake fruitcakes three or 
four weeks ahead of the holi- 
days. 

— To cut up dried fruit easily, 
use scissors dipped in hot water. 

— To “precondition” fruit so 
that it doesn’t draw moisture 
from the cake, cook it slowly in 
apricot nectar in a heavy pot for 
five minutes, then remove it from 
the heat, cover it, and let it stand 
12 to 15 hours before you drain it. 

To keep the cake moist 
during baking, place a dish of hot 
water on the lowest oven rack. 

To prevent excessive 
browning during baking. cover 
the cake loosely with aluminum 


foil during its last hour in the 
oven. 

— Cool the fruitcake for 20 to 
30 minutes on a rack while it is 
still in the pan, then remove it 
from the pan and cool it 
completely. 

— You may want to make a few 
fine skewer punctures in the cake 
and pour into them, drop by 
drop, up to a cup of warmed wine 
or brandy. 

— To glaze a fruitcake, boil 
sugar or corn syrup with half its 
measure in, water until it is 
syrupy. Cool the glaze and pour it 
over the cake. Or glaze with 
melted apple or currant jelly 
(about a quarter cup). 

— To decorate fruitcake, either 
glaze the cake or dip decorations 
in fruit syrup so they'll adhere. 

— For mini-fruitcakes, bake 
batter in muffin cups for 40 to 50 
minutes. 

— Store fruitcake in a wine- 
dampened dishcloth, then in 
aluminum foil, then in a tightly 
covered container in a cool place. 
For very long storage, bury the 
liquor-soaked cake in powdered 


sugar. e

toasts, the English must be 
respected for the quality of them, 
as an anecdote about one Sir Mal- 
colm Sydney demonstrates. In Sir 


Malcolm’s circle, when one 
wished to toast a lady, one did so 
by casting some small, personal 
article into the fire; the rest of the 
assembly would then be honor 
bound to follow suit. At one 
gathering, a guest who had been 
enviously eyeing Sir Malcolm's 
expensive new cravat tore off his 
own scroungy tie, raised a toast, 
and threw the tie into the flames; 
Sir Malcolm’s new cravat in- 
eluctably followed. Two days 
later, however, the same com- 
pany reconvened, and Sir Mal- 
colm got his revenge: since he had 
an aching tooth, he called in a 
dentist, had. it pulled, and toasted 
his lady with it. The other guests 
had no choice but to do the same, 
bad teeth or not. 

International recipes over 
which to enjoy holiday toasting 
are not exactly legion. This is 
probably because England is 
unique in the degree to which it 
has secularized Christmas (in 
what other country could a 


tee ih san . 
drinking song masqueradé a5 a 


carol?). Sweden does have glogg 
(in Germany the same drink is 
called gluhwein), which is made 
with red wine, brandy, spices, 
cardamom, cinnamon sticks — in 
other words, a Scandinavian was- 
sail bowl; and in America there is, 
of course, eggnog. Christmas 
toasts traditional to non-English- 
speaking people are likewise few 
and far between, inasmuch as the 
usual wishes for health and well- 


being are standard in such Euro- 
pean countries as Spain (/Salud!), 
France (Sante!), Italy (Salute!), 
Ireland (Slainte!), Wales (lechyd 
da!), the Netherlands (Op je 
gezondheid!),--Finland (Tervey- 
deksenne!), Hungary (Egesz- 
segere!), Poland (Za zdrowie!), 
Russia (Za zdorovje!), and Czech- 
oslovakia (Na vase zdravil). The 
German Prosit! expresses this 
same concern in, curiously 
enough, Latin (‘Let him be 
well!’’), while the Hebrew 
L’chaim! is a more general toast to 
life. The Scandinavian 
Skal!/Skoal!, on the other hand, 
means. nothing more than 
“bowl”; it’s an ellipsis for ‘I pro- 
pose a bowl.”’ 

The most fertile ground for 
special toasts for holiday well- 
wishing would appear to be lit- 
erature. With all the Christmas 
and New Year drinking that goes 
on in Gawain and the Green 
Knight, one would expect some 
fancy toasts, but unfortunately all 


' the characters are too worried 


about getting their heads chopped 
off to make the effort. Bret Harte 
lets us down in ‘‘Santa Claus at 
Simpson's Bar’ (‘I do not pro- 
pose to recount the convivialities 
of that evening’’), and while O. 
Henry's Fuzzy (in ‘‘Compli- 
ments of the Season’’) has the 
right idea, he falters after “The 
blessings of another year be upon 
this hearth, the guest, and upon 
her who....’’ and has to take 


refuge in “Drink hearty.” 
However, for the new year 
there’s Sir Andrew Aguecheek’s 
‘“‘Here’s to the year that’s 
awa’'!/We'll drink it, in strong 
and in sma’;/And to each bonny 


’ lassie that we dearly loo’d,/In the 


days o’ the year that’s awa’!”’ And 
if you plan to go wassailing, take 
along the fieldmice’s song from 
Kenneth Grahame’s The Wind in 
the Willows: 


Villagers all this frosty tide, 
Let. your doors swing open 
wide. 

Though wind may follow and 
snow beside, 

Yet draw us in by your fire to 
bide. 

Joy shall be yours in the 
morning! 


Here we stand in the cold and 
the sleet, 

Blowing fingers and stamping 
feet, 

Come from far away, you to 
greet, 

You by the fire and we in the 
street, 

Bidding you joy in the 
merning! 


In addition, the ‘‘Sussex Mum- 
mers’ Carol” offers good wishes 
for all holiday occasions: “The 
Lord increase you day by 
day/And send you more and 
more.”

the leaves are consumed im- 
mediately without drying or curl- 
ing, the lovers will live a long life 
of happiness together. 

To be sure, not every American 
couple would be wise to subject 
their affections for each other to 
the vagaries of fire. But there is 
one more little ritual that can be 
performed anonymously, and it 
fulfills its own prophecy. In some 
parts of Denmark, people save all 
the dishes they have accidently 
broken during the year so that, on 
New Year’s Day, they can hurl 
the shattered crockery at the 
doors of. their best friends. The 
house with the most ragged 
shards on the doorstep is then in 
effect, judged, to shelter the most 
beloved citizens in town. It would 
seem that in a large town, one 
could, by being friendly, amass 
quite a collection of broken china, 
the better to throw right back the 
next year to the neighbors whose 
dish patterns you recognize. Now 
isn’t that easier and more 
economical than sending Christ- 
mas cards? 

It seems clear from our own 
Christmas cards, many of which 
seem to be either Currier and Ives 
scenes or Art Nouveau designs, 
that we are a nostalgic nation. But 
we haven't even begun to find the 
roots of Christmas rituals per- 
formed by our Old World 
ancestors. On the other hand, we 
have enthusiastically exported the 
very newest of our Christmas 
customs to cultures older than 
ours. Hottes quotes a correspon- 
dent who reports that in Costa 
Rica, icons of the Christ child 
have been almost entirely sup- 
planted by pictures of a very 
merry American Santa Claus. In 
one case, he writes, ‘one of those 
simpering women generally used 
to display the latest fashions from 
Paris ... was given a beard and 
the rest of the regulation equip- 
ment of the jolly old fellow.” 

An even more pointed example 
of the constant clash between 
provincial practices and pan-geo- 


graphic trends has recently been 
offered by Joe McGinnis, whose 
new book Going to Extremes is 
about cultural change on the 
Alaskan frontier. He recalls wait- 
ing eagerly in an Alaskan hut to 
witness a traditional Christmas 
procession of villagers through 
the town. But just as the chants of 
the crowd became audible, his 
host’s 20-year-old daughter 
turned up the television so that 
the parade would not drown out 
the sound track of Walt Disney's 


Christmas special. As McGinnis 
remarked recently on Dick 
Cavett, one could hardly imagine 
a more graphic illustration of the 
power of technology over a dying 
culture. 

Now, I realize that if I zeported 
all that I have learned about 
unusual ways to celebrate the 
holiday season to the nephews 
who are tired of reading Christ- 
mas stories, they might accuse me 
of reading too much again. It’s 
true that many of the customs | 


describe here are no longer alive 
even in the countries of their 
origin, much less in the United 
States. But my question is this: 
why is it that those of us who 
would consider impersonating 
Saturnalian spirits an unspeak- 
ably silly way to spend Christ- 
mas week find nothing absurd in 
spending a good portion of the 
holidays watching religiously the 
antics of Charlie Brown, Mork 
and Mindy, and other quasi- 
mythical characters? @

Here are some of the ways an 
Equalizer can tailor the 
music to fit your ears: 


1. Make your speakers really 
work for you. 


Contrary to what some manu- 
facturers try to teil you, there are some 
very basic laws of physics that govern. 
the low frequency response of a 
speaker. They are: the mass of the 
moving system, the cone area, the 
magnet and the cabinet volume.

sometimes speakers have a 
midbass hump. That gives you the 
illusion of listening to deep bass, but 
actually it's just piain boom. A muiti- 
band frequency equalizer can eliminate 
the midbass hump and, at the same 
time, unlike a normal tone control 
extend the true low bass response 


2. Get rid of rumble, hiss and 
surface noise. 


To stop rumble or low frequency 
overload. adjust the lowest controi on 
an equalizer. Since there's little of the 
fundamentals below 40Hz, you 
probably won't miss any music. 

To stop scratches or other surface 
noise — or even tape hiss — just bring 
down the levels at 5 to 9kHz and above 

You can even use an equalizer to 
compensate for the boosted highs 
when you're listening to tapes recorded 
with a Dolby and you don't have a Dolby 
playback decoder. 


3. Improve record, tape and 
broadcast quality. 


Good quality radio broadcasts are 
rare. But audio equalization can 
properly rebalance the signal. 
Equalization can also rebalance 
records or tapes that seem to be 
lacking in tone and range 


4. Make studio quality tapes, 
without a studio. 

To make any tape sound smooth and 
professional. you need a studio 
environment. But without one, you can 
still make your tapes sound 
professional by using a frequency 
equalizer. 


5. Eliminate feedback and adjust 
the balance of live 
performance. 


An equalizer is a must for good live 
performing. A performer can increase 
the voice over the band, or increase the 
volume without feedback, and adjust 
the sound of the band to fit the room 
being performed in. All with a 
frequency equalizer 


6. Stop transducer 
incompatibility. 


Sometimes a good cartridge and a 
good speaker system still result in a not 
very good sound. But the proper 
control on an equalizer can fix all that 
by taking the sound down a few dB

but verbal. “The words tend to show 
changes in social relationships,’’ 
he observes. ‘“‘We have a very 
mobile society More and 
more relationships are being car- 
ried on from a distance. So you 
find a larger percentage of the 
cards don’t suggest that you'll be 
seeing each other frequently.” 
The high divorce rate prompted a 
rephrasing of messages to 
accommodate stepparent/step- 
child exchanges, McGuire says. 
And because people are marry- 
ing later in life, there is a need for 
more mature “sweetheart” cards 
for the many older couples. 

Rhyming verses appear to be 
on the way out, replaced by sin- 
cere-sounding, conversational 
prose, according to both James 
Semon of American Greetings 
and Richard Myles of Rust Craft 
Greeting Cards in Dedham. But 
McGuire disagrees: ‘’Prose cards 
have never replaced rhyme,” he 
insists, noting that rhymes render 
the hyperbole in greeting-card 
sentiments more palatable. 

In other words, there is little 
agreement about market trends in 
this highly competitive industry. 
“So many people are doing so 
many things, and everybody has 
a different theory on why they’re 
doing it,” remarks Kathy Felix, 


manager of communications for 
the National Association of 
Greeting Card Publishers. “And 
they’re all working in secrecy. 
They try to scoop each other on 
ideas.” 

Most major card companies 
start planning two-or more years 
in advance (with the notable 
exception of Colourpicture, 
which will not finish selecting its 
1981 line until after this Christ- 
mas). As a result, fads and pass- 
ing fashions are rarely repre- 
sented. The designer of the jog- 
ging Santa had to be certain that 
the sweat-suited sprinter would 
remain part of the American land- 
scape. 

The early ‘70s offer a classic 
example of what can happen to 
the most careful planning. At that 
time, astronomers were predict- 
ing that the comet Kahoutek 
would pass near the earth, illumi- 
nating the sky night and day. A 
greeting-card company con- 
ceived the bright idea of a series 
of comet cards, with release timed 
to coincide with Kahoutek’s arriv- 
al. The presses were already roll- 
ing when scientists learned that 
the comet would not be so bright 
after all — in fact, that it wouldn’t 
really be visible without a tele- 
scope. The Kahoutek cards, how- 
ever, were quite visible, left on 
store counters by a_ perplexed 
public. 

Sometimes fortune offers 
redress. UNICEF's decision to 


reproduce Far Eastern artwork on 
its 1980 Christmas cards was 
made long before it became clear 
that the establishment of diplo- 
matic ties with China and the 
‘Shogun’ TV series would 
popularize all things Oriental. 
“We just got lucky,’ says 
Michael Soriano, marketing 
director. 

The large greeting-card com- 
panies are openly competing for 
the attention of what Semon of 
American Greetings calls ‘‘the 
masses in America.” In an effort 
to reach the broadest possible 
audience, Hallmark offers 2000 
Christmas-card designs. Amer- 
ican Greetings and Gibson pro- 
duce about 1000 designs each. 
Every year the proportions of the 
various themes and styles are 
adjusted to conform to the per- 
ceived demand. Creative staffs 
are directed to meet those pre- 
established goals, to produce, for 
example, 20 Santa designs or four 
poinsettias. The top three com- 
panies submit new designs for 
review by consumer panels that, 
theoretically, represent a cross- 
section of the American public. 

‘We're not able to change the 
public’s view of how to celebrate 
Christmas,’’ says McGuire. ‘We 
tend to reflect their interests.’ 

Success can also be achieved by 
reversing the process, by starting 
with an original idea or a specific 
purpose, and then finding the 
appropriate audience. The 31- 


year-old greeting-card program 
of the United Nations Children’s 
Fund is an obvious example. 
Although UNICEF does consult 
market studies, it never commis- 
sions specific designs for its 
cards. Instead, it scours class- 
rooms and museums throughout 
the world in search of artwork 
that must, above all, conform to 
UNICEF's ideals. Then, selecting 
from the 850 pieces donated each 
year, a committee of six art cri- 
tics and six marketing experts 
reaches a consensus on about 250 
pieces it finds both beautiful and 
widely salable. Each country’s 
national committee then selects 
about 50 designs for its produc- 
tion line. 

Soriano acknowledges that 
UNICEF cards have ‘a certain 
snob appeal,” but he believes 
they can be appreciated by a 
diverse audience. Indeed, their 
popularity is increasing rapidly. 
Last year 18 million UNICEF 
Christmas cards were sold in the 
United States, and Soriano 
expects this year’s total to reach 
more than 26 million. He attrib- 
utes this year’s success to the 
public exposure UNICEF gained 
during the Cambodian crisis, to 
the quality of the product line, 
and to the price. Most 10-card 
boxes cost $3, and the buyer has 
the satisfaction of knowing that 
roughly 35 cents of each dollar 
will go to helping a needy child. 
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Chicago likewise has its ideologi- 
cal roots. When they founded the 
company in 1971, the owners 
sought merely to demonstrate to 
the giants of the industry that 
recycling paper is economically 
feasible. The giants were not 
impressed. But the fledgling com- 
pany grew rapidly and soon 
became a major force, according 
to Ellen Mora, sales project direc- 
tor. 

Recycled Paper originally pub- 
lished very traditional cards; four 
years ago, however, it hired San- 
dra Boynton (designer of the 
famous ‘‘Hippo birdie two ewe” 
birthday card), and it has since 
concentrated on a_ whimsical 
humor that has proved very 
popular. Its best-selling cards 
take an offbeat but upbeat 
approach to traditional subjects. 
One card with a star-topped 
cactus bears the message, 
“Christmas can be anywhere.” 
On another, a stout Santa con- 
templates a very narrow chim- 
ney; the message reads, “May all 
your impossible dreams* come 
true.” Some have the kind of 
jokes that make you groan before 
you laugh, like the card with an 
elephant and camel labeled 
“ephant’’ and “cam” on the out- 
side, and the words “‘no-el, no-el’’ 
on the inside. 

“The market is ripe for this 
stuff,’ says Mora, noting that her 
company’s sales have tripled this 
year. But success, she insists, has 
not obscured the original pur- 
pose. Most — though not all — of 
these cards are printed on 
recycled paper, of which the com- 
pany uses a good four million 
pounds per year. 

So despite the traditional bent 
of the major card publishers, 
there’s no shortage of options for 
Christmas-card buyers — and 
that’s not even to mention such 
favorites as MFA cards. Locally, 
Kristin Elliott of Beverly and 
Marian Heath of Sudbury run 
small companies that for decades 
have tapped the talent of area 
freelance artists to provide 
alternatives to the mass-market 
cards. Kathy Felix estimates that 
there are 200 to 300 greeting-card 
publishers in the nation, and, he 
adds, ‘Small companies are pop- 
ping up all over.” 

Are people still sending that 
many Christmas cards? The 
National Association of Greeting 
Card Publishers estimates that 
three billion Christmas cards will 
cram America’s mailboxes this 
year, an increase of about five 
percent over last year. This figure 
could merely indicate that the 
baby-boom generation has 
reached the card-sending age. 
Some say that higher postal rates 
discourage card-sending, while 
others suggest that, because of 
inflation, people are sending 
expensive cards instead of gifts. 

Regardless of changes in the 
sales volume, many publishers 
suspect that the function of 
Christmas cards has changed. 
The cards, they believe, are 
becoming a more personal 
exchange between people who do 
not see each other often. The 300- 
name Christmas list is out- 
moded. The once-common prac- 
tice of having one’s name printed 
on cards is now virtually anath- 
ema. 

The top three card companies 
all report increased sales of single, 
counter cards rather than boxed 
cards, and particularly of ‘’per- 
sonalized”’ cards like ‘“To mother 
from both of us.” 

“People are buying specific 
cards. and sending them to people 
with whom they really want to 
communicate. They’re signing 
names and writing notes,” says 
Hallmark's Dinardo. 

‘As our society becomes more 
mobile, greeting cards are an 
excellent way of staying in touch 
with people,’’ comments Rust 
Craft’s Myles. ‘‘Pedple use 
Christmas cards as an occasion to 
re-establish ties with family and 
friends around the country.”’ 

So to all you people we haven't

Some 0-gauge antique trains are 
marked $200, $300, and up. And 
one must also buy the accessories 
— switching stations, buildings, 
bases, legs, lights, tracks, and a 
plethora of tiny hardware. 
Model railroading is, of course, 
more than an opportunity to 
spend a great deal of money. Jack 
Zeletsky counsels would-be 
enthusiasts to keep in mind that 
the hobby has to be fun. ‘Collect 
trains becuase you like them, be- 
cause you can have fun with them 
.. and for no other reason. If 
you collect them just for invest- 
ment, you'll only be disap- 
pointed.’’ And almost every 
hobbyist stresses the ‘‘fraternity”’ 
that grows up among model rail- 
roaders. Zaletsky meets once a 
week with two other men, both of 
whom have extensive train col- 
lections. They help one another 
with layouts and repairs (Za- 
letsky’s specialty), rotating 
meetings from one house to 
another. One of the men has an 
operating tin train setup, so that 
when they really want to ‘play’ 
they go to his house. When Adolf 
Arnold travels, he looks up local 
association members in his regis- 
ter, gives them a call, and usually 
pays them a visit. As he says, this 
helps made the world “a little 
smaller.’’ At the Massachusetts 
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Recent metal battery-powered train from Japan 


Institute of Technology, the Tech 
Model Railroad Club makes the 
campus a little smaller for those 
interested in railroading, and, true 
to form, the club has set up a 
model railroad run by computer 
program. 

This is a boom era for antique- 


model-train collectors. The past 
15 years have broadened the mar- 
kets for serious collectors. Za- 
letsky explains this phenomenon 
on the basis of his own experi- 
ence collecting broken and less- 
than-perfect older train models. 
He started out this way simply 


because he couldn't afford mint- 
condition antiques. Refined 
technologies to produce replace- 
ment parts for long-discontinued 
models and the scarcity of 
complete. train sets in perfect 
condition have combined to make 
what had been looked down on as 
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junk salvageable and valuable. 
The tin-plate trains of the ‘20s 
and ‘30s, many made by the Marx 
toy company and sold over the 
counters of dime stores, have be- 
come as collectible as the highly 
engineered Lionel or American 
Flyers locomotives. 

But where does all this leave a 
seven-year-old child who wants 
to play with a train? The primary 
investment for a new 0-gauge set 
of engine and enough track to 
make a circle (actually an oval) 
that measures 27 by 37 inches is 
roughly $100. That does not 
include a board to set it up on, or 
accessories to make a fascinating 
miniature village on both sides of 
the tracks. A lot of money for a 
toy, you say, but model-train 
buffs argue that trains hold a 
kid’s interest longer than most 
$30 toys. Adolf Arnold contends 
that model railroading affords an 
endless array of fantasy and 
experience. In setting up a rail- 
road you can be an engineer, an 
architect, a builder, a model-maker, 
and a storyteller. 

Arnold disappears under a cur- 
tain that hangs below the train 
platform he has built in his mu- 
seum’s attic. The lights go out, 
and then suddenly stars appear in 
a blue heaven above a mountain 
village. Spotlights appear, and 
tinny Christmas music is heard 
from a suspended sound system, 
and there are tiny scenes of 
miniature life. A railway station 
from the 1920s; passengers wait 
on a wooden platform or sit on 
benches, an oil derrick begins to 
pump, a train pulls out of a vil- 
lage station and makes its way 
down the mountain through 
tunnels and over bridges, a cow- 
boy pops up from the roof of a 
freight train and then ducks back 
down as another desperado, gun 
in hand, pops up from behind a 
pile of coal. Lamps light up bill- 
boards and a train enters the 
roundhouse. Most important, the 
audience, of whatever age and 
however dulled by the super- 
charged world of contemporary 
toys and electronic games, is 
quickly entranced by the fantasy 
of this miniature world. 

My six-year-old son and eight- 
year-old daughter, full-fledged 
members of the ‘Merlin the 
Mini-computer, Battlestar Galac- 
tica molded-plastic punch-togeth- 
er inter-galaxy space station and 
star-fighter sub-station with 
movable parts’ generation, were 
awed when I responded to their 
whispered question, yes, we could 
make a mountain village like Mr. 
Arnold's. And I was awed by the 
tinny puffing train that made its 
way under the twinkling sky of 
perforated blue velvet to the tin 
station, its roof covered with a 
blanket of artificial snow. 

From behind a papier-mache 
mountain, Adolf Arnold popped 
out to say, ‘This is why I love 
these trains,’ and he gestured 
toward the faces of his audience.

Friends have worked diligently 
for the ‘‘restoration and conser- 
vation’ of the downtown's two 
most prominent green oases. 
They also help to procure the ser- 
vices of General Electric tech- 
nicians who devised a Christmas 
lighting scheme for the city’s 
party on the Common. 

The current celebration on the 
Common reflects the evolution of 
two major trends over the years — 
the broadening of the pageant to 
incorporate more trees and, in 
effect, encompass the entire 
Common, and a purge of some of 
the gaudier trimmings that had 
been tried in earlier years. ‘‘We e- 
liminated some of the glitter,’’ ex- 
plains Clark. The emphasis in 
fact, has shifted toward softer, 
lighter colors. 

Still, Christmas on the Com- 
mon is not without its problems. 
Even this holiday is not sacro- 
sanct for vandals, and if Clark's 
prediction holds up, the Christ 
Child will be snatched from the 
manger anywhere from four to 
six times before the Holy Family 
is packed up and moved to 
storage. Bulbs are deliberately 
strung high in the trees to dis- 
courage theft, and Clark advances 
the interesting theory that the 
“soothing, non-flashing’’ lights 
that are now used act as a paci- 
fying agent and thus a deterrent 
to mischief. 

Not surprising, however, the 
biggest headache is money. 
Curran explains that about five 
years ago contributions dried up 
and the city was forced to absorb 
the entire cost of the operation, 
now placed at about $60,000. 
Proposition 2% could threaten 
this municipal funding. ‘‘I don’t 
know. This might be our last 
year,” frets Clark. In any case, 
the possibility certainly exists that 
the festival may soon be forced to 
rely on private donations once 
again. 

Regardless, there is a strong 
determination by everyone 
involved in the project that 
despite obstacles the show must 
go on. Curran tells of the many 
calls she receives from apprecia- 
tive visitors who have come a long 
way to see what has become an 
integral and indispensable part of 
this city’s Christmas celebration. 
“Could you see the Common not 
lit at Christmas?’’ she asks. 

While the Common festival 
may well be the focal point of 
Boston’s holiday season, it is 
complemented by several other 
fledgling Yuletide ‘traditional 
spectacles and extravaganzas. 

In all probability, the largest 
Christmas tree in the city is a 55- 
foot red spruce adorned with 
15,000 colored bulbs, which 
stands outside the Prudential 
Center; the tree is an annual gift 
to Boston from the people of 
Canada. 

Our northern neighbor began 
giving us Christmas trees nine 
years ago. The cystom has an 
unusual etiology according to 
Rod MacDonald, a_ public-re- 
lations director for Prudential 
Insurance. It seems that the whole 
process was set in motion by a 
speech given by then-President 
Nixon, in which he erroneously 
stated that Japan, not Canada was

distinguished guests, 
Cardinal Medeiros and John 
Buchanan, premier of the 
province of Nova Scotia. Music 
was provided courtesy of Pops 
conductor John Williams and 
organist John Kiley: 

What MacDonald claims began 
primarily as ‘a community re- 
lations project for the Back Bay,” 
has grown into a city-wide, even 
international, event. This is now 
Boston’s ‘‘official Christmas 
tree,’’ he asserts. Anyone passing 
by the Pru from dusk to mid- 
night between now and New 
Year's Day will see the tree in all 
its grandeur. 

The city’s outstanding tourist 
attraction, Faneuil Hall Market- 
place, is also decked out for its 
fourth Christmas season, with the 
centerpiece, a 23-foot-high poin- 
settia “tree,” stationed inside the 
lower rotunda at Quincy Market. 

The tree actually consists of 
150 live poinsettia plants sup- 
ported by a 30-foot main mast at- 
tached by two I-beams, and is 
maintained by an_ intricately 
designed watering system that 
feeds each plant individually. The 
assembly of the tree poses a bit of 
a logistics nightmare. Steve 
Moore, marketing director for 
Faneuil Hall Marketplace Inc. 
characterizes it as a ‘fiasco to put 
up,” but feels its uniqueness 


including 


reflects the Marketplace itself. 
“We wanted something like the 
Marketplace,’ he-explains; 
“something you couldn't see any- 
where else.”’ 

As part of the Christmas face- 
lift, trees along the North and 
South Markets have been strung 
with white lights that will acti- 
vate at dusk and shut off at mid- 
night. Wreaths 12 feet in diam- 
eter hang above the doors at the 
east and west ends of Quincy 
Market. 

Always a fertile proving 
ground for star-struck street per- 
formers, the Marketplace has 
arranged for specially selected 
entertainers to provide daily 
performances throughout the 
Christmas holiday. 

Two years ago, Boston 
breathed new life into its retail 
district by chasing out auto- 
mobile traffic and thus creating 
Downtown Crossing. The newly 
created Downtown Crossing As- 
sociation, comprising more than 
100 commercial members, 
ushered in its first Christmas cele- 
bration on the afternoon of 
November 28, with activities 
culminating in a five o'clock tree- 
lighting ceremony. 

Prior to that event, the day was 
marked by the appearance of the 
Nutcracker from the Boston 
Ballet, who entered the Down- 
town Crossing area by coach. The 
area was also infiltrated by elves 
dispensing candy canes and 


coloring-posters to passing chil- 
dren. 

The Downtown Crossing tree, 
which was donated by Massport, 
is situated on Summer Street 
between two of the area’s more 
hallowed _ institutions, Filene’s 
and Jordan Marsh. The 35-foot- 
tall tree is decked with red rib 
bons and white lights and will 
remain in place through New 
Year’s Day. Nighttime shoppers 
will find their paths illuminated 
by large red and white stars that 
will glow above the downtown 
streets during the holiday. 

Acknowledging some anxiety 
connected with staging the 
Crossing Association’s first 
Christmas, executive director 
Bethany Kendall declares that 
‘we really wanted the area to be 
festive and welcoming.” &

As he has every year since his 
election in 1970, Middlesex 
County Sheriff John Buckley will 
spend Christmas Day at the 
Billerica House of Correction. He 
will miss his family in Belmont, 
but he will find his party 
planning decidedly easier than 
others of Santa’s helpers. You 
see, there is no Christmas party in 
jail. 

What there is is an eight-course 
turkey dinner with all the 
trimmings, a gift box from. the 
Salvation Army, and paper 
tablecloths to cover the long steel 
tables on which inmates take their 
meals. ‘“As you can imagine, there 
isn’t a lot of gaiety,’’ says Sheriff 
Buckley. It’s very subdued. After 
the meal, which lasts from about 
noon to one, I hand each man his 
gift and I wish him the best. It’s 
very sad. It’s hard sometimes to 
say, ‘Good luck.’ ”’ 

The Salvation Army package 
will include such items as shaving 
cream, soap, a pen, paper, en- 
velopes, a paperback, and candy. 
Of course, it must not contain 
anything contraband. One year 
the favors included disposable 
butane lighters that were later 
confiscated. 

For inmates who have long 
been deprived of freedom and 
family contact, the holidays are 
particularly difficult to bear. 
Roughly 125 of the prison’s 500 
inmates will receive special 
holiday furloughs. The rest, 
despite the festive mood outside 
the wall, will have to face the 
routine of count-off and slammed 
cell doors. Visiting hours will 
start early, the visiting room will 
have a decorated tree, but 
emotions will still run high. 

Despite their youth (most are 
in their late teens), many of the 
inmates have children. They will 
have presents waiting for them 
under the visiting-room tree. The 
presents, which. are ordered by 
telephone from a toy: warehouse, 
are paid for by the profits from 
the Inmates Canteen Fund. The 
fund is controlled b: in advisory 
board made up of ir ates and is 
generated by the si of small 
items in the prison. In the past, 
the toys have included wooden 
soldiers and rattles. 

Later in the day, everyone will 
attend an ecumenical service that 
is followed by a small collation. 
When it provides an opportunity 
to leave the confines of his cell, 
even the most cynical inmate gets 
religion. But according to 
Buckley, the service can melt even 
the hardest heart. Last year, 
Bishop Joseph Ruocco, who since 
has died, delivered the sermon. 
“Bishop Ruocco told them to be 
of good cheer and good heart,” 
Buckley recalls. ‘“Then he told 
them a little story. It was about 
Christ on the cross and the so- 
called common criminals who 
were crucified next to him. 
Bishop Ruocco told them about 
how one of the criminals turned 
to Christ and said, ‘If you're so 
special, if you're the son of God, 
why don’t you get me out of 
here?’ ’ In the Gospel, according 
to Sheriff Buckley, a somewhat 
abbreviated version of Luke, 
Christ replied, “You will be with 
me this day in Paradise.’’ On 
hearing this, the inmates 
brightened perceptibly. 

“You see,’ says Buckley, 
“Bishop Ruocco was telling them 
that the first person into heaven 
after Christ was an offender. This 
really lifted their spirits. They 
began to sing Christmas carols. I 
could hardly believe it. I know I'll 
never forget it.”

All about homemade gifts, cheiswwid.! 1074 to make yourself

he homely wisdom that home- 
made gifts are the best gifts — it’s 


the thought that counts, etc. — is 
as old as roast chestnuts and as new as the 
Moral Majority. Christmas presents 
hand-crafted with loving care, prefer- 
ably by their giver, are a tradition almost 
as sacred as the Magi. Which is to say a 
lot of hooey is foisted upon us in their 
name. Everyone from Washington lobby- 
ists to ad agencies for multinational con- 
glomerates to (most relevant here) 
women’s magazines unloads bagfuls of 
tricks to persuade us that they’re partic- 
ularly interested in having us spend 
(whoops) a joyful, traditional, non-com- 
mercial, make-it-with-Hellman’s holiday 
season. 

After painstaking research into the 
recent history of women’s-magazine 
make-it-yourself gifts, it is now possible 
to offer Phoenix readers the definitive 
article on the subject — accompanied by 
no less than 1074 gift ideas: some for 
now, when you're behind in your shop- 
ping and in a hurry, others for future 
reference. Once you've read this, no 
magazine’s ‘“‘why not whip up a ...?” 
suggestion, no matter how bizarre, will 
ever faze you. 

* * * 

Let’s start back at a Christmas some 
time before your birth (you average 
Phoenix reader, you). In-1945, there was 
good reason for Christmas according to 
the gospel of women’s magazines to be 
even merrier than usual: the war was over 
and the troops were coming home. This 
was reflected on almost every page of the 
November, 1945, Woman’s Home Com- 
panion. The issue included a full-page 
beef-and-pork-industry ad promoting 
“Meat for the convalescent fighter” (a 
beaming Father Knows Best type in 
pajamas is wolfing down animal flesh, off 
a bed tray). 

However, the make-it-yourself-gifts 
article, modest by today’s standards, only 
demonstrated what a pain in a major 
magazine’s collective neck it is to plan 
ahead: the war was over, so what was the 
point of giving star billing to a wooden 
toy ‘‘cargo glider’ plan whose front 
opened up to disgorge a little wooden jeep 
and tank? To make this cute grouping, 
you had first to send for a 25-cent pat- 
tern (which no doubt had been on the 
drawing board since before D Day) — 
that was the point. All the suggested gifts 
in the magazine that year were for chil- 


dren. Besides the plane, others (for which 
patterns cost just six to 16 cents) were a 
crocheted monkey, dog, family of turtles, 
and lamb in a pinafore and beret; a sewn, 
stuffed cat and horse; and a knitted doll 
and Christmas stocking. 

By 1950 — still a few years before your 
birth, O average Phoenix reader — Wom- 
an’s Home Companion had grown a bit 
sophisticated in its coverage (the maga- 
zine now included make-it-yourself items 
for adults), if not in its syntax and punc- 
tuation. The annual gift article’s intro- 
ductory paragraph read: “Santa Sug- 
gests .. . If you sew, crochet — or just like 
to snip and paste — here’s a gift for you to 
make and something for all ages and 
tastes, so help out Santa by whipping up 
a gift yourself.’” There were a toy skunk, 
toy clown, and schoolbag in the shape of 
an elephant to sew; a French poodle to tie 
together out of lengths of yarn; a sort of 
Scotty-Chihuahua hybrid toy dog to 
crochet; a canasta-table cover to 
embroider; a tray to decoupage; and 
numbered golf-club covers as well as 
pint-sized and six-pack-sized mittens, 
gloves, scarves, and caps to knit. 

Two innovations important to making 
a profit from make-it-yourselfs were in 
evidence by now. First was the peddling 
of most patterns as a package or booklet. 
Even if you only cared about the canasta- 
table cover, you had to spring for the pat- 
terns for the mittens and the scarves and 
the mutt, too. Good way to charge a little 
more (20 cents for the booklet) while 
making it seem the ladies were getting 
more for legs. 

The second innovation wasn’t to 
assume real significance until magazines 
started counting their gifts (as in ‘52 
swell gift ideas’’ and “101 ways to make 
Christmas magic’). Byt the embryonic 
idea had been spawned: list the gifts 
umpteen ways, umpteen times. There 
was a boy's crocheted cap-and-mittens 
set, a child’s crocheted mittens, a child’s 
crocheted gloves, a boy’s crocheted .... 
Right? 

By the way, that issue of Woman’s 
Home Companion also contained a so- 
sensible debate on “‘Is television good or 
bad for children?’’ (well, it depends . . .), 
a photo spread on “The well-dressed 
roast” (it’s wearing lamb-chop frou- 
frous), and an essay titled, ‘“Don’t call me 
broad-minded” (“I have been racking my 
brains unsuccessfully to discover any 
single thing — besides Communism and 





Communists, of course — which we are 
not supposed to tolerate today,” its nar- 
row-minded-and-proud author wrote). 

* * * 

But enough of Woman’s Home Com- 
panion. It’s time to delve into some wom- 
en’s magazines that we can follow 
through your lifetime. The year is 1955; 
you, most-esteemed, most-average 
reader, have experienced your own per- 
sonal nativity; and the December Red- 
book is running a piece called “Food — 
the friendliest gift.’ Suggestions include 
bean-and-egg spread, ‘California fruit 
loaf,.’ liver pate, and a soup to be made 
from two cans of condensed soup, a can 
of water chestnuts, and a stingy dose of 
sherry (the description of whdse ingredi- 


timid sub-headline ‘‘A favorite recipe’’). 
With friends like that .....° 

Gifts of food rather than handicrafts 
are another theme that runs through the 
eternal comedy of make-it-yourselfs. Ap- 
parently, no women’s magazine identi- 
fies itself exclusively with one category or 
the other. Some go whole hog on food 
one year and needle you into a frenzy 
over knitting projects the next. Others 
offer both kinds of ideas in the same year. 
Usually, though, if there are handicrafts 
at all, they appear in the November issue 
(along with the how-to-stuff-a-wild-tur- 
key Thanksgiving-food article), so you'll 
have plenty of time to order patterns and 
get to work; and any edible Christmas 
presents are brought up, no, described in 
December. 

In 1955, Redbook was doing food — 
not only those “friendly’’ foods. noted 
above, but also ‘Food gifts for children to 
make,”’ none of which required cooking: 
“Peanut-butter shaggies,’’ ‘‘candy-mint 
trees,” “‘rolled-cookie faces,’’ and a 
“tutti-frutti train.” Nahh, you don’t want 
to know what those are. That issue of the 
magazine was more notable for “’ ‘Tis the 
morning of Christmas,” a pictorial of 
Jane Powell and her ‘‘attractive children, 
Sissy and ‘Ga,’ and her businessman- 
husband, Pat Nerney,’ who are wearing 


-matching Santa-print sleepwear from 


Bloomingdale’s and demonstrating with 
operatic gestures how they feel about pre- 
tending to open Christmas presents. 
* oe + 

By November of 1960, Redbook had 
gone proto-punk. It had also begun 
counting its gifts. ‘‘Fifteen lovely gifts — 
handmade for Christmas’ — that’s all 


there were. They included a pair of 
leopard-cloth ‘pixie’ boots, a veil-and- 
velvet dinner hat, and two styles of party 
apron, in addition to such more-predict- 
able needlework as a pillowcase, a 
kitchen-towel set, a guest towel, a child’s 
bib, and a tablecloth, all embroidered; a 
child’s laundry bag in the shape of a doll 
(remember this one — you haven’t seen 
the last of it); and a toy clown that went 
with a second child’s bib featuring a 
clown applique. As to how onewould go 
about actually, whipping these up, Red- 
book was trying out a primitive instant- 
reader-gratification scheme: most 
required McCall's patterns, available 
wherever fine patterns were sold. (Some 


_ Magazines have gone on to provide still- 


more-instant gratification by fleshing out 
their contents with patterns right in the 
issue.) 

Highlight of that November, 1960, 
Redbook, which hit the stands shortly 
before Election Day, was the rambling 
‘My advice to the next First Lady,” by 
Eleanor Roosevelt. This was accom- 
panied by photo portraits of the very 
young and theatrically idealistic-looking 
Pat Nixon and Jackie K. “One unforget- 
table inauguration day my husband and I 
drove in an open car through a down- 
pour and arrived at the White House with 
our clothes sodden,” confided Eleanor, 
somewhat off her (and our) subject. ‘To 
make it worse for me, the dye in my hat 
had run down my face in a startling fash- 
ion... .” Eventually, she got on with her 
topic: “It is important to be more con- 
scious than ever before in your life that 
your accessories must all match, that they 
belong with the dress or suit that you are 
wearing .... I was told gently that the 
president's wife was not supposed to run 
the elevator for herself, but this I 
obstinately insisted on doing.’’ Later, she 
even got serious, but that’s way off our 
subject. 

* * * 

Another magazine, another step closer 
to today: 1965 was another boom year for 
the American economy, and if was a.food 
year for Ladies’ Home Journal. The 
November issue, where the handicrafts 
should have been, was taken up with 
descriptions of presents to buy, as well as 
with regular old articles: ‘Tell me, Doc- 
tor: ‘Why did birth control fail for me?’ ”’ 
by the perhaps pseudonymous Barbara 
Seaman, and another one with a talk-y 
title: ‘‘ ‘What, make my own fur coat?’ 
‘Yes, make your own fur coat.’ ”’ 


So in,December, along, with “My life 


. with Caroline and John- Jorn Kennedy,” 
ents is buried under the understandably 7 hy 


y (Nail? Shaw, ‘governess, out came the 
edibles: ‘Jewel jellies *;-to give, to 
keep,’«'To give with relish” (pickles, of 
course), and “Stylish wraps for gifts of 
food” \(... these glowing jellies are 
topped with tissue paper that has been 
dipped in milk’’). The most remarkable 
article, however, was one for which Red- 
book's shaggy-peanut-butter story of a 
decade earlier might have provided the 
author with food for thought: ‘Candies 
without cooking — or almost.” ‘Our 
French mints and marzipan,” it boasted, 
“are quickly stirred up with, among other 
things, packaged mashed potatoes and 
confectioners’ sugar. No cooking what- 
soever!”’ 

Also in 1965, Good Housekeeping 
proved that it had pretty nearly mastered 
the art of counting the blessings it sought 
to confer on its readers. The December 
issue promised not only ‘’50 easy ideas 
for the holiday house’ and ‘From 80 
years of Good Housekeeping: A Christ- 
mas gathering of favorite dishes,’’ but 
also “75 ways to save time during the 
holidays.”’ 

Let’s just look closely at a few of the 
enumerated items to get an idea how 
sneaky the art of counting jis. In ‘’50 easy 
ideas,” subtitled “Stretch your imagina- 
tion,” the very first, number-one idea 
was to “decorate your front door with a 
lasting wreath of pine cones, nuts, dried 
berries. Spray them gold, attach to wire 
mesh.’’ Now, was that utterly superflu- 
ous? The suggested activity is as instinc- 
tive as breathing to normal housewives, 
and who else pays attention to Good 
Housekeeping? Lesson to be learned from 
this: counted lists may include boring

ideas that people have already thought of 
themselves. 

Number one of the ‘’75 ways to save 
time’” was to “get a special loose-leaf 
notebook for Christmas planning and 
divide it into categories — shopping, 
entertaining, decorating, etc. Itemize all 
job steps, notes, ideas, menus, schedules, 
dates, lists and related details to assure 
they are remembered and are done on 
time.” Lesson: counted lists may include 
virtuous-sounding, boring ideas for 
things that no one will ever, ever do. 

The ‘80 years of favorite dishes,” 
which lists (harumph) 70-odd concoc- 
tions, includes among them (just for 
instance) ‘‘sjx-in-one cocktail hash’ and 
“‘jellied-marshmallow squares.” Lesson: 
counted lists may include ghoulishly 
peculiar ideas that would never see the 
light of print on their own merits. 

* * + 

By 1970, Ladies’ Home Journal was 
also thoroughly conversant with the art 
of counting. One can imagine that edi- 
tors coming up with that year’s “32 gifts 
to make for Christmas” as the result of a 
speed contest. 

“Okay, Madge, we need 15 or more for 
‘him’ and 15 or more for ‘her.’ This year 
we're into braid, nailheads, fringe, and 
vinyl, and casual activities and sports. 
Go!” 

(Madge’s response is taken verbatim 
from the publication.) ‘‘His: 1) Vinyl ten- 
nis-racket cover, initialed in braid, 
studded with nailheads. 2) Vinyl golf- 
club covers with braid trim. 3) A yard- 
stick cover that hangs from a wall. 4) 
More braid stitched together to make a 
book jacket .... 14) A fringed-tape belt. 
15) Two tapes studded with nailheads to 
make into a reversible belt. Hers: . . . 13) 
Braid belt is fringed with suede, studded 
with nailheads .... 17) A feminine yard- 
stick cover in flowered tape with wool 
tassel.”’ 

“That's it!” : 

‘Good going, Madge. Three minutes, 
22 seconds! That's the fastest yet, and the 
ideas are all usable.” 

In that same issue of Ladies’ Home 
Journal, ‘‘Caroline Kennedy at 13” and 
“Everything you always wanted to know 
about your pet's sex life’ also appeared. 

Redbook in ‘70 waited until December 
to reveal its gift ideas, so that issue’s 
cover promised “Gifts you can make 
quickly.’’. Stuffed-animal dolls, yarn 
wall-hangings, a fringed suede shoulder 
bag, and appliqued Raggedy Ann and 
Andy pictures were all to be made from 
kits available at stores, including Sears 
and FAO Schwarz. Ribbon-trimmed pil- 
lows were explained in the magazine it- 
self. So was the attitude, ‘Don’t be afraid 
to make merry: Let us exalt earth, not 
heaven,” by no less a personage than the 
Vicar of Christ Church, Port Jefferson, 
New York. 

* * * 

The tradition of make-it-yourselfs was 
well-established and therefore funda- 
mentally ho-hum enough by 1975 that 
the magazines had to pitch readers with 
numbers and adjectives: “50 best ever 
gifts to make,” from Good Housekeep- 
ing. Ready? Go! A patchwork wreath, a 
ruffled flowerpot ‘‘coverlet,”” an ankle- 
length hostess apron, a five-foot-long 
knitted snake, a mattress-ticking mouse 
doorstop, an opened and painted sardine 
tin filled with salt-dough strawberries, 
calico-wreath placemats, animal and air- 
plane toys made from old spark plugs, a 
yarn-loop fashion boa, a crocheted pony, 
a picnic tablecloth, ... and a handy 
holder for string, decorated with a card- 
board face topped with a sunbonnet. 

“Great gifts to make — 100 for $5 or 
less’’ from Woman's Day. Go! A ply- 
wood napkin holder, a pine trivet, 
‘‘classy-looking silver cuff links and tie 
tack are buttons glued onto findings,” 
women’s crocheted ‘‘gauntlets’” (time 


out: according to the American Heritage 
Dictionary, a gauntlet is either ‘‘a pro- 
tective glove worn with medieval armor,”’ 
“a protective glove with a flaring cuff 
used in manual labor,” or ‘a chal- 
lenge’), a crocheted beret, a child’s 
crocheted hat, a knitted cap and scarf set, 
a dog sweater, a crocheted hat and turtle- 
neck-dickey set, ‘shiny chokers and 
bangles’’ (necklaces and bracelets to you, 
perhaps) “are satin-covered rubber tub- 
ing’ (and perhaps not), patchwork-cov- 
ered flowerpots, a denim-covered waste- 
basket, a bathrobe made out of towels, a 
toy pelican, a toy lion, a toy pig-and-pig- 
lets set, and a patchwork toy duck. 

Quack. Good going, Madge! 

* * * 

This mad escalation must stop some- 
where, sometime: But.despite the expose 
and shameless one-upping rolled into 
one, it probably won't be here and now. 
“Gourmet gifts from your kitchen,” 
“Holiday treats,’ “Christmas gift spec- 
ial!’ the 1980 magazine covers trumpet. 
Better Homes & Gardens has come up 
with an extra “Christmas ideas” edition 
that supplements its regular monthly 
offerings. And several of today’s wom- 
en’s magazines are playing around with 
an insidious new discovery: the stealth- 
ily counted list. House & Garden boldly 
proclaims on its November cover, “500 
ideas for presents to buy or make.” 
Inside, there are fewer than 150 photos of 
suggested presents. A disparity like that 
occasions the guess that the editors have 
‘counted separately all seven sizes of 
police flashlights referred to in the cap- 
tion of a photo of same. 

The make-it-yourselfs? Well, there’s a 
big photo of a bunch of ‘‘sponge- 
painted’ stuff (boxes, mirror frames, 
bowls, picture frames) — that should be 
good for at least 50 count-’em presents. 
And there are half-a-dozen “Supercook- 
ies,’ with recipes included and printed 
patterns (oh yes!) to order, for $4.95 for 
the set. That's all the make-it-yourselfs. 

Good Housekeeping goes that one 
stealthier by announcing on its Novem- 
ber cover, ‘More pictures, more pages, 
more holiday ideas than any other wom- 
an’s magazine.’ Now how could the 
Good Housekeepers possibly know that? 
Oh well, at least their ‘52 money-saving 
gifts to make” are all numbered (it seems 
nit-picking to complain that, say, 
embroidered holiday placemats and 
matching napkins are counted 
separately). For some gifts, patterns are in 
the issue; for others; there are leaflets to 
send for, each of which costs you only the 
price of a stamped reply envelope. To 
make 16 of the gifts, though, you need to 
order GH kits, priced from $5.98 to 
$24.98, plus postage and handling. 

Among these very latest in make-it- 
yourself gift ideas are (go!) crocheted 
slippers, a boy’s knitted sweater, adults’ 
knitted sweaters, a child’s knitted cap, a 
man’s knitted cap, a woman’s crocheted 
scarf with a yarn-loop fashion-boa tail, 
child’s thumbless knitted mittens, knitted 
paddleball mittens, a hair-dryer bag, a 
child’s laundry bag in the shape of a doll 
(hey!), glued-together calico baskets, and 
a sewn and stuffed dragon, biplane, 
mouse, snake, parrot, and bulldozer. 

Uh, Madge?

Now here’s the Phoenix’s own dark- 
horse contender in the race to set down 
the very last word in make-it-yourself 
Christmas gift ideas. By mixing and 
matching words in each of the three 
columns of the simple chart below, you 
can reconstruct our first 1000 (count ‘em! 

(Further sug- 
gestions — courtesy of our whole wish- 
ing-you-a-very-merry-holiday staff and 
supplementary staff of friends-of-staff — 
defied easy categorization and are given 
below.)

Toys for grownups

here’s something sad about a 

' Christmas morning when the kids 

get all the Super Galactic Sound 
Guns, the Inflatable Donald Duck Bop 
Bags, and the Mr. Potato Heads — the fun 
stuff — while the adults get stuck with 
WaterPiks and pajamas from Blooming- 
dale’s. Some people do try to liven things 
up by throwing in a few ‘‘executive’’ toys 
for adults, but this seldom works. Exec- 
utive toys are just too expensive to be any 
fun. Ask yourself: is a remote-control 
vertical turntable ($2000 and up) really 
that much more fun than a Bee Gees 
Sing-A-Long Strobe Phonograph/Radio 
($29.99)? Probably not. 

Yet, while such price discrepancies can 
be depressing after the fact (“You mean | 
could have bought a Hulk Flying Fist for 
one 100th the price?’”’), taking them into 
account can be encouraging during the 
shopping season. Just consider that you 
can probably make all your friends happy 
by concentrating your Christmas 
shopping in one exclusive Newbury 
Street establishment, F.A.O. Schwarz, 
and afew suburban monoliths, like Child 
World and Toys ‘’R” Us. 

Of course, the toys-for-adults concept 
can be taken too far. Those insurance 
executives who spend every evening 
down in their basements wearing STP 
jackets and playing with their slot-car 
sets always look a little silly. But after 
scouting local toy departments 
thoroughly, we've found a few items — 
the Batman and Robin Executive Set 
comes immediately to mind — that cross 
the age barrier rather well. 

Below, some suggestions, with at least 
one area retailer where each item may be 
found (prices, on the other hand, may 
vary from store to Store). 


Decay-preventive cartoon characters 

First the bad news: the Tweety and 
Sylvester Talking Action Alarm Clock 
(‘Wake up! Save Tweety Bird!’’) and the 
Bugs Bunny Talking Coat Hanger (‘‘Eh! 
Make neatness a habit!’’) are not on the 
market during the 1980 holiday season. 
But Bugs, at least, has resurfaced, this 


time around with a Bugs Bunny Tooth- 
brush Radio. This hard-plastic icon 
features the wabbit himself, cracking his 
typical wise-guy grin, standing next to a 
sink, two toothbrush holders, and an AM 
radio. ‘Start your day with music as you 
brush that happy smile, Doc!” Bugs tells 
us from the front of the box, and the 
encouragement is definitely worth the 
$14.88 price tag. 

This year there is also, for those who 
want to make someone’s brushing really 
fun. a Wonder Woman Battery-Powered 
Toothbrush ($3.99), with a Lynda Carter 
handle, as well as a Donny and Marie 
Battery-Powered Toothbrush, which 
features a miniature television set, a selec- 
tion of insertable Donny. and Marie 
scenes, and a microphone-shaped tooth- 
brush handle. 5 

All three are available at Toys ‘‘R”’ Us. 


Noise! Action! Realism! 

We're not quite sure what this says 
about America, the ‘80s, or Reagan's 
foreign-policy promises, but there are 
more toy weapons for sale this Christ- 
mas season than there have been in recent 
memory. The psychological effects of 
these playthings on children are still 
unclear, but adults have always liked to 
use plastic arms to scare people at the 
of fice. 

The best of the current batch include 
the Super Galactic Sound Gun (a $16.95 
yellow plastic weapon that flashes red 
and gives fun-lovers the choice of four 
distinct sounds — machine gun, force ray, 
laser, and stun, “all at varying speeds 
with synchronized light for added 
realism’), the Challenger Sound Dart 
Rifle ($3.97), and the Ping Pong Ball 
Pistol ($1.69). The Hulk, who never 
looked as though he needed much help 
from small arms, weighs in with two 
weapons nonetheless — a green Hulk 
Gamma Blaster Pistol ($6.97) ‘‘with 
Blaster Sound and Project-A-Beam,” and 
the Hulk Flying Fist ($2.29), which 
attaches around your wrist and lets you 
shoot darts through your fingers. Of 
course the ‘Glow in the Dark’’ Space

Swords ($1.29) and the ‘‘official’’ Force 
Lightsabers ($4.97, which shows what 
licensing is going for these days) are still 
doing Star Wars business. However, the 
favorite, in offices around town, could 
just turn out to be the Cap Grenade. It 
looks real and promises ‘‘Noise! Action! 
Realism!’’ on its package. It may not 
deliver all three to military specifications 
(especially at $1.29), but it’s so perfect for 
lobbing into offices and over partitions 
that you may find it hard to resist.

The gift of music 

Musicians always want to own more 
musical instruments. That’s why they 
spend so much time drooling at E.U. 
Wurlitzer’s. But a lot of people shy away 
from musical presents because they think 
good ones are so expensive. This is a mis- 
conception. Musicians will play with any 
musical toy they can get their hands on. 
And since toy-store music sections are 
now bigger than ever, the average’ gift 
shopper has a lot of leeway. 

First of all, for the traditional, folk- 
style musicians, there’s a choice between 
the Miss Piggy tambourine, the Mickey 
Mouse ukulele, and either the Shaun 
Cassidy or the Andy Gibb guitar. Each 
costs less than $5. And for a little more 
($14.97), you can get the fabulous green 
Big Sound Pianosaurus, a jumbo key- 
board mounted on a large plastic hippo- 
potamus. 

For electric musicians, there’s also the 
Bee Gees Battery-Powered Amplifier 
($12.99), the Barbie FM Microphone 
($9.88), which transmits your voice 
through any FM radio, and the Mickey 
Mouse Club Cassette Recorder ($34.88). 

This year, there are even toys for the 
synthesizer set, including the Sound 
Gizmo ($19.97), which gives you the 
chance to ‘Make a jet take off and land!’ 
“Defend against space pirates!’’ and 
‘Blow up a dangerous meteor!’ Effects 
include explosions, gunshots, phasers, 
sirens, helicopters, jet planes, and trains. 
There is also the Muson Synthesizer 
($29.88), which claims to offer ‘‘the 
strangest sounds in the galaxy.” Finally, 
for those who just need a back-up musi- 
cian, there’s the Bee Gees Rhythm 
Machine, which provides a variety of 
disco, Latin, or pop beats — all for only 
$26.97. On a.per-beat basis, that’s a bar- 

ain.

Executive Set 

Do you know an executive who can do 
without the Batman and Joker Executive 
Set?

‘Tis the season for 
catalogue shopping

ou’ve been out Christmas 
ay shopping, have you? Then 

you haven’t forgotten 
what it can be like. The boutique 
that blared offensive disco ver- 
sions of your holiday favorites, 
the day you waited in line 20 min- 
utes to park your car, the grimly 
determined mobs of shoppers 
who became wild-eyed as Filene’s 
closing time drew near 
Remember? 

There is another way — cata- 
logues. Choosing gifts can be 
comfortable, leisurely, entertain- 
ing even. Store and mail-order 
catalogues are year-round items, 
but they take on a special look 
and style for the holidays. Sit 
back. Forget the crowds and — for 
fun and future reference — 
browse with me now through this 
year’s batch. 

You will notice right away that 
these are glossy little booklets in- 
deed. Further inspection reveals 
that their formats are generally 


similar. Items (photographed to 


best advantage, of course) are 
identified by numbers that corre- 
spond to amazingly informative 
descriptions. But each catalogue 
has a distinct personality, the 
style of the issuing emporium. 
There are specialty catalogues — 
for toys, men’s and women’s 
clothing, ties, kitchenware — and 
those that offer an assortment of 
the above, plus food, art, Christ- 
mas decorations, jewelry, even 
luxurious travel experiences. 

If Christmas brings out the kid 
in you, then F.A.O. Schwarz is 
your book. All the old favorites 
are here — model trains, stuffed 
animals, sleds, dolls, even an ant 
farm. These people stick to tradi- 
tion — only two pages of elec- 
tronic games, but you can get a 
gun-and-holster set or a remote- 
controlled Sherman tank (minia- 
ture, of course). I was somewhat 
taken aback, however, to see an 
“airport playset,’ which includes 
runway and model DC-10. Com- 
bine it with the ‘police rescue 
set’ on the back cover (comes 
with rescue helicopter, firemen, 
little victims, and stretchers) and 


your favorite child isall set for a . 


really fun afternoon of “plane 
crash.” Ah, the good old days 


This year’s winner — no con- 


test — in the style department is 
Bloomingdale’s. The cataloguers 
packed up models and merchan- 
dise and flew the whole kaboodle 
to the People’s Republic of China 
to be photographed. The Orien- 
tal theme predominates through- 
out, in color and design and in the 
selection of gift items; you hold 
the 96-page catalogue sideways, 
calendar-style, and flip the pages 
up. In keeping with the Chinese 
motif, special offers bookable 
through Bloomingdale’s include a 
tour of New York Chinese art col- 
lections, a ‘feasting weekend of 
Chinese cuisine in San Fran- 
cisco” (Mayor Feinstein will join 
you for Sunday dinner), and a 
two-week trip to Hong Kong that 
gives new meaning to the word 
“dazzle.” Bloomie’s has outdone 
itself this year. 

Neiman-Marcus, a well-known 
Dallas-based chain of depart- 
ment stores, made a big splash 
several years ago when it fea- 
tured a series of his-and-her gifts 
— twin private planes, for exam- 


ple. I could just imagine the Ew- 


ing women leafing through the’ 


N-M catalogue on a slow eve- 
ning at Southfork. Unfortun- 
ately, this year’s volume proves 
somewhat disappointing by com- 
parison. Some of the clothing was 
photographed in Spain, but this 
idea is not developed into a 
theme, and the merchandise is 
generally conservative. One ex- 
ception is the section devoted to 
furs — 30 articles of animal-skin 
clothing, and almost half of them 
for men. And this in the year of 
the heat wave? 

Sakowitz in Houston is more 
like it. Hey, how about a “heli- 
camper” (further described as a 
“flying recreational vehicle’)? Or 
take a hundred ‘‘close friends” to 
a weekend at the Y.O. ranch. The 
deal includes “‘traildriving a herd 
of 69 Texas Longhorns. . . Coun- 
try-Western food, booze and... 
authentic cowboys....’” Sounds 
like fun to me. 

The rest of the Sakowitz cata- 
logue is heavy on glittery clothes 
and jewelry; only the two-page 
black-lingerie layout jars. A 
model, languorously reclining in a 
very revealing black lace teddy, is 
inexplicably wearing pantyhose 
underneath, with about five in- 
ches of the brown panty part 
showing. Kinda spoils the effect. 

Lingerie, by the way, must be a 
very popular holiday gift item, 
judging by the number of pages

o say the least, this has 

i been a year of extreme and 

tragic divisiveness. One 
regularly sees, for example, fiscal 
recklessness in the name of par- 
simony; ignorance and mis- 
information in the name of edu- 
cation; brute intolerance in the 
name of equality; loathsome hate- 
mongering in the name of divine 
love. But all that stuff is for the 
other sections of the paper — here 
we're concerned only with the 
cultural expressions of this diver- 
sity, which average out as con- 
siderably healthier. Besides, when 
I limit my meditations to music I 
have the option to put on another 
record, rather than sackcloth and 
ashes. 

Certainly the most fertile 
ground for germinating the sea- 
son’s traditional sentiments 
would have to be that musical 
domain where tradition and sen- 
timent coincide. This year, as 
every year, country music ‘leads 
the season in song. Country 
Christmas (Columbia) is a quin- 
tessential collection of timely 
songs, culled from Columbia's 
conglomerate rhinestone roster 
over the past decade. The titles 
are holiday standards: “Hark! the 
Herald Angels Sing,” “It Came 
upon a Midnight Clear,’”’ and 


‘the ultimate in mawkishness, 


‘The Little Drummer Boy.” If the 
notion of Tanya Tucker crooning 
“Silent Night’’ seems a mite 
absurd, bear in mind that this was 
recorded before she contracted 
terminal hot pants. George 
Jones’s rendition of “O Little 
Town of Bethlehem” contributes 
a suitable dignity to the collec- 
tion, however. There is also a 
curious version of “Mr. and Mrs. 
Santa Claus,” by the duet of 
Jones and Tammy Wynette — 
regrettable that the sketchy liner 
notes fail to clarify at what point 
in their tempestuous profes- 
sional and personal relationship 
this track, produced by Billy 
Sherrill, was recorded. 

Johnny Cash, in Classic Christ- 
mas (Columbia), makes an honest 
effort to evoke and explain the 
homespun virtues to which most 
C&W (and, by implication, most 
churchgoers) pays only lip 
service. He doesn’t point fingers 
or name names, or even hint at a 
shortcoming anywhere in his 
sight. But when he girds his loins 
with that patriarchal bearing of 
his, he radiates introspection and 
humility even from the midst of a 
string orchestra and full choir, 
and suddenly all too few of his 
alleged peers measure up. Here he 
can ennoble even ‘The Little 
Gray Donkey” with the justice of 
his attention. 

On the other hand, Christmas 
with Slim Whitman (Columbia) 
typifies the flashy, tawdry side of 
the country coin. In the scene on 
the album cover, the candles are 
burning on the mantelpiece and 
the tree is well trimmed, but not 
as well as Whitman’s gleaming 
smoking jacket. His cultured leer 
recasts the whole scene into some- 
thing out of a soap opera — in 
fact, he looks as if he intended to 
give you a baby for Christmas. As 
for humility, check out this title: 
‘Let There Be Peace on Earth (Let 
It Begin with Me).” 

In that light, we can only be 
thankful that mavericks like 
Emmylou Harris and Willie 
Nelson combat this sort of hypoc- 
risy. “The problem with most 
Christmas albums,’’ chides 
Harris, ‘is that they’re usually so 
overproduced, Most of them are 
really simple tunes, with simple 
melodies and lyrics that get 
buried under all those strings.’ 
As it happened, Harris had just 
finished her Roses in the Snow 
set of bluegrass and acoustic 
music, and there was leftover 
studio time and a lot of good 
feeling, so they proceeded to lay 
down some Christmas tracks. “I 
was very pregnant and it was the 
middle of July, but somehow the 
time seemed right.” Light of the 
Stable (Warner Bros.) has an 
open, spontaneous atmosphere

Christmas discs, from country to classical 


throughout, as of friends 
dropping by to sing in the living 
room, or even of music that 
simply happens in the course of a 
normal country day. The a cap- 
pella harmonies of “The First 
Noel,’’ for example, make an ideal 
lullabye (I can’t see how preg- 
nancy could do anything but help 
in the spirit of a Nativity project). 
Even the obligatory “Little Drum- 
mer Boy” manages not to cloy, 
though its arrangement is the 
densest and silliest of the lot, of 
course. 

One of the friends who 
dropped by to sing for Harris was 
Nelson, who has been a benevo- 
lent presence since being accepted 
into the country scene. Sadly, he 
can’t seem to get any writing done 
when he’s not starving and being 
run out of town on a rail, but he 
still turns his hand to intriguing 
projects from time to time. Last 
year he wrapped up Pretty Paper 
(Columbia), a package of the 
poppiest of the holiday repertory 
— “White Christmas,” ‘Rudolph 
the Red-Nosed Reindeer’ and 
‘Frosty the Snowman,” to name 
the most droll. But to arrange the 
material and front the band, Nel- 
son contacted old soul stalwart 
Booker T. Jones; the result lends 
new meaning to the term cross- 
over. 

Country cousins ought also to 
be apprised of RCA’s additions to 
its Gold Label budget line. For a 
mere $5.98 list price, you can 


complete your collection with 
Elvis Sings the Wonderful World 
of Christmas, the samplers 
Wishing You a Merry Christmas 
and Christmas Greetings from 
Nashville, Charley Pride’s Christ- 
mas in My Home Town, Christ- 
mas with Chet Atkins, and 
Christmas with Danny Davis and 
the Nashville Brass. The label is 
also fulfilling its responsibility to 
popular culture by keeping in the 
catalogue A Christmas Together 
by John Denver and the 
Muppets. 

Independent folkie labels 
actually. do make available the 
nascent American Christmas arts. 
An Early American Christmas, on 
Philo, highlights the traditional 
vocal music of the New Englarid 
area. Swallow Records offers 
Merry Cajun Christmas, 
featuring bilingual versions of the 
Cajun Christmas story, with 
traditional instrumental accom- 
paniments. John Roberts and 
Tony Barrand, a salty pair of Brit- 
ish expatriates, have sung hun- 
dreds of fine, venerable tunes up 
and down the folk festivals, and 
they have assembled a largely 
English collection under the 
charming title of Nowell Sing We 
Clear (Front Hall). The Christ- 
mas Revels, appropriately enough 
on Revel Records (not to be con- 
fused with the country-fiddling 
label Rebel), includes English 
carols and poetry performed by 
Cambridge (Massachusetts) 


musicians. Pete Seeger, as usual, 
gathers up every tradition within 
reach on his Folkways album 
Christmas. 

The present resurgence in clas- 
sic rhythm ‘n’ blues owes its exis- 
tence to the much ballyhooed 
Blues Brothers. But until Belushi 
and Aykroyd scrawl out lyrics to 
“Briefcase Full of Snow,” sea- 
sonal soul will remain the gen- 
uine article. This year, Atco 
Records rescued Soul Christmas 
from the vault — a mid-’60s com- 
pilation featuring the likes of Otis 
Redding, Joe Tex, and Carla 
Thomas. The repertoire is as 
standard as a plate of chitter- 
lings, and the treatments are as 
soulful, even unto Otis Redding 
belting out ““White Christmas” as 
if it weren't inherently absurd. 
This package also features a 
reduced price tag, a guaranteed 
Yuletide groove at $5.98 list. 

Starday/King, an important 
soul label of decades past, has 
made available a funky little col- 
lection called Merry Christmas 
Baby, as well as a set called Please 
Come Home for Christmas by 
Charles Brown and Bill Doggett. 
Brown also appears, with Baby 
Washington, on one of a handful 
of Capitol 45-rpm reissues: 
“Merry Christmas Baby’ b/w 
“Silent Night.” A set on Col- 
umbia called Jingle Bell Jazz 
features performances of the 
usual standards by artists of 
unusual talent: Herbie Hancock, 


“Miles Davis, et funky al. 


This year’s most egregious 
novelty single, at least on a major 
label, is the work of one Father 
Guido Sarducci, a creation of 
underground-comics artist Dave 
Sheridan catapulted to fame and 
fortune by way of Saturday 
Night Live. Father Sarducci’s per- 
formance of ‘‘I Won’t Be 
Twisting This Christmas’ com- 
fortably fits into the radio-pro- 
graming category of ‘‘adult-con- 
temporary’ — i.e., insubstantial 
groove with a soupcon of funk. 
The flip side, an Italian transla- 
tion of ‘“MacArthur Park,’ may 
not be quite as silly as Donna 
Summer’s disco version, but it 
helps if you harbor a penchant 
for hippie Dada in Romance lan- 
guages. The good Father has a 
surprisingly unresonant set of 
pipes for an alleged Latin. 

However, I’ve been advised 
that a punk rendition of “Silent 
Night,” by the Dickies, is making 
the rounds. I’d love to hear this — 
it would have to be the most 
drastic alteration since Can (the 
German, Stockhausen-trained 
improvisational group) prepared 
a sarcastic Muzaky version five 
or six years back. Considering 
their penchant for trampling out- 
moded conventions, it’s rather 
surprising that new-wavers 
haven't taken a greater interest in 
the artistic demolition of | this 
music. Slade’s ‘‘Merry Xmas 
Everybody’’ may well be the 
world’s first punk carol. True, its 
1973 release antedated the era of 
true punk by some years, and the 
song was an international hit of 
extremely old-wave magnitude. 
But they treated the horrendous 
state of England’s economy in 
detail, complete with a timely ref- 
erence to the convulsions caused 
by the onset of the energy crisis, 
and thus crafted a most 
convincing malaise. The chorus 
read, ‘“‘So here it is, Merry 
Christmas, everybody's having 
fun/Look to the future now, it’s 
only just begun... .’’ It stood as 
the most corrosive slice of 
cultural irony in rock ‘n’ roll 
sociology until the Sex Pistols 
declared that there was no future, 
which now seems like the 
absolute last word. 

In fact, strange as it may seem, 
the new wave nowadays tilts 
toward theism. David Byrne, 
Talking Heads honcho, admits 
that some of the texts to the 
band’s new Remain in Light 
(Sire), including ‘Houses in 
Motion,” were cribbed from radio 
evangelists’ sermons in the South 
‘and West. And David Thomas, 
lead singer and lyricist for the 
experimental/industrial Pere 
Ubu, has totally redirected the 
formerly nihilist vision of the 
band to reflect his adherence to 
the Jehovah’s Witnesses. The 
explicit fanfare of ‘Jehovah's 
Kingdom- Comes” from 1979's 
New Picnic Time (Chrysalis 
import) leads quite naturally into 
the religious and ethical parables 
on the wonderful new Art of 
Walking (Rough Trade). Thomas 
presents the case for proper 
Christian conduct not with fire 
and brimstone but through 
nature: examining the business 
affairs of birds, ants, fish, and 
populations even more minute, he 
concludes that moral behavior is 
as germane to the quality of life as 
is a healthy ecology, and for simi- 
lar reasons. I also appreciate his 
proclamations in ‘‘Go,”’ wherein 
he plays toastmaster-general for 
everything unsung: ‘Here's to 
the small things.... Here’s to 
the details that make God smile.”’ 

Then again, there’s nothing so 
optimistic about Punk Rock 
Christmas, a 12-inch EP on the 
Rhino label. Based in Los 
Angeles, Rhino is the label over 
which Dr. Demento currently 
hangs his hat, and this bit of sea- 
sonal shtick, by the Ravers 
(who?), is worthy of the good 
Doctor — barely. Much closer to 
the true spirit of the season, the 
redoubtable Residents, on the San 
Francisco sampler Subterranean 
Modern (Ralph), have con-

Albums to give to audiophiles

i-fi enthusiasts have always been 
H very difficult people to buy gifts 

for, as my family can testify. 
Most audiophiles would rather pick out 
their own components: much of the fun 
arises from reading about new stereo 
components, comparing them in stores, 
discussing them with other audiophiles, 
evaluating their sound and the feel of 
their controls, and finally arriving at an 
assembled system of components. The 
pleasures of owning and using fine stereo 
equipment derives largely from the pro- 
cess of selecting it — perhaps even more, 
for some audiophiles, than from the 
equipment'’s ability to reproduce a life- 
like musical sound. Hi-fi is, after all, a 
hobby. So if you give a major part of a 
stereo system, such as a new amplifier or 
a pair of speakers, you may be running 
the risk that the recipient would rather 
have made his or her own choice — or 
worse, that the recipient already has 
strongly held opinions about the relative 
merits of various brands and models, and 
your well-intentioned choice doesn’t 
quite measure up. We audiophiles are a 
picky bunch. 

Of course you can try to find out what 
the “‘right’’ choices are; this works espe- 
cially well if your audiophile friend has 
already. gone through the process of 
studying‘ and comparing, has decided 
which components he or she really wants, 
and merely lacks the cash for the pur- 
chase. If you can’t get this information, 
there are a small number of hi-fi items 
that are nearly always safe gifts because 
they are so specialized, unique, and 
attractive that virtually every audiophile 
wants one. We'll give an example latef. 
But our main recommendation this 
Christmas season for the best sure-fire 
all-purpose audiophile stocking stuffer is 
one or more digitally mastered, direct-to- 
disc, or dbx-encoded records. 

There is now an assortment of records on 
the market that combine interesting 
music, splendid performances, and sound 
quality that is dramatically superior to 
that of ordinary records. And since they 


typically retail for $15 or more, most 
audiophiles haven't purchased as many 
of these “‘superdiscs’’ as they would like 
— which makes them ideal gifts. Indeed, 
as David Ranada suggests in an article on 
upgrading stereo systems in the Novem- 
ber Stereo Review, one of the easiest low- 
cost ways to make a decent audio system 
sound better is to play some of these 
high-technology discs on it. If your 
favorite audiophile hasn’t yet played 
some of these records at home, he just 
doesn’t know how good his stereo system 
can sound. 

Of course, these high-tech records are 
not a brand-new, sudden phenomenon; 
Sheffield Records kicked off the new 
trend a full five years ago with its direct- 
to-disc recordings. But the excellence 
(and popular success) of the Sheffield 
releases spawned a number of imitators, 
who flooded the ‘‘high-end’’ record 
market with a lot of discs that, to be 
charitable, were basically experiments in 
disc-cutting technology. Their makers 
had access to fine recording lathes, and 
the requisite skill to use them, but the 
clarity of the resulting discs served only 
to reveal the engineers’ inexperience with 
microphone choice and placement. And 
even when the miking was good, the 
musical performances were often bland. 
As recently as a year ago the majority of 
high-technology records on dealer 
shelves were still of the kind that audio- 
philes would pull out occasionally to 
show off the stereo system but never 
listen to for musical pleasure. 

This year, however, superdisc tech- 
nology has entered the big leagues, musi- 
cally speaking. There are now not just a 
handful but a substantial variety of high- 
technology records available that feature 
outstanding musical performances by 
important artists. In these pages we will 
survey some of the finest of these, 
records that clearly represent the state of 
the art of recording today. 

But don’t expect to find these in every 
record shop. They are stocked by the 
largest retailers, such as the Harvard

Coop, but since these superdiscs sound 
best on high-quality component stereo 
systems, the broadest selection will 
usually be found in ‘stores that specialize 
in high-end audio gear — such as Audio 
Forum in Watertown, Natural Sound in 
Framingham, and the Electric Gramo- 
phone in Sudbury. And the discounts 
that one expects for regular mass-market 
records are not widely available. 


Cantate Domino. Oscars Church Motet

In view of the season we begin with a 
record of Christmas music, though that 
fact may not be immediately apparent 
since the liner notes are in Swedish. The 
music ranges from reverent perform- 
ances of classic carols to a jazzy rendi-

tion of Irving Berlin’s ‘“White Christ- 
mas,” all captured with a single, care- 
fully placed pair of microphones. The 
sound of the chorus is a bit bright and 
hard, and if you correct this with a slight 
treble cut then the organ may sound a bit 
dull. This record has nonetheless become 
a year-round favorite for demonstrating 
stereo systems because several cuts sound 
startlingly ‘‘real’’ and lifelike — more so 
than most people think possible.

Ls ave you noticed that no 
H-=:: publishing photog- 
raphy books these days?” 
The speaker, a university-press editor, 
was indulging in a bit of hyperbole. 
Obviously, someone must be publishing 
photography books, else there’d be no 
excuse for this exercise. But it does seem 
that fewer books have been published 
this year, especially of the large, sump- 
tuous variety (expense, of course, is 
another matter entirely). 


To a writer about, and lover of, fine 
photo books, this is a somewhat distress- 
ing turn of events. As recently as this 
time last year, publishers — major and 
minor — were falling over each other to 
market good, bad, or thoroughly inex- 
plicable volumes. As a critic, though, I 
must admit this stemming of the tide is 
not altogether unwelcome. We've had the 
makings of an aesthetic glut on the mar- 
ket, from which we may just have 
escaped in time. 


Of course, I exaggerate, but not to an 
unconscionable degree. Nearly 20 years’ 
involvement with, and love for photog- 
raphy have persuaded me that while less 
may not always be more, it can most cer- 
tainly be better. 

A former colleague — a tine photo- 
journalist with the photographer’s 
equivalent of what Hemingway saw as a 
writer's sine qua non, ‘a built-in, shock- 
proof shit detector’ — describes much of 
what has appeared on the walls and in the 
bookstalls as ‘‘kaka.”’ He’s right; a lot of 
it is. And the point is that over the last 
few years, the level of kaka has been ris- 
ing. The levee’s still holding, but it may 
be sandbag time. 

Wedged between Gothic romances and 


baroque cookbooks has been an increas- 
ingly unwieldy, indigestible — with no 
analysis aforethought — mass of photo- 
gruel. That some of the offerings, many 
of which are discussed below, are splen- 
did doesn’t change the reality. Much of 
what is available is not only not splen- 
did, it is depressingly pedestrian. A 
bound volume of photos of automobile 
grills (yes, there was one, a year or so ago) 
may meet a variety of psycho-historical 
needs, but it hardly advances anyone's 
understanding and appreciation of 
photography. It is in this capacity that a 
great many books are counterproduc- 
tive. 

Enough generalizing. ‘Tis the season to 
turn our attention to some of the pearls 
among the kaka — and a bit of the kaka, 
too, for good measure. Among the most 
welcome developments in photography 
publishing over the past year has been an 
interest in reissuing classic, and rela- 
tively-long-out-of-print, volumes. In this 
class are to be found some of the most 
valuable and enjoyable of this year’s 
offerings. 

Before introducing the reissues, how- 
ever, it is a pleasure to single out three 
books for special mention: Gail Buck- 
land’s Fox Talbot and the Invention of 
Photography; Harry Callahan: Color; 
and Bruce Bernard’s Photodiscovery: 
Masterworks of Photography 1840-1940. 

For sheer beauty of production, as well 
as for the richness and historical value of 
the accompanying text, kudos to Gail 
Buckland, author, and to David R. 
Godine, publisher, for Fox Talbot ($50). I 
have railed in the past, and will again, 
against the absurd levels to which photo- 
book prices keep jumping, but Fox 
Talbot comes as close as possible to being

in 1978. 


worth its price. Not a coffee-table book, 
Fox Talbot is a volume to be read, viewed, 
and appreciated long after December 26. 

Though a smart-patent lawyer could 
construct strong arguments for each of 
several ‘“‘inventors of photography,” 
Louis Jacques Mande Daguerre (1787- 
1851) has generally been accorded the 
honor. In a very real sense, though, the 
title belongs to William Henry Fox Talbot 
(1800-1877). Fox Talbot beat Daguerre in 
the race to perfect a fixed camera image, 
and beat him in every other respect save a 
crucial one — publicizing his invention. 
Fox Talbot was a brilliant scientist, but 
Daguerre was a brilliant entrepreneur and 
self-promoter. 

Yet the daguerreotype, announced 
with great flourish in 1839, was a dead 
end in the history of photography. The 
process produced a startlingly clear but 
one-of-a-kind image. By 1835, in con- 
trast, Fox Talbot had succeeded in pro- 
ducing the first photographic negatives, 
from which a multitude of individual 
positive prints could be made. Thus, Fox 
Talbot “invented” conventional photo- 
graphy as we know it. 

All of this, and much more, is re- 
counted in Buckland’s book. A former 
curator of the Royal Photographic So- 
ciety of Great Britain, Buckland is a pro- 
lific and highly regarded historian of 
photography. Her narrative weaves 
through the subject’s remarkable life and 
complex intellectual achievements (as 
well as the nastier sides of his nature). It 
also offers a careful analysis of Fox 
Talbot’s threefold contribution to 
photography: as inventor, writer, and 
photographer. x 

It is in this last regard that the book is 
most valuable. Fox Talbot was a remark- 


able, if somewhat uneven, photog- 
rapher, though previous ‘publications 
about him have concentrated on the in- 
ventor/writer. Fox Talbot, in addition to 
numerous illustrations accompanying the 
narrative, includes more than 70 pages of 
beautifully reproduced photographs 
(most made between 1839 and ’45) drawn 
from the 6000-print Fox Talbot Collec- 
tion in London’s Science Museum. Even 
if you have already seen a reasonable 
sampling of Fox Talbot's pictures, the 
range and quality of the illustrations. in 
Fox Talbot will simply knock you out. 


From a monument in photohistorical 
research, let’s turn to one of different 
dimensions — indeed, of monumental 
dimensions: Harry Callahan: Color 
(Matrix, $85 until 1981, $100 there- 
after). You have no doubt seen those 
magnificent, over-sized coffee tables 
advertised frequently in the Times Sun- 
day magazine. Well, that’s the kind of 
coffee table for which Callahan: Color is 
meant. We're talking approximately 14.5 
inches square, slipcased — exceedingly 
large by anyone’s specifications. Girth, 
however, is by no means the only meas- 
ure of this volume’s monumentality. 

Callahan, who was known until very 
recently for his black-and-white work 
alone, has been making color photo- 
graphs since the beginning of his career. 
“Why has it taken so long for us to see 
the color work?’’ I asked him recently. 
“It’s very simple,” he replied, eyes twink- 
ling. “During those years, I was making 
$4000 and a single dye-transfer print cost 
$150.” 


Robert Tow, Color’s publisher (who is 
planning more books for next year, 
including one of Aaron Siskind’s docu- 
mentary pictures from the ‘30s), believes 
passionately that photography deserves 
to be taken seriously. That belief deter- 
mined the form that Callahan: Color took 
as a book. “‘You can’t just flip through 
these pictures,’” Tow commented. Indeed, 
you cannot. Looking at them requires a 
conscious decision, not a whim. Physi- 
cally, the book demands a flat surface. 
There is so much space surrounding each 
picture that each must be accorded due 
consideration. The spare text, including 
essays by Johnathan Williams and A-D. 
Coleman, keeps the emphasis where it 
belongs. That's the book as object, now to 
the contents. 

It has been said, not unkindly, that 
Harry Callahan’s 40 years’ oeuvre is 
uneven. It is. But his unevenness reminds 
me of David Smith’s, and he is arguably 
the greatest of modern American sculp- 
tors. Smith’s inconsistency resulted from 
continual experimentation and from will- 
ingness to exhibit everything he created 
— a willingness continually to take 
chances. 

Callahan has taken chances, too. Simi- 
larly, he has continued to experiment 
with shape and content, as the color book 
eloquently demonstrates. And if he is 
uneven, one can profit more from. his 
successes than from the works of more 
consistent but less original photog- 
raphers. 

Nor did he really think about color, 
beyond accepting the range that Koda- 
chrome offered. There is no attempt to 
manipulate that palette here. The experi- 
mentation is visual, different in every 
respect from the work of, say, Henry 
Holmes Smith. 

That having been said, it should be 
noted that there are many remarkable pic- 
tures in Callahan: Color. Some of them 
closely parallel the artist's black-and- 
white imagery from the same period — 
neon signs, double exposures, street pic- 
tures, beach pictures, and, always, the 


’ beautiful nudes of his wife, Eleanor (in 


two excerpts of text run with one of the 
nudes, Harry and Eleanor offer slightly, 
but significantly, different memories 
about Eleanor’s agreeing to pose without 
clothes). For me, the nudes and the 
book’s final sequence of recent pictures 
from Ireland are ainong the finest plates 
in the collection. 

The third of this year’s major offer- 
ings breaks the (almost) immutable law of 
photographic anthologies, perhaps of all 
anthologies — no matter how skillful the 
editor, an anthology will be of uneven 
quality, sometimes exasperatingly so. 
Ideally, this shouldn't be the case; an 
anthology, after all, allows an editor to 
pick and choose with great discretion. 
Practically, however, it is almost always 
true. Bruce Bernard’s Photodiscovery 
(Abrams, $35) is; thus, a most pleasing 
exception. 

Photodiscovery, in addition to being 
one of the most reasonably priced of the 
big books, with respect to content is a 
real charmer. Subtitled Masterworks of

Photography 1840-1940, it con- 
tains 214 reproductions, ‘‘in 
full color.” Even the ,lack-and- 
white pictures are reproduced “‘in 
full color’; this seeming paradox 
is discussed below. 

Bruce Bernard, picture editor of 
the London Sunday Times maga- 
zine, has assembled an _ extra- 
ordinarily varied and exciting col- 
lection of photographs, many 
never before available between 
cloth covers. The book orig- 
inated, Bernard writes, ‘‘in the 
belated discovery by a _ photo- 
graphic editor that the history of 
photography is much more inter- 
esting than he had thought it to 
be.” 

Bernard’s own introduction is 
solid, although primarily of inter- 
est to individuals with a moré lim- 
ited knowledge of the medium’s 
history. The ‘‘Notes on the 
Photographs” and “Notes on the 
Processes’ sections, however, are 
particularly useful and_ illum- 
inating. 

Now, as to the reproductions. 
Although true “color photog- 
raphy” is very much a child of 
this century, color and the photo- 
graph go back a long way 
together. Miniaturists, whose 
livelihood began to wane as that 
of the daguerreotypists waxed, 
supplemented their declining 
incomd by handcoloring the new 
images. Hand-tinted photo- 
graphs became even more com- 
mon as the photography that 
developed from Fox Talbot's 
process flourished. In addition to 
such deliberate tonal: changes, 
many early photographic proc- 
esses yielded much softer, more 
“colorful tones than can be 
reproduced by standard printing 
processes. 

Thus, Bernard’s decision (and 
his publisher's agreement) to 
reproduce each of the book’s 214 
plates “in color’ will provide 
many viewers with perhaps their 
first opportunity to see, with 
much greater verisimilitude, what 
salted-paper, albumen, calotype, 
and other prints actually looked 
like (not to mention the superb 
reproductions of daguerreotypes 
and 20th-century pictures). 

If a great measure of Bernard's 
skill is to be found in how the 
plates are reproduced, a much 
greater portion resides in his 
choice of items for inclusion. 
Photodiscovery is a_ treasure 
trove, cofpstructed with an almost 
childlike: sense of magic and 
wonder, © 

I referred above to the wel- 
come trend toward the reissuing 
of significant and long-out-of- 
print photography books. Four of 
this year’s offerings fall into that 
category — Nancy Newhall and 
Paul Strand, Time in New Eng- 
land (Aperture, $35 until Decem- 
ber 31, $40 thereafter), Nancy 
Newhall, Ansel Adams: The Elo- 
quent Light (Aperture, $47.50 
until June of 1981, $60 there- 
after), Photographs by Man Ray, 
1920-1934 (Dover, $6), and the 
piece de resistance, A Vision of 
Paris (MacMillan, $34.95), with 
photographs by Eugene Atget 
and text by Marcel Proust. 

The Strand/Newhall collab- 
oration (available in an even more 
expensive ‘collectors’ edition” 
numbered and signed, absurdly, 
by Strand’s widow and Beau- 
mont Newhall — Paul and Nancy 
having died since the original 
publication), first published in 
1950, was a remarkable event, 
both photographically and politi- 
cally. 

Time in New England _inte- 
grates photographs made between 
1925 and 1946 (including some of 
Strand’s best work) with docu- 
ments, selected by Newhall, that 
span the region's history. Some- 
times the connection between text 
and illustration is direct and 
literal — John Winthrop’s account 
of the difficult winter of 1630 is 
accompanied by Strand’s ‘‘Bury- 
ing Ground, Vermont, 1946.”’ In 


other instances, the relationship is 
metaphoric — Newhall’s chapter 
on abolition is prefaced by 
Strand’s twisted, apocalyptic 
“Driftwood: Dark Roots, Maine, 
1929.’ I hasten to point out, too, 
that the new edition is both larger 
in format and_ infinitely better 
printed than its predecessor. 
Whereas that edition, given print- 
ing styles and techniques of a 
generation past, submerged the 


photographs, this one restores 
them to the intended full part- 
nership. 


Time was a significant pub- 
lishing achievement. By utilizing 
the relatively palatable form of 
illustrated history, the collab- 
orators succeeded in convincing a 
major publisher (Oxford Univer- 
sity Press) to make an important 


political gesture. Time was, in the. 


first instance, a very progressive 
statement at a time when reality 
consisted of loyalty oaths, black- 
lists, and.a paralyzing fear within 
the liberal community. 

As Strand — whose leftist 
politics led ultimately to expa- 
triation — wrete, “From the very 
start, New England was a battle- 
ground where intolerance and tol- 
erance faced each other over relig- 
ious minorities, over trials for 
witchcraft, over the abolitionists. 
The freedom of the individual to 
think, believe, and speak freely 
was an issue fought out here more 
than once.”’ This message and its 
contemporary relevance was rein- 
forced, although not didactically, 
on. page after page of Time in 
New England. It was a singularly 
appropriate book when first pub- 
lished; you might want to keep a 
copy at hand to provide comfort 
during the next four years. 

Ansel Adams: The Eloquent 
Light won't help you exorcise the 
specter of the Reverend Jerry Fal- 
well, but it can provide another 
service. There are available, as 
you no doubt are aware, a large 
number of Ansel Adams books at 
various prices. Well. I, for one, 
have long been convinced that 
one good volume is quite enough, 
thank you. But, which one, O 
muse, which one? Aperture will 
show you the way. 

If your bookshelf, or your aes- 
thetics, can accommodate but a 
single volume by our foremost 
exponent of photography and the 
art of automobile advertising, this 


is — without fear of contradic- 
tion, as they say — the best 
choice. 


In return for paying Aper- 
ture’s substantial and seasonally 
adjusted price, you get approxi- 
mately 80 beautifully repro- 
duced Adams pictures, including 
most of his best, and best-known, 
“Monolith: The Face of Half 
Dome, 1927,” “Winter Storm, 
Yosemite Valley,’ ‘’Thunder 
Cloud, Lake Tahoe,’ and ‘‘Frozen 
Lake and Cliffs, Sierra Nevada ” 
among them. In addition your 
money buys Narcy Newhall’s 
fact-filled, if rather sycophantic, 
biography of her close friend. 
Reservations aside, however, I do 
believe that The Eloquent Light is 
the best Adams book and I’m glad 
it’s available again. 

Our third reissue, Man Ray, is 
of a very different order from 
those discussed above. It comes 
from Dover Publications, which 
imprint guarantees an extremely 
well-made and sturdy paperback 
book containing fascinating vi- 
sual material printed in mid- 
dling, but not unsatisfactory, 
fashion — all for a ridiculously 
low price (in this case, $6). Dover, 
in brief, has long been one of the 
most wonderful publishing 
houses in the country (several 
other Dover offerings are dis- 
cussed below). 

Man Ray is an _ unabridged 
reproduction~of the 1934 volume 
published, in Connecticut, by 
James Thrall Soby. It consists of 
105 of Ray’s photographs, a por- 
trait of the artist by Picasso, and 
comments (in both French and 
English) by Ray, Andre Breton, 
Tristan Tzara, and others. 

The reproductions (many of

which are considerably above 
Dover’s usual standard of qual- 
ity) represent a fine anthology of 
the artist’s photographic con- 
cerns. Ray came to the camera 
with a painter's eye and an art 
student's desire for regular food 
and lodging. He took up the 
medium, in short, to make some 
francs. 

But he also became a photog- 
rapher at a time of great ferment 
and experimentation in the Euro- 
pean art world, much of which is 
reflected in his pictures. They 
freely mix Dadaism, surrealism, 
straight photography, experi- 
mental techniques (the photo- 
gram; or ‘Rayograph,”’ and solar- 
ization were but two of the tricks 
in his bag). It is the experimental 
pictures that have been most fre- 
quently exhibited and published 
in recent years. Thus, in many 
ways, the most enjoyable repro- 
ductions in Man Ray are the 
‘straighter’ portraits of Sinclair 
Lewis, Gertrude Stein, Tzara, and 
other luminaries of the period. 
For its rich content and low price, 
Dover’s Man Ray has got to be 
the photo-book se of the 
year. 

And now we come to the reis- 
sue of reissues: words by Proust, 
pictures by Atget, A Vision of 
Paris. This marvelous book, first 
issued in 1963 and out of print 
but four years later, was really my 
introduction to Atget’s photog- 


raphy. I believe this was the case 
for many other people as well. 
And what an introduction it was: 
120 rich, chocolate brown repro- 
ductions accompanied by frag- 
ments from Proust’s Remem- 
brance of Things Past, combined 
in such a way that, in the words 
of Arthur Trottenberg’s intro- 
duction, ‘‘the art of one may both 
illuminate and reinforce the art of 
the other.’ The combination 
yields a remarkable portrait of 
fin-de-siecle Paris. 

That was the edition that 
passed into history and increas- 
ingly higher auction prices. The 
new edition is quite similar to the 
old in all respects save one — the 
quality of reproduction in the 
new one is better. It is better not 
in the sense that the new plates 
look richer or more sensuous than 
those of 1963. Quite the oppo- 
site, in fact — they are better 
because they come much closer to 
approximating the distinctive 
qualities of Atget’s prints, some- 
thing the earlier edition did not 
attempt. Look at an original Atget 
in a museum; fortunately, there 
are enough examples of his work 
on public view. You will not see 
the rich sepia tones of the 1963 
edition, but a lighter, gold-chlor- 
ide-toned ‘richness; less choco- 
late, more brown-orange. The 
new Vision does not, of course, 
come really close to these tones, 
but it. does imply them. Thus, 
having seen some originals it is 
possible to transform mentally 
the tones of the new edition’s 
plates in a way that the 1963 
volume made extremely difficult. 











to the volumes 
already described, this year’s pho- 
tography books can be char- 
acterized as being about the 
quick, the dead, and the anthol- 
as anthologies of 
one sort or another make up a siz- 
able proportion of recent books, 
it’s aconvenient next, albeit brief, 
stop on the tour. 

One of the more interesting 
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From Martin Sandler’s This Was America, photographed in 1899 


and specialized of the anthol- 
ogies is F. Jack Hurley's Industry 
and the Photographic Image 
(Dover, $7.95). Hurley has 
assembled “153 great prints from 
1850 to the present” (including 
10 in what can only be described 
as early-'60s ‘‘corporate-report- 
style color’) and combined them 
with good captions and notes 
about the relationship between 
‘industry and photography. If you 
strike the word ‘‘great”’ from the 
author’s hyperbole and substi- 
tute ‘‘interesting,”” you'll come 
closer to accuracy. There are some 
marvelous pictures here, and the 
whole enterprise was a wonder- 
ful idea. 

Two other Dover anthologies 
— Harry Johnson and Frederick S. 
Lightfoot, Maritime New York in 
Nineteenth-Century Photo- 
graphs ($7.95), and Kenneth 
Finkel, Nineteenth-Century Pho- 
tography in Philadelphia ($8.95) 
— are, however, sadly more typi- 
cal of one of the tides in need of 
stemming. Each contains worth- 
while, even great, pictures, but 
both contain more than a reason- 
able share of kaka. 

Examples of 19th-century pho- 
tography, at one time rare, have 
become ubiquitous. Evidently, 
any photo that can be circum- 
spectly dated as earlier than 1900 
is now deemed worthy of pulica- 
tion. Indeed, the whole thing is 
being approached with an almost 
missionary zeal. Six months fol- 
lowing the discovery, by a farmer 
pulling down an old barn, of a 
carton full of glass negatives, a 
book appears, with a learnedly 
drafted essay extolling the vir- 
tues of vernacular photography, 
sometimes complemented by an 
exhibit at a major museum. In 
tribute to one of the forerunners 
of the trend, it is being called the 
“Disfarmer Syndrome.” 

In this area, some perspective 
has long been in order. Some, per- 
haps many, photographers in that 
simpler’ era took lousy pic- 
tures. Discoloration around the 
edges of a print or a crack run- 
ning the length of a glass plate are 
marks of age and poor storage, 
not of intrinsic worth or artistic 
achievement. Contemporary pho- 
tographers lucky enough to land 
such cartons of emulsion-coated 
window glass seemingly aban- 
don the aesthetic standards they 
would apply even to their own 
work, bemused by the quaint- 
ness of it all. And the ultimate 
publishers and their minions 
(praise the Lord and pass the gen- 
eralization) rarely have any 
photographic aesthetic from 
which to begin. 

The result? Much truly valu- 
able and wonderful 19th-century 
imagery, often unsigned, or 
signed by “anonymous” photog- 
raphers, is being buried under the 
rising tide of garbage. Maybe it’s 
truth-in-packaging time. Books 
could carry a warning label: ‘‘The 








photographs contained herein are 
old and, by definition, charming. 
No claim is made as to their his- 
torical or aesthetic worth.” 

Two other anthologies, Martin 
Sandler's This Was America 
(Little Brown, $19.95), and 
Chester Higgins Jr. and Orde 
Coombs’s Some Time Ago: A 
Historical Portrait of Black 
Americans 1850-1950 (Double- 
day, $17.95), are somewhat 
uneven but nevertheless valu- 
able. 

Sandler's book grew from his 
award-winning television series. 
Like the series, it uses photo- 
graphs to explore the daily lives 
of turn-of-the-century Ameri- 
cans. His literate text and astutely 
chosen pictures work well 
together with frequency. Some- 
times he puts too great a burden 
on what a particular picture can 
reveal. At other times, I had the 
feeling that he would like to have 
said much more, but couldn’t find 
the right visual support. Among 
other things, though, This Was 
America is great fun. 

Some Time Ago is a very 
necessary book, despite its 
uneven quality. James Van 
Derzee’s increasingly visible 


‘photographs and the much less 


visible body of work by Roy De 
Carava (The Sweet Flypaper of 
Life) are the exceptions to the rule 
of America’s ‘racism over photo- 
graphic history. | 

A four-year trip of discovery 
by Higgins and Coombs through 
archives, libraries, and family 
parlors provided the photo- 
graphic resources for Some Time 
Ago. It includes pictures of celeb- 
rities (Frederick Douglass, Lang- 
ston Hughes, Mary Bethune, and 
W.E.B. DuBois among them), but 
the real treasure is to be found in 
the pictures of everyday activ- 
ities and ceremonial occasions, 
and in the harrowing reminders 
of what being black in post- 
Emancipation America has 
meant. The text is a moving com- 
bination of Coombs’s words and 
oral history. 

There are three problems with 
Some Time Ago, however. Its 
geographic bias is much too rural 
(even after the great urban migra- 
tions had long been under way). | 
would like to have seen more pic- 
tures of New York, Detroit, and 
Chicago (the visual analogues of 
Richard Wright's later books). In 
keeping with that bias, James Van 
Derzee’s work is significant by its 
absence. Finally, I wish the folks 
at Doubleday had treated this as a 
serious photography book and 
spent a little money on good 
reproduction (rather than  set- 
tling for the acceptable and 
mediocre). 

So much for the anthologized. 
Onward to the quick. A great 
variety of monographs by or 
about living photographers has 
been published this year. One of 
the most eagerly awaited is Bill 











Brandt: Nudes 1945-1980 (New 
York Graphic Society, $37.50). 

In 1961, the noted British pho- 
tographer Bill Brandt summed up 
15 years of photographing nude 
female models in Perspective on 
Nudes. It sold relatively quickly 
and went out of print. An impor- 
tant book to photographers, Per- 
spective provided a much-needed 
burst of creativity to a moribund 
area. Therefore, many of us 
hoped for its reissue. That would 
still be valuable, but in many 
respects Nudes 1945-1980 is 
more valuable etill. 

Brandt has in his long career 
(he studied with Man Ray in 1929 
and launched his career as a free- 
lancer barely two years later) 
combined consistency and 
innovation to a rare degree. Hav- 
ing once seen a Brandt picture, 
from any period in his life, it is 
virtually impossible to fail to 
recognize any other. Partly this is 
due to his overwhelmingly archi- 
tectural sense of composition. 
Mostly, however, it is due to his 
ability to invest the darkest part 
of the photographic scale with 
subtle gradations of tone and 
meaning. 

Nudes exemplifies these quali- 
ties, as did the earlier book. But 
Nudes takes us beyond the ear- 
lier work because, from the 
beginnings of Brandt's nude pho- 
tography to the most recent 
examples in the new book, there 
have been significant changes in 
his message. 

The early pictures were evoca- 
tions of light and form, com- 
bined with the surreal distorting 
ability of the wide-angle lens 
Brandt used. There is an air of life 
and youthful happiness in these 
shots. The lens closes in upon its 
subject, caressing with a lover's 
hand. 

The world inhabited by the 
later pictures (with some excep- 
tions in the book’s final section, 
which hints at reconciliation 
between past and present) is dark, 
Satanic, sometimes brutal. A 
small number of photos could be 
characterized as pornographic, 
sado-masochistic. Brandt's nudes 
are disturbing, the more recent 
ones profoundly so. 

They are also exceptionally fine 
photographs by an important and 
influential artist, one whose vi- 
sion and technical mastery create 
precisely the conditions neces- 
sary for these unsettling, fas- 
cinating, and ultimately moving 
images. This vision is comple- 
mented by Michael Hiley’s lucid 
introduction and by. the pub- 
lisher's great care in production. 
Some photographs, and books of 
photographs, ate meant to be 
argued about passionately. Bill 
Brandt: Nudes 1945-1980 is one 
of them. 

Aperture’s Brett Weston: 
Photographs from Five Decades 
($39.50) is a solid retrospective, 
containing some of everything 
the artist has done (missing, 
unfortunately, is a wonderful 
Brooklyn Bridge photograph). 
Whether you find yourself drawn 
to his abstract and semi-abstract 
compositions or to the dramatic 


viewing humanity with gentle 
humor and great warmth is the 
Frenchman Robert Doisneau. A 
very recent monograph, Three 
Seconds from Eternity (New 
York Graphic Society, $32.50), 
contains a mixture of classic and 
lesser-known images. Doisneau 
has made a career of surprising 
people in silly, awkward 
moments and, more important, 
freezing those moments without 
ever humiliating the subjects. 
Photography can certainly be vi- 
cious, but Doisneau’s photo- 
graphs never are. Many younger 
camera-carriers can profit by this 
book and by Doisneau’s example. 

Another monograph, from 
Godine, is Jill Krementz’s The 
Writer’s Image ($22.50 until 1981, 
then $25). If quite a number of 
Krementz’s literary portraits look 
familiar, check out the dust 
jackets of recent books by the 
writers in question. Lest this be 
interpreted as a slur, Jill Krem- 
entz is a fine, sensitive portraitist 
whose book-jacket photos are 
among the best. Some of her sub- 
jects (Donald Barthelme and 
Lewis Mumford, for example) are 
reticent; others, like Nikki Gio- 
vanni and Margaret Walker, are 
clearly enjoying the experience; 
and some, chiefly Kurt Vonne- 
gut and John Updike (strangling 
himself with a jump rope), are 
such hams that the results are 
hilarious. 

One of Doubleday’s quiet suc- 


cesses this year is Dennis Smith 
and Bill Powers’s Aran Islands: A 
Personal Journey ($14.95). Smith, 
the (Report from Engine Co. 82) 
writer, and Powers, the photog- 
rapher, have distilled the 
‘mysterious magnetism” of these 
islands, which, in the past, pro- 
vided haven and inspiration for 
the great J.M. Synge and the sub- 
ject for one of documentarian 
Robert Flaherty’s greatest films. 
The text is a mixture of history, 
reportage, and mythology. The 
photographs, especially the por- 
traits, are solid and enjoyable. 

Having exhausted the quick 
(with one exception to be dis- 
cussed later), we may turn to the 
dead. This is one of the areas in 
which the rate of publication 
seems to have fallen off a bit. In 
previous years, it seemed as 
though monographs about the 
work of historically important, 
deceased photographers could not 
be churned out fast enough. But 
if quantity is somewhat dimin- 
ished, quality remains by and 
large unaffected. 

In addition to Fox Talbot, one 
of this year’s most important and 
enjoyable monographs is Andreas 
Haus’s Moholy-Nagy: Photo- 
graphs and Photograms 
(Pantheon, $35). Laszlo Moholy- 
Nagy (1895-1946) was a signifi- 
cant figure in painting, design, 
photography, as well as in teach- 
ing and conceptual thinking

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Electronic games come of age

imon says blue. You say blue.

Welcome to the wonderful world of 
hand-held (presumably) children’s elec- 
tronic ‘(i.e., ‘“computer’’) games. Make 
you feel a little old? It’s a sure sign of 
increasing age when kids’ games become 
incomprehensible. That kids’ talk, kids’ 
fashions, and kids’ senses of humor make 
as much sense to the normal adult as the 
Rosetta Stone is no surprise. It’s even 
normal. Games, though — how are they 
supposed to make sense to the toddlers if 
they can’t be understood by the affil- 
iated adults? 


Of course, -there’s a tad of hyperbole 
here. It’s not the games themselves that 
are becoming incomprehensible. It’s the 
way the games work. I mean, you plug in 
an electric train and it runs — you don’t 
concern yourself with how electricity is 
generated and sent through the tracks to 
the Lionel. So you turn on one of these 
computerized marvels and it does 
remarkable things. It simulates football, 
baseball, basketball, soccer, or tennis. It 
plays chess, checkers, backgammon, or 


bridge. It teaches reading, ‘riting, and 
‘rithmetic. It says blue, red, blue, blue, 
yellow, yellow, green. (Well, to be per- 
fectly honest, it flashes blue, red, blue, 
blue, yellow, yellow, and: green lights. 
What it says is beep, boop, beep, beep, 
blaap, blaap, bloop.) That it does this by 
computer circuitry is as relevant to the 
player as the source of electricity is to the 
young Lionel engineer — just a sign of the 
times. The capacities of these games have 
to do with the use of microcomputer 
chips — microcomputers being one of the 
few products that American manufac- 
turers make better than other people in 
the world — which are tiny, light, and 
very, very smart. Add something called a 
speech chip, which simulates a human 
voice, and some programs, and voila! you 
have a game. 

Actually, you have dozens of games. 
The growth of the supply side would 
cheer Ronald Reagan.. Consumers today 
can choose from dozens of these hand- 
held gizmos. Most cost from $25 to $50, 
and they're getting cheaper, not to men- 
tion smarter, by the year. The most pop- 
ular are the sports games. In fact, it was 
the hand-held football game put out by 
Mattel several years ago that, along with 
Simon, really started the whole shebang. 
These early sports games were fairly 
simple. They were designed for use by 
one player at a time, and they offered 
little in the way of sophisticated features. 
The original Football didn’t even allow its 
player to throw a pass — it was a strictly 
three-yards-and-a-cloud-of-dust game,

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Stocking up 


Christmas investments 
for the neophyte

emember last Christmas: 
R the toys you bought for 

the kids, the clothes and 
other ‘things’ you bought for 
your spouse? You probably 
thought you were spending a lot 
of money at the time — perhaps 
you were feeling the effects of in- 
flation. Well, double-digit infla- 
tion is still with us, running close 
to 13 percent. And that means 
those toys and everything else 
will cost even more this year. 

If, last year, you had given 
your child an average share of 
common stock traded on the New 
York Stock Exchange, a $100 in- 
vestment would now be worth 
$133.50. Although you obviously 
cannot buy an average share of 
common stock, the idea of invest- 
ing for your child, grandchild, or 
even your spouse makes more 
sense than ever now. 

Bache and Company, one of 
the largest and most familiar of 
the brokerage houses (‘The win- 
ning attitude at Bache’’) encour- 
ages gift giving at Christmas time 
and on other special occasions. It 
will send a gold-and-pink certifi- 
cate on your behalf engraved with 
the message, “A gift that will 
grow with time,” and describing 
the investment you have made. 
“While the volume of Christmas 
business isn’t overwhelming,” ac- 
cording to Susan Cammer, an ac- 
count executive at the Chestnut 
Hill office, ‘‘the practice of giving 
investments as Christmas gifts is 
quite common.” 


Although there are as many 
different investments to choose 
from as there are toys, the most 
common are stocks and bonds. 
Stocks, very simply, represent 
ownership in a-corporation. 
When a company reaches the 
point that outside funds are 
necessary to continue growth, the 
management will offer shares of 
the corporation to the public. 
These shares are traded on an ex- 
change or over-the-counter, and 
investors can buy or sell. The 
average price of a stock on the 


New York Stock Exchange is 


about $45 per share. 

A bond, on the other hand, is a 
debt instrument. If, for example, 
a company wants to finance a 
new plant or buy an expensive 
piece of equipment, management 
will borrow money from the 
public with a bond offering and 
agree to pay a set amount of inter- 
est for use of the investor’s 
money. The United States 
government is a big borrower of 
the public’s money to finance its 
debt. Bonds are considered senior 
securities because bondholders 
are paid back first if a company 
goes out of business. The cost of a 
bond, when issued, is usually 
about $1000, and it is redeemable 
for that amount. Interest is gener- 
ally paid twice a year. 

A bond investment used to be 
considered safe and stable. In re- 
cent years, however, the bond 
market has become increasingly 
volatile as interest rates have 
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soared, and bond investors have 
seen their $1000 investment 
decline 30 percent or more. 
While the common-stock in- 
vestor has the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the growth of a cor- 
poration, the bondholder is most 


often looking for income, that is, 
the dividends paid for the use of 
his money. Stock investments 
have historically outpaced bonds 
im terms of relative performance. 

Mutual funds are popular in- 
vestments for investors who do 
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not want to put all their eggs in 
one basket. By pooling the assets 
of many individuals, a mutual 
fund offers diversification among 
many different stocks or bonds 
(or a combination of the two) and

ne of my Christmas tradi- 
tions in recent years has 
been the futile search for 


the right creche. My family has 
never had a manger scene to 
unwrap and set up (they have 
jaunty red bows under the 
mounted mule deer and elk 
heads), so I have no nostalgia to 
go by. And by now I've studied 
too much religious symbolism in 
art to be satisfied with just any 
creche. 

The Saint Meinrad Archabbey 
(to take just one’ example) has 
been sending me catalogues sell- 
ing their books, giftware, and 
sculpture, and I came very close 
to buying one of their nativity 
scenes. But then I read that the 
Holy Family had been “cast in 
polyester and finished in a hand- 
rubbed russet color’; since No 
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More Plastic Jesus is one of the 
trendier religious books — and 
sentiments — around, I couldn’t 
bear the gaucherie of financing 
the casting of one more plastic 
Jesus. 


And so it goes when I shop in 
other places. Their nativity scenes 
have baby Jesus sitting up, giving 
blessings, ruling the world, and | 
don’t like that; or else he looks a 
little too un-toilet-trained to be 
the son of God, and I don't like 
that. I waffle between the humble 
straw or cornhusk Jesus and 
Mary and Joseph and the blue- 
Delft extravaganza with Holy 
Family, palatial manger with 
angel clinging to the top, wise 
men with gifts and camels, shep- 
herds with sheep, and a cast of 
barnyard animals. I can’t decide 
whether Joseph should be hang- 
ing around in the background or 
right up there with Mary. I can’t 
decide who, if anyone, should get 
haloes. I can’t settle on precisely 
the right meaning of the Christ- 
mas story. . 


And so it goes, for that matter, 
in Christian theology. No one can 
settle on what the manger scene 
should look like, or what hap- 
pened there. There are various 
camps, of course: some very def- 
inite about what they know, some 
very definite about what they 
don’t know, some rather uncom- 
fortable about the whole tableau. 
Most Christian thinkers tend to 
hurry over the Christmas story, 
leaving it for the sentimentalists 
and the Sunday schools, to get on 
to the good stuff of Jesus’s adult 
sayings and actions. Christmas is 
left for children, in both its sec- 
ular and religious aspects. 
Children are always acting out the 
Christmas story, but when did 
you last see a child deliver the 
Sermon on the Mount? 


But there are those who have 
given the matter some thought. 
They don’t have that much to go 
on: in the four Gospels together, 
the Christmas story constitutes | 
only two chapters in Matthew 
and two in Luke — nothing at all 
in Mark and John. Most re- 
tellings mix the two stories 
together. Luke and Matthew’s 
genealogies are usually skipped 
entirely, though scholars pore 
over them to see if they substan- 
tiate any of the claims about 
Jesus’s fulfilling Old Testament 
prophecy (‘‘Did Jesus have too 
many grandfathers?” one persis- 
tent scholar asks). Sometimes the 
story begins with Luke’s account 
of the conception of John the 
Baptist, but ordinarily things start 
rolling with Chapter One, Verse 
26, when the angel Gabriel visits 
Mary. After Gabriel tells her she’s 
going to bear Jesus, Mary goes to 
visit her cousin Elizabeth, who is 
six months pregnant with John 
the Baptist. Luke finishes out 
Chapter One with the birth and 
naming of John the Baptist, but 
most modern retellers shift the 
scene to Chapter Two, where in 
the days of Caesar Augustus 
there went out a decree that all the 
world should be taxed. So. Mary 
goes with Joseph to Bethlehem, 
gives birth to Jesus, wraps him in 
swaddling clothes and lays him in 
a manger, because there was no 
room at the inn. And then the 
angels come to the shepherds and 
the shepherds go to the manger 
and the whole story usually ends 
with Verse 21, neglecting the gory 
details of Jesus’s circumcision, 
Mary’s ritual postpartum 
purification, and the encounter 
with Simeon and Anna, the only 
two people in Jerusalem who 
know that this baby is the Mes- 
siah. 


There are no shepherds, man- 
gers, inns, or annunciations in 
Matthew. He starts his story right 
out with Mary’s pregnancy, and 
it’s in Matthew’s version that 
Joseph is worried about what 
people will think, since Mary is 
pregnant after their formal 
betrothal but before their mar- 
riage. But an angel appears to 











Joseph in .a dream (in Matthew, 
angels come in dreams; in Luke 
they walk around) and tells him 
to go on with the marriage. But 
while Matthew lacks all of Luke’s 
details about the night of Jesus’s 
birth, he, not Luke, has the story 
of the three wise men, bearing 
gifts and traveling afar. Matthew 
also tells of Mary and Joseph's 
flight into Egypt, after Herod’s 
efforts to find Jesus through the 
wise men fail (they went home 
another way). Matthew's second 
chapter continues with Herod’s 
massacre of all the children two 
years old or younger, to make 
sure Jesus is killed (little does he 
know that Jesus is in Egypt), 
something that’s rarely in any 
Christmas pageant, no matter 
how intermixed the Christmas 
stories of Matthew and Luke have 
gotten otherwise. 

The worshiping animals that 
creche manufacturers sell by the 
piece are found neither in 
Matthew nor in Luke. They come 
to us from ‘‘pseudo-Matthew,”’ a 
ninth-century document that was 
compiled to satisfy people’s 
hunger for embellished infancy 
stories. (Actually, pseudo- 
Matthew holds that Jesus was 
born in a cave and was brought 
by Mary into the manger to be 
worshiped by the animals when 
he was three days old.) Pseudo- 
Matthew also has the lowdown 
on the Holy Family’s adventures 
in Egypt: the baby Jesus wards 
off dragons on the way and com- 
mands trees to bend down and 
offer their fruit to Mary. 

People invented any number of 
legends in their efforts to under- 
stand the theological idea that 
Jesus was, as the Council of Chal- 
cedon wrote in 451, ‘truly God 
and truly man ... of one sub- 
stance with the Father as regards 
his Godhead, and at the same time 
of one substance with us as 
regards his manhood.”’ In imagin- 
ing what the childhood of such a 
person must have been like, peo- 
ple came up with an image of the 
preschool Jesus trying to gain 
command of his miraculous 
powers. He makes sparrows from 
clay, kills a playmate who 
knocked him down, and _resur- 
rects another who falls out of a 
window, according to a second- 
century Infancy Gospel of 
Thomas. In the History of the 
Virgin, the young Jesus changes 
some children into goats and 
changes them back again after 
their mothers remind Jesus, ‘’ You 
have come, our Lord, to heal and 
not to destroy.” 

All of which is charming, if 
lacking in real emotional power, 
until you start thinking seriously 
about what happened to Mary. 
She has been pictured in art and 
literature as going through a 
whole range of emotions when 
Gabriel lands. In medieval pic- 
tures she cowers; by the Renais- 
sance (especially in da Vinci's 
famous ‘‘Annunciation’”’) she’s 
reading a book and listening with 
the attention of a student being 
given an assignment. Recent 
enlargements of the Gospel story 
place Mary within Jewish peasant 
life. In Jesus, the book that ties in 
with the movie of the same-name, 
Gabriel ‘watches “her fold the 
wash. In Marjorie Holmes’s 1972 
Two from Galilee, an amorphous 
body of light (rather like those 
sparkling creatures in Star Trek) 
appears in the stable door as she’s 
watering the ass; the beast, know- 
ing it’s an angel, begins to hyper- 
ventilate. 

Mary’s submission to the Holy 
Spirit has evoked wonder and 
anger and doubt from all sides. 
There’s the question of tech- 
nique. Raymond Brown, a Catho- 
lic scholar who has managed to 
write a book of 600 pages on the 
infancy narratives, bridles at any 
kind of strict analogies between 
the Holy Spirit and human pater- 
nity: “There is never a sugges- 
tion in Matthew or in Luke that 
the Holy Spirit is the male ele- 
ment in a union with Mary, 
supplying the husband’s role in 
begetting. Not only is the Holy

Spirit not male (feminine in 
Hebrew; neuter in Greek), but 
also the manner of begetting is 
implicitly creative rather than 
sexual.’’ But Protestant con- 
servatives, especially those who 
are trying to get masses of people 
to believe all this, respond that 
‘the Holy Spirit fertilized the egg 
in the miraculous conception of 






shows up pregnant after a while, 
but Holmes really gets carried 
away with the idea of the Holy 
Spirit as sperm: “And even as she 
waited, it happened as the angel 
had said. The Holy Spirit came 
upon her, invaded her body, and 
her bowels stirred and her loins 
melted, her heart was uplifted, 
her whole being became one with 
it — the infinite, the unknow- 
able, the total fusion that is the 
bliss of God. Beside it even the 
kiss of Joseph was as nothing, 
even the dream of becoming his 
wife. 


‘My God, my God!’ she 
cried, and the sweat ran down her 
limbs.” 

That kind of talk is usually ac- 
companied by words of praise 
about Mary’s unquestioning sub- 
mission. and obedience to God 
(which are usually accompanied 
by hints that we should likewise 
submit and obey). ‘Mary, who 
was empty of all egotism, free 
from all sin, was as pure as the 
glass of a very clean window that 
has no other function than to ad- 
mit the light of the sun,” writes 
the Trappist monk Thomas Mer- 


Jesus Christ.” Usually Mary just 
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ton. And that kind of talk has put 
some feminist theologians in a 
towering fury. One of the 
angriest is Boston College's Mary 
Daly, who equates Mary’s con- 
ception with rape. Mary’s 
“response to this sudden pro- 
posal from the godfather is totaled 
nonresistance: ‘Let it be done unto 
me according to thy word.’ ... In 
refind religious rapism, the victim is 
impregnated with the Supreme 
Seminal Idea, who becomes ‘the 
Word made flesh.’ ” 

But other feminists interpret 
the story not as Mary’s giving in 
to God, but as her decision to do 
something in God’s name. “Luke 
makes Mary an active partici- 
pant in the drama of Jesus’s birth, 
accepting it through an act of free 
consent, and meditating upon the 
meaning of his future mission,” 
writes Rosemary Ruether. “In 
other words, she begins to 
become a theological agent in her 
own right.” Feminists use this in- 
terpretation to give weight to 
their arguments that women are 
qualified to do all sorts of things 
in various church hierarchies. 

Other theologians are un- 
comfortable with the idea of get- 
ting people to believe that a vir- 
gin gave birth. Modern Catholic 
theologians are edging away from 
the dogma that Mary remained a 
virgin before, during, and after 
Jesus’s conception and birth. And 
even the early Church blanched at 
the story in the second-century 
Protevangelium of James in 
which Salome, Mary’s midwife, 
“put forward her finger to test 
(Mary’s) condition” after Jesus’s 
birth and exclaimed, ‘‘my hand 
falls away from me, consumed 
with fire’’ because she doubted 
Mary was still a virgin. In that 
story a light had blinded both 
Mary and Salome, and Jesus just 
was there after the light receded. 
In modern retellings, Mary usu- 
ally goes through a Lamaze-style 
labor, with pain but without 
miracles or panic. 

No one, defenders or critics, is 
satisfied with parthenogenesis as 
an explanation for the virgin 
birth: turkeys and bees have 
mothered offspring from unferti- 
lized eggs, but they don’t seem 
applicable somehow. First-cen- 
tury Jewish marriage customs 
have been researched thor- 
oughly, and most scholars agree 
that Mary and Joseph were for- 
mally betrothed and that Mary 
could be called Joseph’s wife and 
could be divorced, as Joseph was 
considering doing (‘‘quietly,”’ 
Matthew says). In Galilee, a bride 
lived with her parents for about a 
year after the betrothal and was 
supposed to arrive at her hus- 
band’s house a virgin; in Judea 
there was less scandal if the cou- 
ple had sex before the bride mov- 
ed in. This works out real well if 
you rely on Luke, who says 
Joseph and Mary were Galileans 
who went to Judea for the census; 
but in Matthew there is no cen- 
sus, and Mary and Joseph are 
already living in Judea. (In the 
Protevangelium of James, a Jeru- 
salem priest tries to get Joseph to 
confess he’s the father of Jesus 
and makes both Joseph and Mary 
drink water that “will make their 
sin manifest to them.’’ They 
drink, nothing happens, and the 
priest is impressed.) 

But there’s really little evi- 
dence, even in the documents at- 
tacking Jesus, that Joseph is his 
father. What gives scholars pause 
is the accusation that someone 
else may have been. By the second 
century the story told by Celsus 
was found as far away as North 
Africa: ‘‘It was Jesus himself who 
fabricated the story that he had 
been born a virgin. In fact, his 
mother was a poor country 
woman who earned her living by 
spinning. She had been driven 
out by her carpenter-husband 
when she was convicted of adul- 
tery with a soldier named Pan- 
thera. She then wandered about 
and secretly gave birth to Jesus. 
Later, because he was poor, Jesus 
hired himself out in Egypt, where 
he became adept in magical 
powers. Puffed up by these, he 





claimed for himself the title of 
God.” 

It’s an odd piece of documen- 
tation for Matthew’s story, 
because there Mary just shows up 
pregnant, and Joseph is ready to 
divorce her. And some scholars 
find support for the idea because 
Jesus was later called ‘son of 
Mary,” and most are sure that to 
be called a son of your mother in 
first-century Palestine is to be 
called a bastard. Some people can 
accommodate the idea theologi- 
cally: if Jesus was supposed to be 
humble, a peasant’s child and all, 
he would be really humble, that 
much more a suffering servant, if 
he had been illegitimate. 

But the mind still reels. Jesus's 
birth, if not miraculous, has 
always been thought of in the 
sacred and secular mind as pure 
and crystalline and wholesome — 
an idea that’s reinforced in 
hymns, where it keeps snowing 
on calm, still nights in southern 
Palestine. That’s probably why 
the more rational minds would 
rather have Joseph as Jesus’s 
father than some soldier — Joseph 
may not have been supernatural, 
but at least he was decent. 

Many liberal theologians try to 
make peace with all of this by 
talking about the wonders of 
theological language, the theo- 
poetic. These writers, they say, 


‘really believed Jesus was the son 


of God, and the only way they 
could talk about it was to postu- 
late a birth that resulted from 
some kind of union between God 
and a human; since it’s women 
who have children, and women 
are defined by their sexuality, a 
virgin mother — one outside those 
definitions — would be the best 
human. These theologians aren’t 
that concerned with the other 
virgin-birth stories that crop up 
in other religious traditions, 
because they think the story is a 
good religious-illustration tech- 
nique, no matter what the relig- 
ion. They do quibble about how 
much or how little the story of 
Mary is like these other tradi- 
tions. Danae, for instance, is locked 
up to prevent her conceiving 
the child that would kill her 
father, but Zeus rains a shower of 
gold on her and she conceives 
Perseus (who, sure enough, does 
kill her father): theologians 
would point out that there’s no 
emphasis here on Danae’s purity 
and that Zeus is fathering child- 
ren out of a desire to make trou- 
ble, not to save humanity. But 
they would also agree that both 
virgin-birth accounts are stories 
told to make sense out of the 
world, not told as_ historical 
truths. 

Except the fundamentalists. 
They believe that Jesus lived not 
to be an ethical example (as any- 
one with natural parents, even 
unmarried parents, could be) or 
to shake up ossified Jewish relig- 
ious practice by eating corn on 
the Sabbath, but to save people 
from Hell — and nobody with 
natural parents can do that. “The 
virgin birth is basic,”’ one recently 
published paperback for new 
believers goes. ‘Biblical author- 
ity accepts the virgin birth .... 
The eternity of Christ demands it 
.... The sinful nature of natural 
man requires it .... Redemp- 
tion demands it. . . . If He were a 
typical man, He would be a sinner 
and could only pay for Himself. 
But as the God-man, He could 
identify with God and man and 
take the sins of the world on Him- 
self.”’ 

Fundamentalists are nothing if 
not definite. And they're quite 
logical, once they get their first 
premises set. It’s the compelling 
nature of their logical, definite 
answers that makes fundamen- 
talism attractive; to argue with a 
fundamentalist you have to reach 
far back into the argument and 
start with those first premises. If 
you, at Christmas, want to ask a 
fundamentalist — or any Chris- 
tian — ‘‘What do we need to pay 
for?” and “’What kind of cur- 
rency will God take?’ I leave you 
at their mercy; you're cooking 
your own Christmas goose. @ 
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Christmas-only churchgoing

n Christmas Eve and 
Christmas morning, 
churches in the greater 


Boston area will be filled to over- 
flowing. According to several 
priests and ministers, no other 
Christian religious observance at- 
tracts such a crowd. For many 
people, attending church at 
Christmas continues to be more 
important than Santa Claus, 
Christmas trees, the lights on 
Boston Common, and the orgy of 
materialism that will keep many 
merchants solvent for much of 
the new year. 

But any regular churchgoer at a 
Christmas service can see that a 
good portion of the flock 
gathered in the house of the Lord 
consists of annual visitors who 
spend the rest of the year astray. 
The reasons for this sudden, 
predictable surge of religious fer- 
vor are more complex than one 
might think, and they are as 
varied as the people who come 
out of the harsh winter air to 
settle in the warm pews. 

If this year is like all others in 
recent memory, say priests and 
ministers, a group of young 
adults will be attending each 
church this Christmas to please 
their’ families. These are people 
who probably would not be in 
church if it didn’t matter so much 
to the family elders. They are the 
restless youths who have tested 
their independence after leaving 
home by breaking the habit of go- 
ing to church every Sunday, but 
who keep to the old ways when 
they find themselves in the 
presence of their parents. ‘I’m 
usually at my mother’s house at 
Christmas,” says Kathy Oehl of 
Jamaica Plain, “and I go to church 
with the rest of the family. I don’t 
know if I'd go if I were to spend 
Christmas without them. Christ- 
mas is a big holiday — a big, 
heartbreaking tradition.” 

While tradition may be the 
main concern of rebellious youths 
scattered in the assemblage at a 
Christmas service, it is likely that 
heartbreak has more to do with 
why there is usually a standing- 
room-only crowd at these serv- 
ices. A great many people attend 


in order to evoke memories of 
past Christmases and to try to re- 
create the good times they 
remember. But of course, the old 
times cannot be relived, and when 
people realize this, what should 
be a joyous occasion often 
becomes a time for sadness and 
regret. “A lot of people get 
depressed at Christmas,” says the 
Reverend James ‘Fraser of the 
Presbyterian Church in East Bos- 
ton, ‘‘and a lot of that has to do 
with nostalgia and childhood 
memories that are unrealistic and 
that can’t be reproduced. The 
Christmas service can work to put 
those feelings in a realistic per- 
spective, or it can reaffirm the 
nostalgia.” 

Fraser believes that it’s the 
responsibility of churches to. 
demonstrate a realistic attitude. If 
churches play up to the expecta- 
tions of the crowd and empha- 
size only the joy surrounding the 
birth of Christ, he says, they leave 
churchgoers prey to their emo- 
tions and abdicate a responsibil- 
ity to guide and help. Says Fraser, 
“Tt seems to me that the more 


accurately the churches reflect the - 


Christmas story — which is not a 
nostalgia thing at all, but the 
story of an illegitimate child 


’ whose parents couldn’t find a 


place to live — the more likely 
they are to help people facing 
their own struggles.” 

In the Back Bay, religious 
leaders are concerned with some 
different struggles from those 
that affect Fraser in his less afflu- 
ent East Boston parish. Never- 
theless, the struggle for intimacy 
and a sense of community can be 
very real. The Reverend Donna 
Day Lower of the Church of the 
Covenant in the Back Bay says 
this search is what attracts the 
crowd that regularly appears at 
Christmas time. “I don’t think it’s 
for theological reasons that peo- 
ple come,” she says. ‘It’s more 
for the environment. People 
know that they can come here and 
celebrate in the warmth of a com- 
munity and have all the accouter- 
ments of Christmas. They come 
more for these reasons than for

any desire to try to reconnect with 
God. And that’s fine. We don’t 
resent people who come for those 
reasons. Other churches might be 
more cynical about saying, 
‘Where have you been for the rest 
of the year?’ ”’ 

Still, among the people who at- 
tend church only at Christmas 
there are those who do so for 
religious reasons. It may seem 
odd or even hypocritical for 
someone to engage in a demon- 
stration of religious faith for just 
a few hours of one of 365 days of 
the year. But many people ap- 
parently need to make a spiritual 
connection in their lives and are 
able to maintain that connection 
by practicing faith no more often 
than that: “It’s a funny thing that 
I really can’t explain, but I need to 
feel religious once in a while,” 
says a college student from 
Revere. “I need to feel this mys- 
terious thing. The fact that this 
little baby could be the Savior of 
the world is very mysterious.”

about people who come to Mass 
only on Christmas despite their 
genuine religious beliefs. He says 
he can separate these people into 
categories. Some of them are 
deeply religious, but have care- 
less habits and simply don’t 
bother to attend Mass regularly. 
Others, he feels, are too busy 
working and raising families to go 
to church every Sunday. In addi- 
tion, there are those who con- 
sciously avoid Mass because, 
even though they are believers, 
they are at odds with a particular 
area of the teachings of the 
Church. ‘‘Some people who have 
careless habits will come (on 
Christmas) because they know 
that this is an important time for 
them, and others come because it 
is a tie-in with what they believed 
in once, but may not believe in 
any longer,” he says. 

Besides those with sentimental 
or religious reasons for paying 
annual visits to church, there are 
the humanists who believe that 
culture and tradition are what 
make human beings more sig- 
nificant than any. other living 
things on the planet. For many of 
these people, social customs are 
the only pillars of stability in life. 
Custom, by definition, changes 

_ only slightly over time. Because 


of this, the people in this group 
see the celebration of the birth of 
Christ as a kind of safe harbor in 
the roiling sea of modern life. 
“Life is so uncertain,” says a Bos- 
ton native who never attended 
church with her family, but who 
goes every Christmas now. ‘‘Cele- 
brating Christmas the way it’s 
been done for the last 2000 years 
gives you something to hang on 
to.” 

The response of churches to 
the contrast between crowds that 
sometimes spill out into the 
streets at Christmas time and 
empty pews at services during 
most of the rest of the year varies 
considerably — perhaps because 
the people who go to church only 
at Christmas do so for so many 
different reasons. Some churches, 
with the hope of creating an ex- 
perience that will encourage the 
crowd to attend more regularly, 
try to live up to the expectation of 
the throng by striking all the 
familiar chords of a religious 
Christmas celebration. 

According to Reverend Fraser, 
there is ‘‘enormous pressure’ on 
churches to do this. The result, 
however, is usually tinny at best. 

An approach taken by Fraser, 
and other ministers and priests, is 
to discuss the hardships suffered 


by Christ and his family, to make 
the service personal to those at- 
tending. In this context, Fraser 
feels, hope, faith, and celebration 
have more meaning. 

Reverend Lower of the Church 
of the Covenant explains her per- 
haps subtler way of letting people 
know that there is more to 
religious faith than Christmas. 
She says, “There won’t be an 
organized attempt to. evangelize 
here, but some of us might act on 
an individual basis.’’ For instance, 
“I stand by the door of the church 
when the Mass is over to shake 
hands with people, and I might 
say ‘You're welcome to return 
any time,’ but there’s no attempt 
to schedule a luncheon or any- 
thing like that.” 

Monsignor Pitaro would 
probably agree with this ap- 
proach, but he takes a more active 
course in trying to show people 
that Christmas Mass is not the be- 
all and end-all to faith. There is 
no explicit evangelizing at. St. 
John the Baptist at Christmas, he 
says, but if someone comes back a 
second time — to have a child 
baptized or just to attend another 
Mass — an attempt will be made 


‘to meet with the person to dis- 


cuss faith. ‘‘We have to ask our- 
selves why people don’t go to 


church regularly to ufiderstand 
why some might come only on 
Christmas. The way we respond 
to the situation is to realize that 
the reasons for not attending 
church regularly are very per- 
sonal. So we make an effort to 
meet with people personally.”’ 

Pitaro’s efforts to draw people 
into the church are ongoing. He 
oversees a visitation program, 
staffed by lay people, that 
arranges visits to new residents in 
the parish to ask if they are inter- 
ested in joining the church. He 
also administers religious instruc- 
tion to adults as well as children, 
and has organized several “‘social- 
informational programs” in- 
cluding one that keeps _parish- 
ioners up to date on the progress 
of the United Farm Workers’ 
Union in order to ‘make religion 
relevant to people's lives.”’ — 

A Christmas service at almost 
any church can bea beautiful and 
moving event, filled with pagean- 
try and mystery. This is reason 
enough for anyone to attend one, 
and very few pastors or priests 
will object to the large numbers of 
people who turn out for the occa- 
sion. Most, however, will be 
thinking of ways to let people 
know that there is more to faith 
than pomp and ceremony. &

High-fidelity stocking stuffers

I f you're not the type who likes 


his herald angels to sing in 

1000-watt dbx-encoded 
stereophonic sound, chances are 
you have a friend who is. And 
chances are you feel that you owe 
him a Chrismas gift in exchange 
for the privilege of listening to 
every recording in his collection 
and then every one is yours, at 
experimental combinations of 
settings. 

Stereo is an expensive hobby, 
and you can bet that your friend 
either comes from a very wealthy 
family or supports his habit by 
holding down at least three high- 
paying high-tech jobs. Still, there 
are plenty of inexpensive gadgets 
and gizmos; these make great 
gifts, and they can add 
significantly to the pleasure of 
owning even the finest home- 
entertainment system. ° 


Record freaks, for example, are 
always on the lookout for new 
ways to clean up their priceless 
collections. The most popular of 
these items are made by Disc- 
washer, Watts, Sound Guard, and 
Empire. The Discwasher system 
($16.50) uses a fancy wooden- 
handled brush and the com- 
pany’s brand-new cleaning solu- 
tion, D4. The Watts Disc Preener 
($8), an old favorite, is a cylin- 
drical velvet-plush brush with an 
anti-static wick inside, while the 
Watts Dust Bug ($10) is a similar 
brush, mounted on an arm, that 
tracks and cleans the record a few 
grooves ahead of the stylus. 
Sound Guard makes a complete 
record-cleaning and -preserving 
kit, with all sorts of brushes and 
fluids, for $17. And Stanton 
offers a fluid that can perma- 
nently eliminate record static with 
one application; $20 buys enough 
for 25 records. 

BIB makes a stylus-cleaning kit 
($12) that includes cleaning fluid, 
a brush, and a mirror. A similar 


new system, without the mirror, 
is available from Audio-Tech- 


nica for $4. 


Among the wide selection of 
accessories from Nagaoka by 
Osawa is the new and sophis- 
ticated N103 Kilavolt static elim- 
inator, which neutralizes static 
charges (these cause records to 
pop and click when played) by 
dousing them with large quanti- 
ties of high-energy ions. The unit 
has an LED “on” and “battery 
condition” indicator and will also 
work its magic on film and photo 
equipment. It costs $50. 


The ultimate record-care acces- 
sory, for that very special music 
lover, is the Keith Monks Mark 4 
cleaning machine, which fea- 
tures a vacuum-operated fluid 
pump, a motorized vacuum arm 
for cleaning and drying, and spe- 
cial ‘‘get down in the grooves” 
cleaning thread. Complete with 
dust cover, this baby will set you 
back $850. 

Turntable accessories are 
another gift category that record 
fans will appreciate. One such 
item is ADC’s PRO/TRAC(tor), 
which helps the dedicated audio- 
phile set up his cartridge and 
stylus for minimum. tracking 
error and distortion. The device 
costs less than $10. 

Discwasher and Audio-Tech- 
nica make several moderately 
priced systems that isolate turn- 
tables from shelves and vice 
versa, thus keeping record-play- 
ing equipment safe from vibra- 
tion and helping to eliminate 
speaker/turntable feedback even 
at lease-breaking listening levels. 
The various bases and feet cost 
between $20 and $30. 

Robins makes an AC-powered 
light that mounts on a _ turn- 
table’s hinged dust cover and 
turns on automatically (like the 
trunk light of a Chevy) when the 
cover is lifted, allowing you to see 


your record, select cuts accu- 
rately, clean the disc, or what- 
ever. It’s called the Robolite and 
sells for $20. Robins also sells an 
accessory gauge for setting the 
all-important tracking force of a 
phono cartridge, accurate to 1/10 
gram, for $3.60. 

For the die-hard manual-turn- 
table owner, Audio-Technica 
makes the Safety Raiser ($23), 
which automatically lifts the tone 
arm at the end of a record side, 
thereby eliminating that unpleas- 
ant bump-bump noise from the 
lead-out grooves and saving wear 
on the stylus. 

Another esoteric record-play- 
ing gift is Discwasher’s Disc- 
Tracker, which sells for $29 and 
mounts on the tone arm to damp 
unwanted resonances. 

When the electrical character- 
istics of a cartridge and its pre- 
amp don’t quite match, the result 
can be signal loss and non-linear 
frequency response. Capacitance 
load-matching connectors, in the 
form of standard RCA jacks and 
plugs, from DB systems, can help 
solve the problem, at $28 a set. 
Ace Audio’s Ground Liminator 
model 3900 can, for $16, break up 
ground “‘loops’’ caused by dif- 
ferences in the electrical wiring 
among the various components in 
a complicated stereo, thereby tak- 
ing the hum out of humbug. 

If your audio fanatic fears his 
golden ears may be damaged by 
the high sound levels he endures 
when he’s got to go disco, or if he 
just loves to show off how loud 
his system can play, then give 
him the Sound Level Meter from 
Radio Shack, $40. It will show 
hint, in nice mathematical terms, 
whether his system is as loud as a 
Concorde taking off, or just a pile 
driver at 100 yards. Good fun. 

Finally, for the record lover 
you hate, the gift that will give 
the same pleasure as a $25 cer- 
tificate toward the purchase of a 
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The Audio-Technica Safety Raiser 


Rolls Royce — an unplayable 
record. May we recommend the 
Ortofon Test Record, the Shure 
Audio Obstacle Course, or Tel- 
arc’s new recording of the Cin- 
cinnati Symphony _ performing 
Tchaikovsky's 1812 Overture. 
With any luck, the fortunate 
recipient will be so busy trying to 
adjust his turntable to track these 
records, and trying to locate 
replacement woofers, that you 
will never hear from him again. 

Cleaners and other perform- 
ance optimizers make good gifts 
for tape fans, too. TDK’s acces- 
sory line ineludes the HC-1 cas- 
sette-head cleaner ($1.79), the 
HD-01 head demagnetizer ($25), 
and the TA-01 test-and-align- 
ment cassette ($14). Similar prod- 
ucts are available from Teac, 
Recoton, Robins, and GC/Audio- 
tex. For the open-reel tape-deck 
owner, the ultimate in profes- 
sional alignment tapes (for deter- 
mining that his machine is work- 
ing,up to snuff) come from Mag- 
netic Reference Laboratories. The 
quarter-inch version is available 
from professional audio dealers 
and costs about $45. 


Scotch makes a simple edit- 
ing-and-repair kit for cassettes 
for about $3.50, while Arista now 
offers a complete selection of 
empty cassette shells, rollers, slip 
sheets, marking pencils, swabs, 
winders, fluids, and tape for 
splicing and sensing, all at low 
prices. Nortronics makes the 
Splicer for eight-tracks, cas- 
settes, and open reels, and sells it 
for about $17. For five dollars 
more you can get one of its ano- 
dized-aluminum professional 
splicing blocks for quarter-inch 
tape or cassettes. 

The same company makes a 
bulk cassette eraser, which works 
much better than the tape deck’s 
erase head to make reused tapes 
noise-free; it runs on elbow 
power and requires no batteries. 
The cost is about $32. Robins 
makes an AC-powered eraser for 
all types of tape for about $35. 

Don’t forget tape-storage 
cases. Custom Case makes an 
attache-like case ($12) that can 
hold 30 cassettes or 24 eight- 
tracks; the Cassette Carousel 
from Recoton stores 20 tapes and

costs $6. TDK sells sets of cas- 
sette labels and file cards for 
about $2 per batch. 

For the tape enthusiast who has 
everything and no place to plug 
it in, the Russound SP-1 Control 
Center- and patch bay is the 
answer. For $180, you can give 
him immediate access and full 
switching capability for four 
stereo tape recorders and five 
stereo accessories, like noise- 
reduction, expanders, or ambi- 
ance enhancers. It comes with a 
walnut vinyl cabinet and 12 
shielded patch cords. The quad- 
rophonic version, the QT-1, goes 
for $290. For more modest sys- 
tems, the GC/Audiotex 30-8714 
control unit gives access to two 
tape decks and two accessories, 
and costs $40. 

High-quality cables, for fault- 
less and interference-free con- 
nection of tape decks and acces- 
sories, are always a welcome gift. 
Audio-Technica sells _Litz-wire 


double-shielded cables with gold- 
plated plugs for $30 a pair. Disc- 
washer’s Gold-ens are available in 
half- to two-meter lengths, and 
cost from $10 to $12.50. 

Blank tapes make good gifts, 
too, but you will find that your 
recipient more than likely has his 
own favorite brand, and buying 
the wrong thing can ruin a friend- 
ship. But you might try making 
up a sampler of the best tapes of a 
few manufacturers, like BASF’s 
professional II, Fuji’s FX-1, RKO 
Tape’s Ultrachrome, or, and this 
one may be tough to find, Naka- 
michi’s SX. Who knows — you 
may turn him on to something 
new that he can go nuts over. 

Inexpensive microphones occa- 
sionally belie their reputation by 
producing very respectable 
recordings. Such a unit is the 
Superscope EC-1, an omnidirec- 
tional electret-condensor micro- 
phone; it has been the favorite 
cheap mike of the Boston Audio 
Society crowd for three years 
now, and it costs an unbelievable 
$18 (for one). Audio-Technica 
has just produced a moving-coil 
dynamic cardioid-directional 


mike it calls the 816. They cost 
$60 a pair. More critical record- 
ists might enjoy getting a pair of 
well-known microphones like 
AKG’s D200E, Shure’s SMS58, 
Sony's ultra-miniature ECM-30, 
Electro-Voice’s RE-10, or an 
interesting new battery-powered 
condensor mike from Audio- 
Technica, the AT813. These all 
go for between $100 and $150. 
Experimentally minded audio- 
philes would love to get their 
hands on one of Crown’s new 
pressure-zone microphones. 
These mikes feature a radically 
new design that allows com- 
pletely consistent pick-up within 
a hemispherical area, eliminating 
directionality and the bass boom 
(or proximity) effect that results 
from close miking with conven- 
tional units. They also have a fre- 
quency-response curve that is so 
flat it’s difficult to believe. The 
four PZM models are designed to 
be attached directly to the sound 
source (fine unless you’re record- 
ing the cat) and sell for $350 each. 
For a good microphone mixer 
for the recordist who likes to use 
more than one pair of mikes, call 


Shure. Its old standard, the M68, 
has four low-impedance bal- 
anced inputs and lists for $162. 

FM-tuner technology has 
reached the point of near perfec- 
tion, and $400 will buy a unit that 
can reproduce just about any- 
thing that a FM station is capable 
of broadcasting. There are still, 
however, relatively inexpensive 
accessories available that can add 
to the enjoyment. and perform- 
ance of radio reception. 

The BIC Beam Boxes are pas- 
sive super-directional antennas 
that have been big sellers for sev- 
eral years; they help multipath 
distortion in strong-signal areas. 
The three models cost $30, $60, 
and $100. Winegard has recently 
produced an AC-powered ampli- 
fying antenna for $70. 

Aiwa has a neat little 
timer/switcher that will go 
through two on/off cycles in a 
24-hour period and will tune in 
up to six preselected stations. It’s 
ideal for taping off the air when 
you can’t be home. The timer also 
features an alarm, a sleep switch, 
and digital read-outs; it sells for 
$160. 


When one thinks of signal proc- 
essors for audio systems, expen- 
sive equalizers, expanders, and 


.ambiance generators all come to 


mind, but there are useful 
inexpensive units, too. The ADC 
Sound Shaper One MkII is a five- 
band stereo equalizer that can 
help an audio buff correct for bad 
listening-room acoustics, or even 
let him play after-the-fact record- 
ing engineer by boosting or elim- 
inating certain instruments from 
a recording. The ADC equalizer 
will set you back $120. A similar 
unit at a comparable price is the 
520B from Audio Control. 
Cerwin-Vega makes something it 
calls a Bass Turbocharger ($90); 
this gooses the bass end of the 
preamp output and incorporates a 
sharp filter to eliminate resulting 
inaudible infrasonic frequencies 
that can subtly wreck your speak- 
ers or shake the foundation of 
your house. 

The dbx 21 Decoder costs $110 
and will let you play either tapes 
or the new dbx-encoded discs and 
enjoy their greatly expanded 
dynamic range. The Integrex 
DFM will decode Dolby tapes or 
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broadcasts; it sells for $100. San- 
sui makes a reverberation ampli- ioe 

fier that can handle two tape S (4 S| Wo)

Spending the holiday in unusual places

hhh, Christmas. Visions 
of sugarpluths dance 
through our heads as we 


trundle off through the snow to 
grandmother’s house. The scent 
of a bayberry candle wafts 
through the air, mingling with the 
aromas of roasting turkey and 
crackling logs. Gift wrappings lie 
scattered about the room. 
Through frosted windowpanes 
we see children coasting down 
hills on new sleds. 

It is the traditional, oh-so- 
cliched Dickensian ideal, this vi- 
sion we have of Christmas. And 
most of us have, to some degree, 
experienced the all-American 
standard holiday. ‘Bah, hum- 
bug!’’ some of us cry, in a feeble 
effort to douse the half-kindled 
spirit of the season, but we finally 
give in to a cup of eggnog, a sprig 
of mistletoe. Christmas is catch- 
ing — a time for family, love, gaie- 
ty, gifts, good will. 

Of course, the holiday isn’t al- 
ways gracefully choreographed. 
It doesn’t have to be played out 
against a background of snow, 
hearth, and home. Herewith, a 


few vignettes of some alternative 
Christmases spent by friends. 

Carolyn grew up in Miami 
Beach, where, one would imagine, 
Santa sports Bermuda shorts and 
dispenses suntan lotion. ‘Tis so. 
And then there were Carolyn’s 
gung-ho neighbors whose 
elaborate snow machine would 
release a gentle sprinkling of the 
stuff every few minutes or so 
from their roof. She describes the 
ambiance as “very tacky.” 

I, too, grew up in the South — 
Montgomery, Alabama. We got 
bikes. for Christmas (I didn’t 
know the difference between a 
sled and a sleigh until I was 
grown). And on Christmas Day, 
my father would turn on the air 
conditioner so that we could build 
a fire in the fireplace. 

Bob, on the other hand, exper- 
ienced his earliest Christmases in 
New York, where he learned that 
Christmas meant cold weather, 
snow, and Fifth Avenue window 
displays. But then his. family 
started spending winters on 
Grand Cayman island, where he 
began to equate the holiday with

bikinis, beaches, calypso carols, 
and rum punches. He and his sis-

ters used to scavenge the beaches ‘ 


for driftwood and conch shells, 
then decorate them with tinsel 
and ornaments. But the locals, he 
says, really got into the holiday 
spirit. ‘‘Imagine, after Fifth 
Avenue, getting off the plane in 
90-degree weather and seeing 
palm trees decorated with lights, 
and yards with plastic reindeer. It 
just didn’t fit my image of Christ- 
mas,” Bob says. 

Andrea spent Christmas a few 
years ago in Oaxaca, Mexico. She 
and a friend visited one of the 
many Catholic churches for mid- 
night Mass on Christmas Eve. 
There, the peasant women of the 
town — many with their babies 
strapped onto their backs — 
crawled on their knees from-the 
doorway of the church to the al- 
tar, where they pinned money on 
statues of saints. Andrea was 
struck by the contrast between 
the destitution of the parish- 
ioners and the beautiful appoint- 
ment of the church. ‘There they 
were — these poverty-stricken 
peasants — giving everything 
they had to the church, while the 
priest was decked out in flowing 
robes and gold rings,”’ she says. 

Jill spent the holidays in Israel, 
on a kibbutz about 25 kilometers 
from Bethlehem. “I was so happy 
to be there then,” she tells me. Jill 
is Jewish and says she’s always 
felt a little left out by the folderol 
attending Christmas. ‘Nothing 
changed where I was, even 
though Jerusalem was crowded 
with Christians going to 
Bethlehem,” she continues. “‘I 
wasn’t involved in all the usual 
hubbub of Christmas — the gift- 
giving, the music.” Jill did have to 
work on Christmas Eve, since two 
groups of Christians at the kib- 
butz — one from Finland, the 











other from Tulsa, Oklahoma — 
were accommodated by assign- 
ing their regular chores to those 
who weren't celebrating Christ- 
mas. And, Jill remembers, the 
gardener for the kibbutz went up 
into the mountains and chopped 
down two Christmas trees for.the 
Christian groups, which they 
decorated with candles, cookies, 
and popcorn. 

Danielle spent a Christmas in 
Poughkeepsie, New York. That's 
not so unusual, you say? It 
wouldn’t have been except for the 
circumstances: “We arrived in 
Poughkeepsie around 11:30 p.m. 
on Christmas Eve, just in time to 
meet my friend's ‘parents at this 


_monastery for midnight Mass,” 


Danielle says. ‘‘We got there just 
as it was starting to snow heavily, 
and there were not only his par- 
ents, but his brothers, sisters, 
cousins, and their children — 
along with a couple of hundred 
other people. After mass was 
over, we went outside and found 
that our cars were heavily banked 
with snow. We were snowed in! 


So, the monks brought out 
blankets, pillows, robes — any- 
thing they could get their hands 
on. They gave us hot chocolate 
and coffee, and we spent the 
night on the floor of the monas- 
tery. By morning the streets were 
plowed, so we all got up and went 
home to celebrate Christmas in 
the usual way.” 

Danielle’s not the only one 
who’s spent ‘Christmas in an un- 
usual place by quirk of fate or by 
necessity. Take Jay, for example. 
“I was in Charles River Hospital, 
in Wellesley, for Christmas’ — a 
mental hospital. Now that was 
weird!”” he laughs. “I checked 
into the place on November first 
— just to get my head together, 
you know — and stayed for two 
months. Oh, we could have vis- 
itors and passes out of the place, 
but it was very strange. On 
Christmas Day, most everyone 
left to visit family; my family 
doesn’t live here, so I just stayed 
in and watched dull football and 
ate institutional turkey. I was dis- 
charged on New Year’s Eve. 
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Don’t you think I had a few good 
resolutions?” 

Doug drove a cab on a few 
Christmases. According tq him, 
Christmas Day is the slowest day 
of the year for cabbies: “The 


town was completely dead — . 


nothing. But the week before and 
after are the busiest in the year. 
Also, the tips are great; | got my 
biggest tip ever one Christmas — 
$50 for a $3 fare. There are lots of 
holdups, too. You have to figure 
that that’s when you get your real 
‘desperates’ out there — people 
who are alone, depressed.’ Doug 
has also picked up a few Santas 
and more than a few turkeys — 
that is, people carrying them. 

For Rose, Christmas often 
meant working with the elderly in 
a nursing home in Winthrop. She 
was an aide, and spent the holiday 
attending those whose families 
neglected them. “‘It was very sad, 
you know; these people had no 
one. Or no one cared about them. 
One old man had 16 children, but 
I never saw one of them come to 
visit him. But on Christmas Day 
the people managed to enjoy 
themselves — there was a big din- 
ner, a tree, a little party with 
dancing. It wasn’t so bad for 
them.” 

Tom still grimaces when he re- 
calls the Christmas of 1972. ‘‘I 
was stationed with*the Navy ona 
destroyer-escort ship in dry-dock 
— they call it a tin can — in the 
South Boston Naval Shipyard. 
My rank was so low! had to look 
up to tie my shoes, so I got stuck 
with mess-hall duty. We had to 
get up earlier than anyone else 
.... On that Christmas it was 
5:30 a.m. And the work was any- 
thing menial — washing dishes 
and tables, mopping the floor, 
cutting up grapefruit. But the 
dinner we made was great; it was 
all your regular Christmas stuff — 
turkey, stuffing, pumpkin pie, 
mince pie. Even so, I’d never 
spend Christmas like that again if 
I could possibly avoid it.” 


Now, Robert has a sense of 
humor about what could pos- 
sibly be the worst way to spend a 
holiday. He was incarcerated one 
Christmas in the Austin, Texas, 
county jail. “I'd been in City (jail) 
already for two days, with just a 
steel bunk and a fluorescent light 
for company, so- when they 
brought me into County on 
Christmas Day, to the holding 
tank, I practically embraced these 
40 guys who were sitting around 
this table under a bare light bulb, 
playing Hearts.’” He continues, 
“We didn’t have any money to 
gamble with, so the team who 
stayed on top got to keep play- 
ing. I buddied up to this Chicano 
guy right off and talked him into 
letting me be his partner. When 
our turn came up, he looked at me 
and said, ‘You better be good. I 
waited four hours to get back in 
this game.’ We were good, all 
right. We stayed champions for 
the next 48 hours, till I got out. 
That was my Christmas, and it 
wasn’t so bad. Hell, even the 
guards were coming in to watch 
us.” 

Perhaps the most poignant of 
the stories of Christmases past 
that I encountered was Dan's. 
Several years back, he traveled 
from New Orleans to California 
to visit his children and his 
adopted parents. While there, he 
and his natural sister — who had 
been adopted by different parents 
— found out that their real father 
was living on a ranch not 30 miles 
from where they had grown up. 
He says, ‘‘We had never met our 
father, just knew his name. So, on 
Christmas Eve, we went, with 
both our sets of kids, out to the 
ranch, unannounced. When we 
got there, we introduced our- 
selves to his wife — who obvious- 
ly was surprised to meet us — and 
waited for our father to come 
back from feeding the cattle. The 
house was all lit with candles; it 
was something like a dream. 
When he walked in, hé took one 


» look at me and recognized me 


right off, after not seeing me for 
27 years. It was probably the 
most emotional moment of my 
life. We spent three days together 
before I had to go back East, and 
it was wonderful. We really got to 
know each other. I see him quite 
often now and we've become very 
close. ... That was, without a 
doubt, the best Christmas of my 


life.’ 2

provides professional manage- 
ment to the smaller investor for a 
nominal fee. 

In effect, a mutual fund gives 
the investor the opportunity to 
buy into a millionaire’s portfolio, 
with objectives ranging from 
aggressive growth (by -investing 
in smaller, emerging companies) 
to accumulation of income (by in- 
vesting in the highest-quality cor- 
porate bonds or United States 
government securities). 

The money-market fund is a 
familiar form of mutual fund. 
Since they were first introduced 
in 1974, money funds have 
changed the way Americans save. 
By offering yields higher than 
those available from passbook ac- 
counts at commercial or savings 
banks, money-market funds now 
boast assets of more than $77 
billion worth of America’s sav- 
ings dollars. 

There are two basic types of 
mutual funds: those purchased 
through your investment dealer, 
for which you pay a one-time 
sales charge (load funds); and 
those available directly from the 
mutual-fund company without a 
sales charge (no load). Generally, 
no-load funds appeal to inves- 
tors who prefer to make their own 
decisions without the help of a 
broker. Those individuals who 
want the assistance of an invest- 
ment professional will usually 


purchase load funds. The mini- 
mum investment for a conven- 
tional mutual fund is about $500, 
while that for a money-market 
fund runs between $1000 and 
$2000. 

Jack Guthrie, executive vice- 
president of Burbank & Co., a 
well-respected Boston-based 
brokerage firm, gives gifts of 
mutual-fund shares to his own 
grandchildren for Christmas. 
“Some years ago,’”’ says Guthrie, 
“mutual fund companies pro- 
vided Christmas gift certificates 
for this very purpose.’ Today, 
with that ‘practice less popular, 
Burbank will send a letter to the 
recipient with the following mes- 
sage: “At the request of your 
grandparents (parents, etc.) we 
were pleased to purchase for your 
account shares of XYZ mutual 
fund (or stock) .... ’’ According 
to Guthrie, gifts of this nature are 
made regularly for some. of his 
clients on Christmas, for birth- 
days, and on other special occa- 


sions. 
Investments as 


stocking stuffers 


How widespread is the prac- 
tice of giving, investments at 
Christmas? In addition to Bache 
and Burbank, such firms as Mer- 
rill Lynch, E.F.‘ Hutton, and Paine 
Webber all suggest that their 
brokers remind clients of the 
benefits of giving investments at 
Christmas time. 

According to most brokers, 
minors are usually the lucky 
recipients of these gifts, and for 
some very practical tax reasons. 
‘Accounts are set up under the 
Uniform Gifts to Minors Act,” 
reports Thomas Moylan, vice- 
president and manager of Merrill 
Lynch’s Beacon Street office. 
‘Regulations vary from state to 


state, but in Massachusetts an ac- 


count is set up in the name of the 
child, usually with a. parent 
named as custodian. The cus- 
todian manages the investment 
until the child reaches majority 


(age 18 in Massachusetts), at 
which time the assets are then dis- 
tributed outright to the child.” 
The child is then taxed on any 
income or capital gains, usually at 
a much lower rate than if the 
parents or grandparents had not 
established the custodian account. 
This assumes, however, that no 
portion of the account is used to 
support the child. The Internal 
Revenue Service allows gifts up 
to $3000 per child annually from 
each parent (or grandparent) 
without gift-tax consequences. If 
the donor is named as custodian 
of the minor’s account and the 
custodian dies while the child is 
still a minor, the full amoynt in 
the account will be included in the 
parent’s estate. Therefore, if es- 
tate taxes are a concern, the donor 
should not be the custodian. “‘It is 
very important to remember,” 
cautions Moylan, “that once a 
gift is given under the Uniform 
Gifts to Minors Act, it cannot be 
taken back and passes to the child 
when he or she becomes of age.” 


Another tax benefit of using 
the custodian account is in the 
case of appreciated property. 
Let’s assume that stock was orig- 
inally. purchased at $10 per share 
and is now selling for $100. The 
tax on the capital gain could take 
a big bite out of the profits. How- 
ever, if the stock is gifted to a 
minor, the minor will assume the 
parent’s tax liability and report 
the same profit. Because the child 
is in a lower tax bracket, Uncle 
Sam’s share will be greatly re- 


duced. 


There are, of course, non-tax- 
related reasons for giving invest- 
ments to children as Christmas 
gifts. “The gift of an investment 
to a child can be an excellent 
educational tool,’’ says Alan Free- 
man, account executivce with E.F. 
Hutton in Salem, Massachusetts. 
“If a child is made aware that he 
or she owns stock in a particular

clock. They fit, fairly comfort- 
ably, into one adult-sized hand. 
Similar hand-held digital games 
include Wildfire, a pinball game, 
and Torytronic Speedway, an 
auto-racing game with five varia- 
tions of play. 

Variation, in fact, is becoming 
the name of the game among digi- 
tal toys. Most of the sports games 
are now equipped for play at dif- 
ferent skill levels, while Tory- 
tronic Speedway, with its sleek 
packaging (resembling a stream- 
lined pocket calculator), may well 
be a precursor of future, multi- 
option games. Some manufac- 
turers are considering putting out 
games programed for baseball, 
football, basketball, and soccer; 
the player would simply clip the 
appropriate playing field onto the 
game. : 

Other hand-held games require 
more mental than physical dex- 
terity. A new entry is the Sen- 
sory Chess Challenger. Com- 
puter chess games have been 
available for several years. They 
required the player to enter his 
move (on an A-to-H, 1-to-8 grid) 
on a keyboard. The computer 
would respond with a grid loca- 
tion, and the player would move 
the computer’s piece. Sensory’s 
gimmick is that you simply press 
your move down on the board, 
and it registers instantly with the 
computer. The computer, in turn, 


lights up the location of the piece 
it wants moved, and the spot to 
which to move it. Since the key- 
board resulted in all kinds of mis- 
takes, this is considered a great 
leap forward in computerized 
games. Sensory has eight levels of 
play, from rank beginner to tour- 
nament. It is said, by those who 
know the games, that the com- 
puterized bridge, backgammon, 
and checkers also match up pretty 
well in terms of their skill level. 

Remarkably enough, the most 
popular of the hand-helds among 
the toddler set include the educa- 
tional ones put out by Texas 
Instruments: Speak and Spell, 
Speak and Read, and Speak and 
Math. All work along the same 
lines. The game incorporates a 
voice chip, which can speak full 
sentences and pronounce indi- 
vidual letters (numbers, in the 
case of Speak and Math). For 
instance, the game tells its player 
to spell a word — say, nuisance. 
As the toddler punches in the let- 
ters, the machine pronounces 
them aloud. If the tyke errs, the 
machine says so. If the tyke spells 
the word right, the machine goes 
on to another one. Although these 
games cost around $85, they are 
among the fastest-selling of all 
the hand-helds. 

Then there’s Simon, the once 
and future champ, available in 
regular, pocket, and super 
models. This is a memory game, 


pure and simple. The machine, on 
a random basis, lights up its four 
colors. Each color has its own 
associated sound, so that it’s pos- 
sible to remember the pattern 
either by sight or by sound (or, if 
you have that kind of memory, by 
sight and sound). It’s up to you to 
ptinch the pattern back into the 
machine. Simon starts with one 
color/sound and builds up to as 
many as you are capable of 


remembering. It is annoying and 
addictive and utterly delightful. 
Similar mental challenges come 
from the likes of Merlin (which 
has six games, including the 
Simon-like Echo), Split Second (a 
game, or rather six games, that 
test reaction time), Stop Thief (a 
Parker Brothers electronic variant 
of the old board-game favorite 
Clue), and Brain Baffler (made up 
of eight word games, including 


anagrams, build-a-word, and 
similar mental tusslers). All are 
considered family games whose 
challenges are suitable for any 
age. 


But this year’s biggest seller 
comes straight out of the bar- 
rooms and game parlors that no 
self-respecting family would (or 
could) enter: Entex’s hand-held 
Space Invaders. Of course. @

about art in general. A member of 
the Weimar (and Dessau) Bau- 
haus, he fled Germany in the ‘30s 
and, after several years in 
Amsterdam and London, came to 
the New Bauhaus (later the 
Institute of Design), in 
Chicago. 
It was light that fascinated 
Moholy and about which he 
wrote often, regarding it as ‘the 
absolute substance.” It is light — 
and design, of course — which are 
the subjects of his photographs. 
Within this body of work are pri- 
marily two streams — formally 
designed, generally unmanip- 
ulated pictures and the camera- 
less photograms for which he has 
long been famous. Of the iwo, it 
is the photograms that have been 
most frequently exhibited, pub- 
lished and discussed. 
Thus, one of the particularly 
valuable aspects of Haus’s book, 
in addition to the author’s lucid 
and extremely thoughtful essay, 
is that a majority of its 150 duo- 
tone reproductions are in the less 
frequently seen ‘‘straight’’ style. 
Consequently, too, many of the 
pictures will be as unfamiliar as 
they are enjoyable. 
In person (reportedly), through 
his writings, and through his “Stockholm, 1930”. from 
creations, Moholy-Nagy was a Phatograms 





great teacher. Moholy-Nagy is a 
textbook in the best sense of the 
term. 


Our last historically important 
and no longer extant photog- 
rapher is August Sander. No 
stranger to publication, either 
during his lifetime (1876-1964) or 
since, he is particularly well- 
served by Aperture’s August 
Sander: Photographs of an 
Epoch, 1904-1959 ($25). One of 
the virtues of this volume is that 
while it reproduces pictures from 
Sander’s most famous (and obses- 
sive) ‘Man of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury” series, so too does it pre- 
sent examples of his landscape, 
architectural/industrial, and 
nature photography, as well as 
his stunning 1927 Sardinian 
images. 

“More than anything else,” 
Sander said, ‘‘physiognomy 
means an understanding of 
human nature.”’ Perhaps more to 
the point of Sander’s lifelong 
photographic compulsion, critic 
John Berger wondered, ‘‘What 
did August Sander tell his sitters 
before he took their pictures? 
And how did he say it so that they 
all believed him in the same 
way?” 

Sander’s aim was to compile an 
archive of roughly 600 portraits, 
the faces in which would reveal, 
archetypically, every class, voca- 
tion, and human type. Indeed, 
they would sum and bound 
humanity. The project fell victim

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to the march of Nazism, as did 
Sander’s militantly socialist son, 
Erich, who died in a concentra- 
tion camp. 


What remains, incomplete by 
its creator's standard, is one of the 
most fascinating collections of 
portraits ever assembled. Berger is 
right; each of these sitters either 
heard the same thing, thought he 
heard the same thing, or simply 
responded to something that 
retained great continuity over the 
years. How else to explain these 
portraits, in which people of 
every class confront the camera so 
directly —‘posing, to be sure, but 
posturing little if at all? Genera- 
tions later, the images remain 


. haunting but never haunted. 


We can conclude with one 
of the year’s genuine oddities, 
Michael Lesy’s Time Frames: The 
Meaning of Family Pictures (Pan- 
theon, $20 hb, $8.95 pb). Lesy 
established a reputation, some 
years back, with a cheery book 
called Wisconsin Death Trip. 
Skillfully juxtaposing unremit- 
tingly depressing 19th-century 
small-town photographs with 
even more depressing news-sto1y 
excerpts, Lesy made a strong case 
for the Hobbesian view of life as 
“nasty, brutish, and short.” 
Strong, but not, as Susan Sontag 
and others have pointed out, 
really convincing. 

Time Frames is an even less 
convincing, although no less pas- 
sionate, endeavor. Some time ago, 
confused and feeling out of favor 
with the world in general (as he 
describes it), Michael Lesy turned 
his attention to the fertile if pro- 
saic riches of the family. album. 
“I’ve looked at hundreds of thou- 
sands of snapshots and listened to 
a lot of stories over the past 10 
years,’ Lesy told those who 
agreed to share their pictures and 
memories with him. ‘‘I can read a 
picture the way some people can 
read the palm of a hand. I’m not 
working for the Gallup Poll. If 
you tell me something or show me 
something, I’m not going to say 
thanks and walk away. I’m going 
to stay right here and I’m going to 
tell you what I know.” 

Whether that line would sell 
snake oil I don’t know, but it did 
get Lesy admitted to enough 
kitchens, shown enough photo- 
graphs, and told enough stories to 
provide him with his latest book. 
And a wonderful idea it was, too. 
It’s just that the execution fails. 

What Lesy ended up with, 
finally, was pictures, contextual 
revelation, and no relation- 
ships between the two. Although 
he makes a great point of particu- 
lar photographs’ stirring particu- 
lar memories, the reader is pre- 
sented with rather a hodgepodge. 
By and large, no body of text is 
related to the specific photo- 
graph that called it forth, except 
in Lesy’s brief but pompous 
introductory essay. 

Despite its manifest failures, 
reading Time Frames is a power- 
ful and disturbing experience, not 
because of the photographs, but 
because of the stories. The pic- 
tures may need the memories to 
provide context, but the memo- 
ries stand alone. As might have 
been expected from the author of 
Wisconsin Death Trip, many of 
the stories are disturbing. Some 
are harrowing. Each is compel- 
ling. Unfortunately, I ended each 
section wishing that the pub- 
lisher had pulled many of the pic- 
tures, thus providing more space 
for other memories. 

* om * 

Last year, I felt perfectly com- 
fortable in singling out one book, 
the collection of Alfred Stieg- 
litz’s portraits of Georgia 
O'Keeffe, as my choice for best of 
the year; this year three books 
share that informal distinction. 
And as I mentioned earlier, the 
trend toward reissuing out-of- 
print classics -is both important 
and heartwarming. I'd like to 
believe that the level of kaka has 
crested and begun to recede. I'd 
like to believe it, but I’m still hop- 
ing the pumps will work when it’s 
time to kick them in.

Toccata. Virgin Fox, organ. Crys- 
tal Clear 7001 (direct-to-disc). 


Capturing the range and power 
of the pipe organ together with 
the spacious ambiance of its 
environment has always pre- 
sented a challenge to both record- 
ing engineers and playback sys- 
tems. These two discs are head- 
and-shoulders above the competi- 
tion, and both belong in the 
collection of any audiophile with 
the slightest interest in the King 
of Instruments. Michael Murray 
plays the great organ at the Music 
Hall in Methuen; his perform- 
ances are splendid, and the 
recorded sound has a remarkable 
combination of hugeness and 
intimacy. Thousands of pipes 
span the stereo stage from wall to 
wall, yet every detail is clear; the 
Music Hall’s reverberation is cap- 
tured fully, but it doesn’t muddy 
the texture. 


Virgil Fox (in a disc entitled 
The Fox Touch Vol. 1) plays a 
California organ that is more 
compact spatially but is equally 
wide in dynamic and tonal range, 
with pedal bass that is just as 
room-shaking as the Methuen 
organ’s and a treble range whose 
articulation is especially pleasing 
in this music when heard through 


a stereo system with low IM 
distortion. Ironically, the Fox disc 
is scheduled for re-release soon in 
a dbx-encoded version. 


Bizet; Carmen Suite No. 1; Grieg: 
Peer Gynt Suite. Saint Louis 
Symphony Orchestra conducted 
by Leonard Slatkin. Telarc 10048 
(digitally mastered). 
Mussorgsky: Pictures at an 
Exhibition, Night on Bald Moun- 
tain. Cleveland Orchestra con- 
ducted by Lorin Maazel. Telarc 
10042 (digitally mastered). 

If you want to sample the state 
of the art in recording today, and 
get real musical pleasure in the 
bargain, buy these records — they 
are, in my opinion, the finest 
recordings of full symphony 
orchestra available on disc. The 
clarity and dynamic range of the 
Soundstream digital recording 
process has something to do with 
that, and so does the care that 
Telarc devotes to quality control 
in disc cutting and pressing. But 
the real key to the excellence of 
these records is sensitive miking. 
Telarc uses the most accurate 
microphones money can buy (a 
surprisingly rare practice in the 
recording industry) and has 
refined a miking technique used 
by David Hall and Bert Whyte to 
produce a number of excellent 
recordings back in the ‘50s: three 
omnidirectional microphones a 
few feet apart in a straight row 


above (and slightly behind) the 
conductor's head. This simple 
array, when optimally placed, 
captures the total integrated 
sound field of the orchestra as it 
wafts into the reverberant concert 
hall; yet when reproduced 
through a high-quality playback 
system it also provides enough 
psychoacoustic cues for the ear to 
resolve the inner harmonies and 
solo instruments within the 
orchestra as clearly as if a separ- 
ate microphone were assigned to 
each instrument. 

The difference microphone 
technique makes will be appar- 
ent if you compare these Telarc 
releases with the new “Pops in 
Space” album by John Williams 
and the Boston Pops. The latter 
was made with the same Sound- 
stream digital recording system 
and was released in a typically 
excellent European Philips press- 
ing, so it shares the advantages of 
the Telarc productions except for 
the choice and placement of 
microphones. To put- it baldly, 
“Pops in Space” does not pre- 
sent the sound of the Pops 
orchestra in Symphony Hall. Two 
dozen microphones of varying 
quality were used to record vari- 
ous sections of the orchestra, and 
a composite orchestral sound was 
assembled electronically in a 
mixer. The resulting record is 
generally brilliant and clear, but 
the bass lacks warmth and power 
and the stereo imaging is flat, 


two-dimensional, and_inconsis- 
tent. 

By contrast, for Telarc’s Saint 
Louis disc, recording engineer 
Jack Renner used a slightly wider 
than usual spacing of his three 
microphones, and the result is 
that every note on the record is 
framed by the airy, lively acous- 
tics of the empty concert hall. Yet 
no inner detail is lost: the sound 
of each instrument shines forth 
like a freshly minted penny, and 
full-orchestra sforzandi: have 
astounding punch. The perform- 
ances are, in a word, terrific; for 
precision, energy, and sheer 
virtuosity, the Saint Louis orches- 
tra reveals itself on this record as 
a world-class ensemble.-As for the 
Mussorgsky disc, Rimsky-Korsa- 
kov’s orchestration of Pictures 
demands great orchestral playing 
and gets it here in spades, with 
zest, humor, singing phrases, and 
powerful dynamics in full meas- 
ure. 


F.J. Haydn, J.N. Hummel: 
Trumpet Concertos. Gerard 
Schwarz, conductor and trumpet 
soloist. Delos DMS 3001 (digi- 
tally mastered). 
These trumpet concertos are 
popular and likable, and their 
recording here with a chamber 
orchestra is bright, clear, and spa- 
cious. Schwarz is one of today’s 
leading virtuosos of the trumpet 
and cornet, as he has demon- 
strated in a couple of earlier 
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recordings, and he plays these 
classic concertos with ease, pa- 
nache, and a confident flair. Some 
critics have found the stereo 
imaging of the solo trumpet 
slightly vague, but I don’t find it 
at all bothersome; according to 
one report, Schwarz was facing 
the orchestra in order to conduct 
it, and thus was not facing the 
microphones while playing the 
solos. In any case, the recorded 
trumpet sound is pleasingly free 
of the stridency that discs some- 
times exhibit when brass instru- 
ments are blown directly into 
microphones. 


Copland: Appalachian Spring; 
Ives: Three Places in New 
England. Saint Paul Chamber 
Orchestra conducted by Dennis 
Russell Davies. Sound-80 DLR 
101 (digitally mastered). 

Two of the finest American 
compositions of this century, 
superbly performed and recorded 
with crystalline clarity. Davies 
and his orchestra have a real feel 
for the spare lines of this music, 
giving full due to its emotive 
power without sentimentalizing 
it. The recording is not flawless: 
there are some variations in per- 
spective among the instruments 
of the orchestra, especially dur- 
ing the*Copland, but they don’t 
mar one’s enjoyment of the per- 
formances. Appalachian Spring, 
by the way, is performed in its 
original chamber-orchestra_ ver- 
sion (rather than the symphony- 
orchestra version usually heard), 
and what it loses in sheer tonal 
weight is more than compen- 
sated by the gain in incisiveness 
and variety of tone color. 


Harry James: ‘The King of James 
Version,’’ Sheffield Lab 3; 
“Comin’ from a Good Place,” 
Sheffield Lab 6; “Still Harry 
After All These Years,’’ Shef- 
field Lab 11 (each direct-to-disc). 

The title of the third disc in this 
series tells the story: after four 
decades, the ageless Harry James 
and his big band are still playing 
‘40s swing in a style that is lively 
without being frenetic and 
relaxed without being placid. The 
recording achieves a fully 
rounded ballroom sound with 
obvious stage depth (Harry’s solo 
trumpet up front and the cymbals 
clearly at the back of the group), 
in contrast to the antiseptic, 
hyper-detailed sound common in 
jazz recordings today. If you have 
a time-delay ambiance-reproduc- 
tion system, the spacious ball- 
room sound of these records is 
especially satisfying. The third 
record in the series has a little 
more stereo spread and inner 
detailing than the first two, but 
the sound is basically consistent 
among them, so if you don’t want 
all three you can choose accord- 
ing to the selection of songs on 
each disc. 


Shelley Manne Quartet: 
“Interpretations of Bach and 
Mozart.”” Trend TR-525 (digi- 
tally mastered). 

Improvisational variations on 
themes from the classics, per- 
formed on flute, sax, piano, 
drums,’and bass. In his Phoenix 
review, Brad Meyer praised these 
performances as “‘graceful and 
engaging’’ and the sound as a 
‘clear, uncluttered, natural- 
sounding mix.’’ Ensembles of this 
size show off the two-channel 
stereo-recording medium at its 
best, with a lifelike sense of pres- 
ence and timbre and detail; ulti- 
mately it will probably require 
four, six, or more channels to 
reproduce big bands and sym- 
phony orchestras as convinc- 
ingly as two channels now do 
reproduce small ensembles. 


Pink Floyd: The Dark Side of 
the Moon. Mobile Fidelity 
MFSL 1-017. 
The Beatles: Abbey Road. 
Mobile Fidelity MFSL 1-023. 
Steeleye Span: All Around My 
Hat. Mobile Fidelity 1-027. 
Mobile Fidelity obtains the 
original master tapes of record-

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ings by popular artists, cuts new 
discs at half-speed, and has the 
pressings made in Japan on quiet 
vinyl. The results typically have 
better bass, clearer highs, and less 
background noise than the con- 
ventional pressings; the three 
listed above are among the most 
desirable. The Beatles and Pink 
Floyd discs were popular classics 
in their original releases, and so 
the remastered versions auto- 
matically became collectors’ 
items. Abbey Road was created a 
dozen years ago and so is not the 
sort of sonic spectacular that 
many later rock records tried to 
be, while The Dark Side of the 
Moon has often served more as a 
stereo system demo (with lots of 
deep bass and exotic sounds) than 
as a musical treat. Steeleye Span 
is in an entirely different cate- 
gory musically: ‘Renaissance 
rock,” old English folk songs 
with a modern rock beat, in per- 
formances that are clean and 
musical, not raucous. It’s a nice 
combination of traditional and 
modern elements. Incidentally, if 
the idea of Renaissance rock 
appeals to you, another fine 
example — purely instrumental in 
this case — is ‘Fresh Aire II’’ by 
the Mannheim Steamroller, a 
Kansas City group, on American 


Gramophone AG-359; the music 
is essentially a 16th-century 
harpsichord fantasia in pleasingly 
varied rock stylings, captured in 
clean sound. 


dbx-encoded records 

The records we’ve discussed so 
far can be played on any fine 
stereo system. But there is 
another class of records now on 
the market that, over the next few 
years, will provide a transition to 
the all-digital disc of the future — 
the disc that is not only digitally 
mastered but remains in digitally 
encoded form until you play it 
through digital decoding circuit- 
ry at home. One of the essential 
virtues of digital discs will be the 
virtual elimination of the surface 
noises (hiss, ticks, pops, rumble) 
that add an_ illusion-destroying 
veil to conventional records. The 
dbx-encoding process achieves 
this suppression of surface noise, 
and thus permits the production 
of discs having very wide 
dynamic range, while permitting 
the records to be played on 
today’s turntables with ordinary 
styli. In other words, the dbx- 
encoding process provides the 
signal-to-noise ratio of digital 
recording without the high cost of 
digital circuitry. But you do need 
a dbx disc decoder to play these 
records properly. So if you want 
to give dbx-encoded records to an 
audiophile for Christmas, first be 
sure that he or she has a dbx disc- 


decoding circuit — either in the 
form of a dbx II noise-reduction 
unit (Model 122, 124, 128, or 224) 
or in the form of a Model 21 
decoder. 

At the beginning of this article 
I mentioned ‘that a few stereo 
components are so unique, spe- 
cialized, and attractive that virtu- 
ally every audiophile wants one. 
The dbx 21 decoder is such a 
product, so if your favorite audio- 
phile doesn’t already have one of 
the dbx units mentioned above, 
the Model 21 decoder and a 
couple of encoded records would 
make an ideal gift. The decoder 
retails for $110 and the records 
for around $15 each, but most 
dealers will offer a discount on a 
few records if purchased together 
with the decoder. 

There are several dozen 
classical, jazz, and popular 
records available now in dbx- 
encoded versions, and dbx has 
entered agreements with about a 
dozen record companies, so that a 
substantial variety of encoded 
records can be expected to appear 
in the months to come. The 
following three represent a good 
sampling of the current list: 
Tchaikovsky: Romeo and Juliet; 
Nutcracker Suite. Philharmonia 
Hungarica conducted by Zoltan 
Rozsnyai. dbx PS-1002 (encoded 
version of M&K RealTime RT- 
201). 

Copland: Rodeo, Billy the Kid, 
Fanfare. Dallas Symphony con- 


ducted by Donald Johanos. dbx 
SS-3007 (encoded version of 
Turnabout TV-34169). 

Tim Weisberg: ‘‘Tip of the 
Weisberg.’’ dbx PS-1011 
(encodedversion of Nautilus NR- 
7). 

The Tchaikovsky disc is one of 
a series of six with the same 
orchestra and engineers, in which 
the master tape was digital. Thus 
there is no tape hiss to spoil the 
illusion created by the dbx-encod- 
ing process that your stereo sys- 
tem has been connected ‘directly 
to the output of the microphone 
console at the recording session. 
The six M&K discs share com- 
mon virtues (clean sound, 
astounding dynamic range, bril- 
liant highs, and a very solid low 
end), but most of them also share 
common faults (flaccid conduct- 
ing, second-rate orchestral play- 
ing, and odd orchestral balances, 
with some instruments very far 
from the mikes). The Tchaikov- 
sky disc is generally free of these 
faults, which makes it the best of 
the group, and Tchaikovsky’s 
colorful orchestration is repro- 
duced with fantastic clarity and 
power. 

When the Copland record was 
originally released by Turn- 
about, in 1967, it immediately 
became an audiophile favorite 
because of its crisp transients, 
dynamic impact, and natural 
stereo image — even though the 
orchestra sound doesn’t match

that of the BSO or the Berlin Phil- 
harmonic for sheer size and tonal 
richness. But by comparison the 
dbx version is a revelation: the 
loud brass passages are com- 
pletely distortion-free, the per- 
cussion has far more weight and 
power, and the quiet passages to 
not have to compete with grungy 
surface noise. To top it off, I 
know of no other performances 
as crisp and satisfying as these. 
The Weisberg record was made 
from a digital master tape and has 
incredibly quiet backgrounds. 
The music is graceful jazz-rock 
performed by a small group 
(flute, guitar, keyboards, percus- 
sion, and bass) recorded with 
crystalline clarity against the vel- 
vety-silent studio background. 
What is most impressive sonic- 
ally about this disc is not its 
power but its delicacy: if you 
have a quiet listening room (and 
you need one in order to enjoy 
this disc fully) and you set the 
loud parts of the disc to a satisfy- 
ingly high volume level, you will 
still want to hold your breath to 
hear the lumifious little flute and 
percussive sounds fading away 
into the silence. e

tributed an adorable little fable 
about ‘Dumbo, the Clown (Who 
Loved Christmas)” — certain to be 
appreciated by the prepubescent 
conceptual artist on your gift list, 
especially for the Fred Frith guitar 
accompaniment. On this coast, 
NRBQ isn’t new wave at all — it’s 
been stumping the region longer 
than some of its fans have been 
alive — but it’s just as irreverent, 
usually more fun, and easily the 
most consistently underrated 
kick-ass rock ‘n’ roll ensemble in 
New England. The group’s rol- 
licking “Merry Christmas,” a 
single it released last year, is still 
available, and it’s promised a new 
and even better disc for this 
season — cast meaningful glances 
in the direction of Rounder 
Records in Somerville for that 
one. Be warned, however, that 
neither Sacred Songs by Daryl 
Hall (produced by Robert Fripp 
en route to 1981) nor the Cramps’ 
Songs the Lord Taught Us (which 
begs to be filed with the sacred 
records) is really something you 
can play for the vicar. 

Record collectors with sea- 
sonal interests may note that last 
year Warner Brothers Records 
sent out, to radio stations and 
industry personnel, a special 12- 
inch, 45-rpm disc of the late Jimi 
Hendrix jamming on Yuletide 
tunes. While waiting for every- 
body else to get it together, he 
casually began wailing away on 
“The Little Drummer Boy,” as 
Buddy Miles (who is by no means 
little) fell in behind him. The 
bassist on the date, I believe, was 
Billy Cox. This jam stretched out 
into ‘Silent Night,”” and, to con- 
clude the holiday season, “Auld 
Lang Syne.” For a totally spon- 
taneous performance it was rather 
nice, and it made the rounds as a 
bootleg before this ‘‘official’’ 
grave-robbing pressing. I’d be 
perfectly willing to swap my copy 
for a decent copy of the Resi- 
dents’ original double single (now 
there’s an oxymoron!) Santa Dog, 
released in 1972 — the first record 
they ever unleashed on an un- 
suspecting planet. Collectors will 
be disappointed (but the rest of us 
should be pleased) to discover 
that the Beach Boys’ Christmas 
Album, with the classically jolly 
“Little Saint Nick,” is still avail- 
able. 


There are, of course, many 
more serious salutes to the sol- 
stice celebration. If you visit the 
Harvard Coop and wade through 
the acres of Handel’s Messiah 
presently on display, you will, for 
instance, find Christmas Carols in 
Cambridge, two volumes of holi- 
day hits recorded by the Harvard 
Glee Club and the Radcliffe

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Choral Society under the aegis of 
Cambridge Records. Or, for more 
refined tastes (seriously, can any- 
one claim more refinement than 
Harvard?), Nonesuch Records 
has staged another coup for early 
music: the Christmas Vespers of 
Claudio Monteverdi (1567-1643). 
The conductor, Denis Stevens, 
has accomplished what church 
musicologists claimed to be 
impossible: he assembled, from 
the composer’s. two surviving 
Venetian-period folios, a com- 
plete vesper service on the Christ- 
mas liturgy. That the fragments 
derive from several of the 13 ves- 
pers Monteverdi is reported to 
have written is more than likely, 
given the diversity of instrumen- 
tation. But the double album 
(rounded out by three motets) is 
still a remarkable document, both 
of sacred compositional practice 


and of the transition between 


Renaissance and Baroque styles. 

Other sacred music Nonesuch 
has made available lately includes 
Ludus Danieli, a medieval miracle 
play based on the Biblical story of 
Daniel, and a Mass by 16th-cen- 
tury English composer Thomas 
Tallis. Both records feature extra- 
ordinary vocal performances by a 
group called the Clerkes of Oxen- 
ford, and I recommend them 
highly. Nonesuch’s good taste in 


this regard is evidenced by its 
recordings of the Boston Cam- 
erata, under the direction of Joel 
Cohen, whose Medieval Christ- 
mas remains a holiday favorite. 
The ensemble subsequently 
recorded a follow-up, A Renais- 
sance Christmas, for Turnabout 
Records and Advent Cassettes; 
moreover, it will give this set in 
three concerts, at Sanders Theater 
and Jordan Hall, this month, so 
check our listings for details. 

I hope all this good music helps 
us Americans to recall the 
meaning of the Christmas tidings 
of ‘Peace on Earth, Good Will to 
Men” — and of course women. 
Perhaps the true spirit of Chris- 
tian charity will preserve us from 
the depredations of the mene 
tone deaf.

devoted to it here and elsewhere. 
No fewer than half-a-dozen cata- 
logues feature bras, panties, 
gowns, and camisoles with fetch- 
ing butterfly cutouts over vari- 
ous ‘erogenous zones. I don’t 
know whether there’s a conspir- 
acy afoot, but the symbolism sure 
is widespread. 

On the practieal side, what 
could be more practical than 
food? Harry and David and their 
colorful - catalogue have been 
around forever. This is the organ- 


ization through which one mail- 
orders fruit-of-the-month mem- 
berships and gift packs contain- 
ing perfect fruits, nuts, and can- 
dies. You can even get a live 
Christmas tree (in a pot), fully 
decorated, for less money than 
trees go for at the corner lot. 
The Pfaelzer Gourmet Gift 
Catalogue is not something to 
leave lying around. when vege- 
tarian friends come to call. Pfael- 
zer, based in Chicago, sells mostly 
red meat, and the filet mignons 
and T-bones are photographed 
close up in vivid color. Just when 
you get used to looking at page 
after page of raw beef, there 
appears a picture of a fully cook- 
ed roast suckling pig, complete 
with apple in mouth, figs for 
eyes, and fruit garnish about the 
midsection. The effect is star- 
tling. There is also a two-page 
layout on seafood — lobster, 
shrimp, sea scallops, and crab. 
Every year there are more spe- 
cialty-cookware catalogues 
around, like Cooks’ Collection, 
Williams-Sonoma, and Epicure. 


‘Although kitchen supplies make 


attractive and welcome gifts, 
there is an undeniable sameness 
to the arrays of pots, glasses, and 
steak knives. When you've seen 
one, ... 

And then, the women’s special- 
ty stores, like Saks Fifth Avenue 
and Lord & Taylor, can ‘be 
counted on to present pretty and 
enticing selections. Saks this year 


has so many lacy blouses and 
fluffy sweaters you expect the 
catalogue to float away. 

B. Altman’s catalogue is a per- 
sonal favorite. Not much glitter 
here, but large selections of boots, 
gloves, and accessories at reason- 


- able prices, and 22 pages of items 


for men. The cozy, old-New York 
feeling of the store itself really 
comes through. 

No review of catalogues is 
complete without mention of the 
“Catalogue King ” and his 1980 
offering. Several years ago Roger 
Horchow started the ‘Horchow 
Collection,” a compendium of 
luxury items available through 
catalogue order only — there is no 
store. The 1980 holiday edition 
has its share of costly bibelots, 
but you get your money’s worth. 
Featured this year is the book 
“Elephants in Your Mailbox,” by 
Mr. H., describing his opera- 
tion’s enormous success and pro- 
viding interesting information 
about the catalogue business. 
Roger is definitely an expert. 

Catalogues appeal in a lot of 
ways. There’s certainly an ele- 
ment of pleasurable fantasy asso- 
ciated with gawking at the unob- 
tainable, But apart from the obvi- 
ously outrageous, 
items, these dream books are also 
full of good stuff that real people 
might want and use. Even if you 
never order a single item, cata- 


logues are great sources for ideas. .

you a feel for what’s-out-there, 
where it is, and how much, it 
costs. And best of all, if you're 
buying, you can take your time. 
Look at an item again and again, 
until you are absolutely, posi- 
tively sure it is exactly what you 


want. If you. procrastinate, 
nobody else is going to snap it up, 
and you avoid mistakes made out 
of last-minute panic or sales pres- 
sure. 

A note for the wary — cata- 
logue orders are an important part 
of a store’s business, and causes 


‘for complaints are rare. All cata- 


logues contain an order form 
and/or directions for ordering by 
phone. Clear information is pro- 
vided regarding delivery. and 
return policies. The descriptions 
are gems of polished prose. For 
clothing, for example, they will 
usually state size, color, type of 
material, instructions for care, 
and features of the item not ap- 
parent in the picture, like hidden 
pockets. Plus a word or two tell- 
ing the reader why this particu- 
lar item is particularly unique or 
appealing. All in three’ or four 
lines. 

Catalogues are routinely sent to 
customers with active store 
charge accounts and to those 
who have ordered before. Other- 
wise, they are usually available on 
request, free or for a small charge. 
Ask early. Mid-November _in- 
quiries this year at Brentano’s, 
Bonwit’s, and Filene’s were too 
late; first printings had already 
been exhausted. 

So, next Christmas, make your 
list and browse early. When 
you're finished, go - downtown 
anyhow — look at the lights and 
decorations, listen to the carols, 
and see if you don’t feel just a lit- 
tle smug watching the crowds 
elbow and shove. Your gifts are in

Big pictures for the small 


recorders sold during the past few 

years hasn’t convinced you that the 
much-touted video revolution is at 
hand, the number of pre-recorded video 
cassettes on the market is bound to 
make you a believer. Below we've listed 
a wealth of available programing from 
the manufacturers’ ‘‘entertainment’’ 
categories: (feature films, TV specials, 
concert performances, sports retro- 
spectives). There are easily twice as 
many documentary, instructional, and 
educational tapes in distribution, and 
more programs in all categories are 
being issued each month. Titles 
included below are available in both 
Beta and VHS formats, and are listed 
with the name of their manufacturer or 
distributor. 

Pre-recorded cassette tapes are sold at 
video, hi-fi, photo, and discount stores 
throughout the Boston area. Since the 
large number of titles in circulation 
prevents retailers from stocking eom- 
plete inventories, most outlets order 
specific tapes from distributors at cus- 
tomers’ requests, a process that takes a 
few days. Many distributors sell or rent 
tapes directly to VCR owners through 
the mail, and some offer tapes (and 
sometimes hardware) at a discount to 
members of their ‘‘video club.’’ Prices 
for pre-recorded tapes average between 
$45 and $70, but a number of retail and 
mail-order outlets will rent programs or 
accept tapes in trade, bringing the cost 
of acquiring a cassette down to less than
